becaufe his Difpatches were not ready. He (hut 
himfelf up fail in his Chamber, then (lamping with 
"his Foot, and calling for the Turkey-Leather Trunk 
full of Diamond and Piftoles, it appeared that Mo« 
ment : but then he was at a Lofs for the Key, and 
knew not where to find it, and thought with him- 
felf it would be a thoufand Pities to break open a - 
Trunk, focurioufly wroueht, and to have fo much- 
Riches expofed to the Indtfcretion or Knavery of a . 
Lock-fmith, that might talk publickly of them, and 
by that Means inform all Robbers of it. * What- 

• ufe are thefc Favours of, Fortuniecrfdy Ance I.- 

• can neither enjoy them myfelf, nor let my Father 
•* receive any Benefit from them?' Then mufing 
and walking about, he remembered he (hould con- 
fult his Horfe : away he goes to the Stable, and 
whifpered foftly to him, * Pray, Comradey tell me 

• where I ihall find the Key of the Turkey-Lea- 

• ther Trunk.' * In my Ezr^'anfiveredhe. The - 
Knight lookM in his Ear and faw a green Ribbon, . 
by. which he pullej out the Key. He- opened the . 
Trunk, and fiU'd three little Chefts full of Dia- 
roonds and Piftoles, one for his Father, and two for r 
his Siflersj and fen t the Governor's Man with them, . 
defiring him not to ftop Night nor Day, till he ar- 
riv'd at the old Count's. When the MelFenger told 
him he came from his Son the Knight, and brought . 
hira a very heavy Cheft ; he was very much fur- 
prized at what it could contain, for he knew he had ' 
fo little Money when he fet out, that he could not 
buy any Thing, nor pay the Perfon for bringing his 
prefent. Firft lie open'd his Letter^ and when he 
faw what his dear Daughter had fent him, he was. 
ready to die for Joy : The Sight of the Jewels and 
Gold made good her Words : but what was moil 

extraordinsLryi- when the two Sifters canve xo o^wi 
ibeir Cbe&s, their were nought bnv c\x\.Qi\aS^ ^tv^ 
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falfe Piilbles f fo univilling was the Fairy that they 
ihould receive any Favoors from her : Inibmuch, 
that they thought their Sifler mock'd them, and 
thereupon conceived an inexprei&ble Hatred againft 
her. The Count ieeiojg; them fo angry, gave them- 
a great many of the Jewels; but as foon as ever 
they touched them, they changed like the reft, by 
which they knew (bme unknown Power aded againft 
them, and begg'd of their Father to keep them to 
himfelf. 

Fortunio never flaid for the Retarn of the Meilen- 
ger, fo ihort was the Time limited to obey the 
King*5 Edidi in, but went and took his Leave of 
the Governor. The whole City was a/fembled to- 
gether to fee him : His Perfon and all his A6Uons 
had fomewhat ib engaging in them, that they could 
not but love and admire him.

* Strong'hackt *which ivas his Name^ I am extraordi- 

* nary llrong.' « Then, yi/VFortunio, yqur Gain 

* mull be great.' * Very little, reply* d the Wood- 

* Marty we arc very poor in this Place ; and every 

* one does his own Work.' * Since it is fo, added 

* the Knigbty come along with me, and you ihall 

* want nothing ; and when you have a Mind to go 

* Home again, I will give you Money to defray 

* yonr Expences.' Which Propofal he approved of, 
and left his Wedges and other Tools, and follow'd 
his new Mafter. 

When he had crofs'd the Forcfft, he faw a Man 
ia the Plain, holding in his Hand Ribbons, with 
which he tied his Legs, leaving, one would think 
Of imagine, fcarce Lioerty enough to walk. Com* 
rode flopped, and faid to his Mafter, * This is ano- 

* tlier^tedMan ; you will have occafion for him, 

* therefore take him along with you.* At that the 
fortnnate Knight advanced towards him with hi» 
natural Gracefulnefs, and afk'd him why he tied 
his Legs fo; * O, anfiveredhet I am preparing for 

* a Hont.* * How, Jaid the Kfdght fmilingt do you

* Yon feem to me a very extraordinary Man, /aid 

* the Knight y what is your Name ?' * Light-foot^ 

* reply* d hey and f am very well known in all this 

* Country.' * If you would fee another, added our 

* Bero^ \ (hould dc glad you would go with me : 

* I will ufeyou very kindly.' Which Offer, Lights 
/hfff, as he lived bat indifferently, accented of with 
Tbanks, and ^IlawM the fonuaaic^m^x. 
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The Tktxt Day he met with a Man by a Marfh 
Side, btDdiDg his Eyes. The Horfe nid to his 
Mafter, * I would advife you, Sir, to take this 

* Man into your Service/ Fortunio aiked him what 
made him bind his Eyes ; to which he aniwer'd, 
that he faw too clear; that he could fee Game 
above four Leagues ; and that he never (hot but he 
kiird always more than he defir'd ; that he was 
forced to bind his Eyes, left he fhould deflroy all 
the Partridge, Pheafants, tfc. in the Country, 

* You are a notable Man, rrp^V Fortunio, what's 

* 3rourName?' * Thcycafl me the Markjman^ 

* Jittut be^ and I would not leave ofT that Employ 
« for any Tiling in the Wodd/ • However, fatd 

* the Knight^ I have a great Defire to propofe to 
' you to travel along with me ; it fhall not hinder 

* you from exercifing your Talent.' The Mark/* 
4Mm raifed fome ObjeSions, and the Knij^ht found 
it harder to get his Confent than any oT the reft ; 
€or 'fheA; Sort of People are generally great Lovers 
-of Liberty : However, he brought it about, and 
4hey all left the Marfh together. 

Afier fome Days Journey they came by a lone 
Meadow, where he Uw a Man laid all on one Side 
upon the Ground. * Mafler, /iaJ Comrade, this 

* Is a gifted Man, who w411, I forefec, be very ne- 

* ceffafry to you* Fitrtttnio went into the Meadow, 
and defired to know what he was doing. * I want 

* ibme Simples, tm/'wer^d he^ and I am likening to 

* the Grafs that is growing, to know if there are 

* any fi>ch as I want coming up.* • Vfhzi^/aid the 

* Knight, is your Ear fo quick as to hear the Grafs 

* grow, and know what will come op V * Yes, 

* nfiydhe^ and for that Reafon am called /»r.f<ar.' 

* Well, Fine-Far^ Jaid Fortunio, have you an In- 

* clination to follow me ? 1 will give you good 

* Wages ; you fhall have no Reafon to complain.* 
This Propofal was fo agreeable to him, he without 
any manner of Hefitati^^n added himfelf tiO vcLCceab 
theif NtuabcTw 
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The Knight purfuing his Travels, faw by a great 
Road-tide a Man whole Cheeks were (o blown up, 
that he reprefented the Pidure of EoLs : He was 
(landing with his Face towards a high Hi! I, about 
two Leagues ofF, on which there ftf od fifty or fixty 
Windmills. The Horfe faid to his Mafter, * There 

* is another of our gifted Men ; do what you can 

* to take him along with you.* Forfunh, who was 
as engaging in his Perfon as Speech, accofted him, 
and afked him what he was doing there. * I am 

* blowing a little. Sir, answer d he^ to fet thofe 

* Mills at Work.' * You feem too far off ^ faid the 

* Knight.* * On the contrary, reply d the Blo^wer^ 
' 1 am too nigh ; if I did not hold in my Breath, 
' I (hould overturn the Mills, and perhaps the Hill 

* itfelf ; fo that by this Means I often do a great 

* deal of Mifchief againft my Will. I'll tell you, 

* Sir, I was once in Love, and very ill ufed. by my

* dition accept of your Otter.' • 
Every Thing fucceeding thus to Fortunio* sDe* 

fires, he left this Place, and after eroding a thick 
inclofed Country, (aw a large Lake into which ft- 
veral Springs difcharg'd their Waters : and by its 
Side a Man who looked very earneilly at him. * Sir, 

* /atd Comrade to his. Ma^er, this Man is wanting 

* to compleat your Equipaee; it would be well if 

* you could engage him to follow you,' The Knight 
went to him,, and faid, * Pray, Friend, what are 

* you doing there ?f * You flvall fee, Sir, anf^wer^d 
' the Man, as foon as this Lake is full, I will drink 
' it up at one Draught ; fi;^r I am very dry, though 
' I have emptied it twice already .' Mcotdincly ae 
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^oop'6 down; and left fcarce enough for the leaft 
F.fh to Avjm in. fortunio and his Troop were very 
much furprizcd. * What, ftudhe^ are you always 

* thus thirfty ?' « No, faidtbtWattr'iriHkert only 

* after eating fait Meat, or upon a Wager. I am 

* known by the Name of Tippler.^ * Come along 
^ with me. Tifplert fnid tht Knigbty and you (hall 
' tipple Wine., which you will like better than this 

* Water.' This Promife carried too great a Temp- ' 
tation with it for Tippler to >\ithftana, who imme- 
diately got up« and follow'd them. 

The Knight had got within Sight of the Place of 
Rendezvous, where they were all to aiTemble when 
he perceiv'd a Man who eat fo greedily, that tho* 
ho had fixty tfaoufand Loaves of Bread before him, 
he feem'd refolvcd not to leave one Bit. Comrade 
faid to his Mailer^ -* Sir, you only want this Man ; 

* jpray engage ^lim to go with you.' Upon which 
the Knight made up to him, and fmiling, faid, 
^ Are you refolved to eat up all this Bread at your 

* Breakfaftf * Yes, reply^d he, and am vex'd to 

* fee fo little: Thefe Bakers are a lazy Sort of Peo- 
' pie, who care not if one was ftarved.' * If you 
-* eat as much every Day, added Fortunio, you are 
' able to caufe a Famine in any Country in the 

* World,** ' OI Sir. r/'/Z^'i/ Grugeon (which was 

* his Name, and which ^gniiies a great Eater,) I 
' (hould be forry to have fo great a- Stomach, lince 

* neither what I could get myfelf, nor what my 
^ Neighbours had, would fatisty me : Indeed forae- 
' times r am glad to regale myfelf after this Man* 

* ncr.' * Well, Grugeon, faid the Knight^ if you 
' will follow me, you mall not want for good Cheer, 

* nor repent your chufing me for your Maftcr.' 
Cemtade, whofe Senfe and Foreiight were of great 
Service to our Knight, told him, it would be pro* 
per that he forbid his Attendants from boafling of 
their extraordinary Gifts ; which he fail'd not to 
do, and each of them fwore they would punAually 
•bey his Commands. Soon after the Knight, who4

Beauty and good Mien hx exceeded the Richnefs' 
of his Habit, enter'd the Capital City, rooaatedon 
his excellent Horfe, and followed by his feven At- 
tendants, for whom he provided rich Liveries, laced 
with Gold, and good Horfes ; and going to the bell 
Inn, ftay'd there till the Day appointed for the Re- 
view : All which Time he was the Subject of the 
Difcourfe of the whole City, infomuch that the 
King hearing of him, had a great Delire to fee 
him.

* had not yet opened her Lips : And as I am older than 

* you, Brother, I remember more particularly than 

* you do, what great Things the old Count per- 

* ibxm'd in the Service of his Country ; thenefore 

* I defire 
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' I <)efiro I may h^v^ the Care of the PrefffQienc 

* of this yo.yng Knight' 

Fortimh* ovefjoy'4 at this Reception, could not 
th^k the Kin^ and Qf een enoi^h» and durU oot 
€n1;Hfge tOQ m^qcb on the Sentimeats of his Acknow- 
Jedgmeat, thinkin£ it mor^ refpedlful to hold hi^ 
Tongue, th^n to ipcak too niuQh» though wh^t he 
did iay was fo proper and well adapted, that ever^ 
-one conuxiended hin;^. Aft^srwards he iQounted his 
Hprff again, and mi,y'd amone the Lords and Gen- 
tlemen who ^ittended on the Kiog ; when the Qj;eea 
^calling him often tio.i^ him Queftions, and turn- 
ing hterfelf towards Fhridat who was hex Confidante* 
/aid to her foftly, ^ What do you think of this 

* yOAn^ Spark ? can there be a noore noble Air, 
^ and more regular Features ? 1 mufl confefs, i ne- 

* ver in jpy Life faw any Thing more lovely. ' Flo- 
rid^\ Sentiments ^ifier'd not from her Miilrefs's ; 
ihe praiu^d him eve^ to Exaggeration. Our Knight 
could not forbeat cafting Ids Eyes often on the King, 
whr> was not only an handfome Prince, but in all 
his Ways was engaging ; and our Female Warrior, 
though ihe had changed her Habit, had /lOt re- 
nounced her Sex, but was fenfible of his Merit. 
The King told Fortunifi after the Review, that ho 
was afraid the War would be ytr^ bloody, there- 
fore he was refolved always to keep him nigh hit 
o!yj) Perfon. The Qiieen Dowager, who was then 
by, faidf fl^e was juil thinking that he ought not to 
be exjpofed to the Dangers pf a long Campaign, and 
that as this Place of Steward of her Houlhold was 
VACant, (he would give it to him* ' No, faid the 

* &^g* I wUl make him Mafter of the Horfe to 

* mylelf«' Thus they difputed who ihould prefer 
Fmunio ; when the Queen, fearing left fiie mould 
too muqh betray the iecret Emotions of her Hearti 
yielded to the King. 

There was never a Day but Fxtrtunio call'd for his 
Turkey-Leather Trujik, and took a new Drcfs ; by 
w)(jLch Means he appeared more maguificeat thaa 
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all the Princes of the Court ; infomuch that the 
Queen a(k'd him often how his Father could afford 
to be at fo vaft an Expence ? Sometimes ihe ban- 
ter*d him, and faid, ^ Come, confefs, truly yoa 

* have a Miftrefs, who fupports you in all thisFi- 
** nery.^ Upon which Fortumo would blufti, and 
•excufe himielf the bed he could. He acquitted 
himfelf admirably well in his Pod, and his Heart 
which was feniible of a Tendernefs for the King, 
attach'd him more to his Perfon than he wifli'd to 
l>c * What is my Fate, /aU our Knight^ I love a 

* great and powerful King, without any Hopes of 

* the like Return, or that he (houki have any Ke- 

* gard for the Paitis I endure.* The King loaded 
liim with his Favours? he thought nothing well 
done, but what was done by the handfome Knight* 
and the Queen, deceived by his Habit, thought fe* 
rioufly of marrying him ; but the Inequality of 
their Birth was the only Qbftacle that Hood in her 
Way. Neither was ihe the only Perfon that was 
taken with the beautiful Fortuniof all the fine La- 
dies of the Court figh'd for him. He was conti- 
nually pd^ter'd with tender Letters, Appointments . 
for Rendezvous's, Prefents, and a thoufand other 
Gallantries ; which he anfwer'd with all imagina- 
ble Indifference, which made them fufpedt he had 
Jeft a Miftrefs behind him in his own Country. At 
all Tournaments he won the Prize, and in Hunt- 
ing, or any other Sport, kilPd more Game than all 
the Company befides, and danced at all Balls more 
gracefully than all the Courtiers; in fhort, he 
charmed all who faw and heard him. 

The Queen, that (he might not be obliged to 
declare her Sentiments to him herfelf, charged Flo- 
rida to let him underiland, that fuch Marks of 
Bounty from a young Queen ought not to be h 
<arclefsly received. Florida^ who had not been able 
to avoid the Fate of mod that had feen thisKnight* 
was very much embarrafs'd with this Commiflion ; 

he 
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kkt appealed too lovely in ktr Eyes, for her to think 
of preferring her Miftefs's Intereft before her own ; 
infomoch that ivhenev«r the Queen gave her an 
Opportunity of difcourfing with him, inilead o^ 
fpeaking of the Beauty and great Qualifications of 
that Princefs, (he told him how ill-humour d Die 
was» how much her Women endured with her; 
how unjuift (he was, and the ill Ufe ^ e made of the 
great Power (be had ufurped ; and at lad comparing 
■bentiments, faid, ' Though \ was not born to be a 
' (^een« I ought to have been one, (ince I have a 

* great and generous SouL, that induces me to do 

* good to every Body. O ! continued Jbe^ was I in 
' that high Station, how happy would I make the 
" charming Fortunio L He Ihould love me out of 
' Gratitude, if he could not love me thro* ladina- 
' tiom' 

The young Knight' was entirely at a Loii, and 
knew not what Aniwer to make, but ever after 
carefolly avoided having any private Difcourfe with 
her; while the impatient Queen never faiPd to a(k 
Florida how far (he had wrought on Fortunio ^ who 
iaid to her, ' He is. Madam, fo timorous, that he 

* will -not believe any Thing that I tell him favou- 

* rably from you, or pretends not to believe it, be- 
^ caufe he A% engaged in ibme other Paiiion.' < I 
■* believe io too, /aid tbt alarm d^een ; but is it 

* poflible his Lo*.'e (hould hold out againfl his Am- 
' oition ?* < And can you, Madam, repiyd Florid 

* da, bear the Thoughts of owing his Heart to 
' your Crown.?' f Ought a Prince^ fo young and 

< beautiful as you ^re, to have recourfe to a Dia- 

< dem ?* * Yes, to levery Things crjd the ^n^ 

* when it is to fubdue a rebellious Heart.' By this 
Florida knew very well, that it was impoOible to 
cure her Miftreis of .her Pafiion. The Queen wait* 
ed every Day for fome happy E(FeS from the Caret 
of her Confidante ; but the fmall Progrefs (he made 
on Fortunio obliged her to. find out other Ways to

Florida duift iQ' no wife oiFeJr to tippofe the Qaeen, 
tho' (he had a great Deiiie to it : for (he was cruelly 
afraid (he (houM be hived by Fonwiioi knowing a 
Rival of her Rank to bealw^ysdangerou.;. Wh^a 
the Queen came within fome fmall Diftance of the 
Arbour, Stk6 heard the Knight, whoie Voice was 
veiy agreeable, fing the(e Words :

Fimtumc made thefe Linesi^ with relation to the 
Sentiment wh^ewith the youag King hdd infpdred 
kei^ the Favours (he had received from that I^ince, 
and the AppreheniioAe fhe wa^^ un(kr, \s&. (he (hoold 
bcknown^ and; be- forced tokave a Court, which 
iie chofe to Hve in fooner than any other Place in 
l^ke World, The Queen, who ftopp'd tai»ear her, 
<was tn cruel Unea(inefs : * What am I going to at- 
« tempt \ fmdjheftftiy to Florida : Thisyoung Un-* 
< grate defpifes the Honour of pteaiiog me, thinks 
<' htmielf hoppyi dt^mi. content with His Cofr^ueft^ 

* and 
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^ and iacrifices mc to another.' ' He is now at 

* that Age, anf<wsr^d Florida, when Reafon has not 

* fully eftablifhed itfelfJ If I durftgive your Ma- 

* jefty Advice, it flioirld be to forget him, fince he 

* knows not how to value' his good Fortune.' The 
Qaeen, wha woald have been better pleafed that 
her Confidante had fpoke after another Manner, caft 
an angry Eye upon her, and advancing forwards, 
went dire^ly into the Arbour where the Knight 
was ; and: pretended to be furprized to find him 
there^ andto be vexed he (hould fee her in a Difha- 
Wlte, tho' at the lame Time flie had neglefted no- 
thins^ that was rich and gallant. As foon as he 
faw het, he was for retiring, out of Refpcft ; but

again. • I was this Morning, /aid Jhe^ agreeably

* a Queen fo, who reads in your Face and Eyes the 

* Paflion that pofieffes your Heart, and which your 

* own Words, which you fung to a new-fafliion'd 

* Tune, have informed me of.' * Indeed, Madam, 

* anffwered the Knight^ the Lines were mine, but 1 

* made them without any particular Defign ; for 

* my Companions and Acquaintance engage me to 
' make drinking Catches, tho* I drink nought but 
' Water, and tender paflionate Songs; fo that I 

* fing both Love' and Bacchus^ tlio' 1 am neither a

The Queen liileced to him with that Concern, 
that fhe could hardly contain hetfelf. What he 
faid, re kindled in her Heart the Hope Florida 
would have baniihed : ' If I<:ould think you fincere, 

* faidjhe^ I fliould have Reafou to be furprized* 

* that you have not yet found in this Court a Lady 

* amiable enough for to fix your Choice.' ^ Ma- 

* dam, reply d Fortunio, I have fo much to do in 

* the OfSce I am in, I have no Time to throw away 

* in Sighing,' * Then you love nothing ?' -added 
^ Jhe^ 'with Eagernefs. ' No Madam, yi/V he^ I 

* have not a Weart of fo gallant a Character ; I 

* am a Kind of Mifanthropos, tnat loves my Li- 

* berty, and would not lofe it for all the World.' 
The Queen fat hcrfelf down, and fixing her Eyes 
moft obligingly on him, reply'd, * There are ibmc 

* Chains fo cafy and glorious to bear, that if For- 

* tone has deHined any fuch for you, I would advife 

* you to renounce .your Liberty.' In all thisDif- 
courfe her Eyes explained her Thoughts but too in- 
telligibly for our Knight, whofe Sufpicions were 
too great before not to be confirmed in them ; and 
fearing leH the Converfation Ihould go too far, he 
pulled out his Watch, and fetting the Hand .for- 
ward, faidj * I beg of your Majelly to give me

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' of rifingy and he order'd roe to be at his Levee.* 

* Go, indifFerent Youth, /ai^ jSbe, fetching a deep

The 
Queen followed him with her Eyes ; then lowerine 
them, and reflecting on what had pafTed, blu(hed< 
with Shame and Rage ; and what troubled her mofl» 
was, Tloridah being a Witnefs, and the joyful Air 
that appeared all over her Countenance, which was 
as much as to fay, (he had better have taken her 
Advice, than fpoke to Fortunio-, 

Florida a6ted her Part very well with the Queen, 
and comforted her th« be(l (he could, giving her 
ibme flatteririg Hopes,- of which at that Time (he 
Hood in gr«at Need. * FottuniOf Madam, faidjhhi 

* thinks nimfelffo much beneath you, that perhaps 

* he did not underftand what you mean, and I 
' think he has affored you he loves no Perfon/ At 
it is natural for us to flatter ourfelves, the Queen 
recovered-fomewhatoutof her Fears, not dreaming 
in the leaft that the malicious Florida was engaging 
her to declare hcrfelf more plainly, that he might 
offend her the more by the Indifference of his An- 
fwers. The Knight, for his Part, was in the ut- 
Biofl Confuiion, the Situation he was in feemed 
cruel, and he would have made no DifHcuIty to 
have left the Court, had not the fatal Stroke, where- 
with the little God had wounded his Heart, de- 
tained him in fpite of bimfelf. He never can^e 
near the Queen but on Drawing-room Nights, and 
when with the King; and as foon as (he perccl^'d 
this new Change in his Behaviour, (he gave hfm 
often the moft^vourable Opportunities to make his 
Court to her, which he as often neglcfted ; when 
one Day, as (he was going down fome Steps iQto 
the Garden, (he faw him croffing a large Alley, and 
making towards the Woods.

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lakt him go to iigbt this terrible Dragon ; if> 
dteii he has a wonderlel Addrefs, and handles hi* 
ArtM h welU that I am not fo much aavazed at 
his prefufomg (o much of himfelf; beiide% he 
has tok) me he has a Secret, by which h« can lay 
the moft wakeful Diragon aAeep; &at that mull 
not be meudotied, becauie it ihews not (6 much 
Courage ia the A6tion.' * Be it how it will, re- 
ply*4 tke Ki^g^ it will be glorious for him> and 
of great Sen^ice to us, if he fliould fucceed ; but 
I am fffraid thi6 proceeds from an indifcreet Zeal^ 
aod that it ihould coft him his Life.' ' No, Bro- 
ther, Mihkd the ^men^ fear not« he hat told me 
very Au-prisiog Things on this Subje£L You 
ita«w he b naturally very dncere , and bcfides^ 
mrhat; Honour can he hope to gain by thtowiog* 
away his Life raflily ? In ihorc, continmed fhe<, i 
have prt)mifed to obtain for him what he io ear- 
neflly defires, and if you refufe him> you wilL 
break hit Heart.' ' I confent, Jtad the King^ yet 
I mv&. own not vecy £reely : However^ let as call: 
him.' And thereupon making a Sign for him to- 
come to him, faid to him in an obliging Maniter, 
I luiderftand by the Queen\ you have a great De- 
fire to %fat the Dragon, that preys (b much on 
our Coun^try ; which it fo bold a Refolution^ that 
I can &arcely believe you know the Danger you 
run/ < i have reprefented that already to him, 
aufraeredthe ^netn^ but his Zeal for your Service, 
and' ihis Dedre to fignalize himfelf, are fo great, 
that nothing can diifuade him from it; and. 
therefore I forefee fome happy Succefs will attend 
him.' 

Furiuah was very much furprized. to hear the 
King and Queen talk after thist Manner^ and had 
too much Senfe not to penetrate into the ill Defign^ 
of that Princefs ; but his Sweetnefs of Temper 
would notfuffer him. to explaia himfelf: So without 
rsturning any Anftver^ he let. her talk. on, while hes 
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made low Bows ; which the King took for To many 
new Intreaties to grant what he fo much deiired,

^ I know you do every Thing fo well, and have 

* particularly fo much Courage and Condudl, that

* Sir, anfwered the Knight^ however Fortune decides 
' the Fight, I (hall be fatisfi^d ; fince I ihall either 

* deliver you from a terrible Scourge, or die in 

* youT Service. But honour me with one Favour, 

* which will be infinitely dear to me,' * Afk what 

* you would have, /aid the King,^ * Then let me 
*• be fo bold, continued he, as to beg your Picture.*" 
The King was mightily pleafed, that he ihouid 
think of his Pidure at a Time when his Thoughts 
might have been employed on fo many other impor* 
tant Things, and the Queen was chagrined anew, 
that he had not made the fame Requeft to her. The 
King returned to his Palace, and the Queen to hers, 
and Fortunioi who was not a little embarraffed oa 
his Word which he had given, went to his Horfe, 
' Comradey /aid he, I have ftrange News to tell you/ 

* I know it. Sir, already,' reply* d the hhr/e. * What 

* ihall we then dor' added ^'oxvixiixo, * We muH 
' go as foon as poffible, an/nwered the Hor/e^ get the 

* King's Commiffion, whereby he orders yon to 

* fight the Dragon, and afterwards we will do our 

* Duty.' Thefe Words were very comfortable to 
oar young Knight, who failed not to wait on the 
King early the next Morning in a campaigning Ha- 
bit, as handfome and gallant as any of his others. 

A% foon as the King faw him, he cry'd out,. 

* What are you ready to go ?' * Yes, Sir, replfd 

* he, one cannot make too much hafte to execute 

* your Commands ; therefore I am come to take 

* my Leave of you.' The King could not but r^ 
lent, feeing fo young, fo beautiful, and (H acccm- 
plifhed a Knight, then going to expofe himfelf to 
the greateft Danger Man could ever undergo ; be 

embraced 
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embraced him, and gave him his Pidlure fct in 
Diamonds, which Fortunio received w ith extraordi- 
nary Joy ; for the King's great Qualities had fuch 
an Effe£l upon him, that he could not think any fo 
lovely as him ; and if he had any Relu^ancy to go, 
it proceeded more from being deprived of his Pre- 
sence, than his Fear of being devoured by the Dra-^ 
gon. The King would have a general Order in- 
cluded in Portunio's Commiilion, tor all his Subje6lt 
to aid and affiil him, whenever he (hould Hand \ii 
need. Afterwards he took his Leave of the King^l , 
and that nothing might be remarked in his Beha- 
viour, went alfo to the Queen, who was fet at her

* cafion.' The Queen undcrftood very well what 
he meant; and, without Difpute, had returned him 
fome An Aver to this Reproach, had there not been 
fa man7 Witnefles prefeht. 

The Knight afterwards went away, and ordered 
his feven notable Domeftics to take Horfe, and fal- 
low him, becaufe the Time was then come to make 
Proof of what th^y could do. They ti\\ ^^^i^^^^. 
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theif Joy to ferve iiiiu; and got every Thing done, 
in leis tif^n as Hour's Time, and went along with 
Him, afTuring him, that they wonld negled nothing 
they could -do to ierve him ; and when Siey were out 
in the Coaotry, (hewed their Addreis Tri^quet 
drank \xp the L>akes and Ponds, and catched deli- 
<:ate Fi& for iiis Maimer's Dinners ; Llgbtfoot humed 
dowQ Vcniibn, and catched Hares by the Ears ^ 
and for the good Murkfmauj he neither gave Par- 
tridge Bor Pheaiant any Quarter; and whatever 
Game xhey killed, Stronghick carried it. By this- 
Meiansy Fortunw had no Occafion to draw his Parib 
firings all his Joiixney, and might have iiad veij 
gciQ/I>sverfioix, if his Thoughts had been lefs cm- 
ployed <m thoie he Jeft behind him* ^^ King'ji 
Merit was always in his Mind* and the Queen's 
Malice appeared fo greats (hat he could not but 
4ete(t.ker. Thus he travelled all the Way vi^ 
tl)otightfiil^ ^.tiU he was ronzed from his Mufings- 
W- £e. Shrieks of poor Pea4nts half devoured by 
^ I^agon. Some, that had efcaped, he faw fly- 
ivgas £iftas they could) who would not ftop nor 
^i^p H^tufih obliged him to ride aiter them to get 
InteUigence. After he had talke^ with them, and 
leari;it that the Dragon was not far off, he afked 
t]]i^inJionvfthey fecaredthemfeives fcom him. To 
wUcti they aniwei^ ' That as Water was rery 

* feaife in thajt Country, that they had none bnt 
' wh^- they pceferved when it rained in Ponds ; 
< .fit wbich thej^rajron, when be went his Rounds^ 

* ,C«Q)e todrinkf m^ng a tejrible Noife and Roar*^ 

* ing, which ini|^ W heard a League of ; that 

* then every Bm^ lad .themfelves,, and fhut their 

* Doors 4t&a Windows.' 

The Kinight went into an Inn, not fo much to 
reft himfelf, as to advjfe with his Horfe : When 
t\erf one was retired and gone to red, he wenft 
into the Suble, and faid, * Comrade^ how ^I w.^ 
^ coi^^uer this ]>rago^i' To which the Horfe re** 
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p!y*dy ' Sir, I will dream to Nighty and gire 709 
^ aa AccooBt in tJie MQrnin|^.' Accordingly next 
MorniB^t wbcD he caaie amin, he fkid» ' Let i'i)i#« 

* Ear liften whether the Draeon is nigh at hmd^ 

* or not.' Fine-Ear laid himlelf upon the Gfonnd; 
and heard the Dragon aboot fevea Leagues tff. 
When the Horfit was informed of this» he faid xa 
Fortunh, ' Bid TriMquei go and drink up all the 
' WatJer ont of a large Pond« and Stromghack carry 
' WineenOugh to fillit; then let there he dry*d 
^ RaiiiiiSy peppered and ialted Meats (et by it 1 Af* 
' terwards order all the Inhabitants to keep theie 
' Honfes, and likewife do you and your Attendanta 
' the fame ; the Dragoa will not fail to go eat and 

* dfittk, he will like the Wine, and yon will iee 
' what will happen.' No fooner had the Horfe thua 
appotPted what was to be done* hot every one did 
what, he was ordered : The Knight went to a Houfe, 
ffom whence he might fee the Fond ; and was no 
feeofr»withia the Doors, bvi ^c Dragon came and 
dnmk a little : "Afterwards he eat fbme of that Re- 
paft prepared 'fyr him; and then drank fo maeh^ 
that he was qruite: drunk, infomoch that he could 
net tat. He was lud on one Side, with his Heal 
Ivanging down, and hi&Eyts (hut. WfaSen Fortmtd%^ 
faw nim in this Cooditimi, he thought proper tm 
M9 noTiine, but went out with his Swo«d \m hit 
ffjnMft, ^aad .attacked him. The Dragon finding 
htmicif wounded on aU Stdes^ would have got «p» 
and fallen upon the Knight ; but had not Strength, 
he had k)ft io moeh Bkxxl. The knighr, orarjoyed 
that' he had reduced him to this Extremity, called '« 
h» Attendants to bind this Mon(ief, that the King 
flnight have tite Honour and Pleadiii^ of putting an 
£nd tohu Life, and that bciag £0 boMd, he might 
be-carried without Danger to the CapitdOity. 

fortumA marched at the Head of lus little Troo^, 
and when he was within fonse few Hours Maiich ef 
«he Palace^ he Ant Ughtfiot to actj^ualnt the KAnr 
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with the good News of his Succefs ; which Teemed 
almoft incredible, 'till the Monfter appeared bound 
faft upon a Machine fit for that Purpofe;- The King 
went to FortUMtOy embraced him, and faid, ' The 

* Goda have rcferved this ViAory fo^ you/; I am- 
' not fenfible of half fo much Joy to fee this Mon- 
^ iler in this Condition, as to fee my dear Knight 

* again.* * Sir, replfd he^ your Majefly yourlclf 

* may give the lail Blow, 1 brought him hither on

At that the King drew his Sword,, and killed this- 
his moft cruel Enemy, while all. the People gave 
Shouts and Acclamations of Joy at fo little expert' 
ed Suceeis. Florida^ who, during hts^ Abfence, had 
not enjoyed many quiet Hours^ was not long before 
ihe was informed of her charming Knight's- Return,, 
and ran to tell the Queen ; who^ was fo much furr 
prized and confounded through Lore and Hatred^ 
that ihe could return ne Anfworto what her Favou- 
rite told her, but neproached hex^^lf'a^thoufand 
Times for the iik-Turn/fhe-hadijplayr'd him; but 
then^again wouldhave been - better, pleafed to have 
heard of his Death, thaai ,to fee. him £:> indifFerent r 
Infomuch that (he knew not whether flie fhould be 
vexed or pleaied at:his.

leaning on the Knight,: ^ Hereiia the Man, faid he^. 

* that has vanquifhed the^Bragon^and hasdonjcjne 

* the greateft Service. I could defue from thtfijonoft 
' faithful Subj^db. 'Twas to you,.Madam,.that he 

* firfl fpoke of hisDefire to fight that Monger, and 
' 1 hope you will refpe^ him for the Danger to 

* which he expofed himfelfi? The Queen compofing 
her .Countenance, honoured \For/«»/tf with a gracu 
ous Reception,, and a thoufand Praifes, found him 
much. more lovely than when he went awayy and 
nave him to underitand how much .her Heart was 
Wfiundcd, by looking fo earutftly ^t him. 
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But not facisfied with explaining her Sentiments 
hy her Eyes, one Day as (he was a hunting with 
tbeKing, (he pretended to be out of Order, that fhe 
could not follow rh&Dog8; and turning herfelf to- 
wards the young Knight, who was juft by her, (aid 
to hicn^ * You will do me a pleafWre to liar with met 

* for I have a mind to a-lighr, and reiVmyielf a litde.* 
Then bidding thofe who attended on her to go for* 
wards, flie and Fhrhia a*!ic,.and fat down by a Brook 
iide, where (he remained fofne Time rn a profound 
filence,. thinking on wba< fhe ihould fiy. Afcerwards 
Hfting up her &yes, and fixing them on the Knight, 
flke faid, ' As good fntentions do not always (new 
*■ themfelves I aaiafnid you have not penetrated into 
*■ the Motives that engaged me to profs the King to 

* fend you to- fight the Diagon. 1 v/as affured by a 

* Fore-knowtedgp, that never deceives me, that you 

* would behave yourfelf with Bravery, of which your 
** Enemies fpoke very indifferently, becaufeyou went 
^ not ro the Army, that you lay under a Neceffity ot 

* performing fome fuch an tllulhious Action as this 

* to fiop their Mouths. I (hou Id have acquainted 

* yon, continued Jbey with what they faid on this 

* Subjed, or ought ro have done it, but that I was 

* periuaded your Refencment would be attended witk 
' fome fatal Confequences, and that it would be bec^ 

* ter to filence your Enemies by your Intrepidity in

^ and your Service,' a Life which is more indiffeient 
' to me than fome People imagine.' 

Thia refpeftful Reproach embarraffed the Queen^ 
wha uiideiftoo;;! very, well what he meant ; bur (he 
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tlioagkt bim too amiable to exafperate htm by too 
idvere a'R^ply. On tbe contrary, (he pretended to 
bt of his Opinion ; and told bira again, how glo* 
rioafly he had (lain the Dragon, ftrtumo had been 
fo cautious, as to let no Perfon know that it wat 
owing to the Affiftance of his Retinue, but boaHcd 
of his meeting that terrible Enemy barefsused* and 
that the Vidlory was gain'd entirely by his Cou- 
rage. In the mean Time the Queen, who thought 
not fo much on what he was telling her, interrupted 
him, to aUc him, if he was fatisfied how much ihi& 
was interefted in his Safety : and. th:uC onver(ati- 
onbad been carried farther, hot he faid, 'Madam, 

* the King is coming this Way, I hear the Horn, 

* and wiU not your Maje% be pleafed to mount 
' again ? ' No, fuid Jbe^, nrntb an Air of Rage, it is 
*■ enough that you go.* ' The King, Madam, reffyV

At that tbe 
Kflight made a low Bow, mounted his Horfe, and

Upon this he coofuUed his Horie: * Tellmte, Com-

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F»vc»im:, and declare your Mmd more freeljr to 
lier than to me % I hove not yet forgot your 
Re^eft, to procure you leave to fieht die Dra« 
goo.' * Sir» unfmm-^JtbtKmiht, 'i dare not pre* 
tend to clear myfelf from what you alledge a* 
^aiaft roe ; But J «aii «flure your Majdly, i iooie 
ofxm.your.FiBVMir and -die -Queen's with a great 
deal in Pifference s and was a Subjedl allow'd to 
make hU Sovrreign iiis Coufidant^ .1 (hould do 
myielf an infinite Pleafure to declare to you the 
.Sejitunentsof my Heart/ Here the King inter* 
opted hioi, to know where he had left the Q^een, 
ivko all the Time of their Difeourfe wa5 complain* 
vs^xo f^ltriJa of Ftf/i^jMrVs Indifference. ' The Sight 
of hini»<i^V^«> lA hateliil to me ; either he or I 
jmuft leave the Coort* for I caooot bear that iiich 
an on^atefiil Wretch (hould ihew me fo moch 
Difdain v. What Man would not think hirafelf 
Jiappy to pleaie ib powerful a Queen f he i» the ; 
oaly Perioo whom the Gods have reierred to dif—f ' 
turb.the Rc^ofe of tny \M^. Florida was ijd no 
wife dUjpkafed to fee her Millrefs fo chagrined, but 
nftead of ^ppeafing her> rather aggravated, by re» 
calUi^ ^ Jher Remembrance a SiOufand Circum- 
HanceSi which (he perhaps would not have taken 
notion of: Which increaied her Rage, and made 
her think on a aew Proje& to ruin the poor 
Knight. 

When the King came to her, he exprefs'd his 
Concern for «her Health; to whkh (he faid, * I 

* rotfft own J was very til, but one cannot be lon|^ . 

* {Oy when Fwtumo\ by,, he is fo merry, and hie^ 
'^ Jeft^ are fo diverting : but you mull know, tan- 

* iinutdfie^ he has defired me to ^Sl another Favour 
' of your Majefity. He infiits wich the utmoft Con-> 
' fidence, that he (hall (itcceed in one of (he moft 

* ralh Enterprizes imaginable.' * What* tr^d the 

* Kimgy vu>iild be £ght with (bme new D/agoji V 

* Wiih v&g^e4) mftny tt^oxkU^ f Aid fitt^ and makes 
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* as if he was fure to conquer. I will tell yon ; 

* i^^'fhoit, he boads to make the Empeior reftore 
' to us ail our Treafures, and do it without an Avr 

* my.' * What a Pity is this, repyj the King^ that 

* this poor Boy (hould be guilty of fo much Ex- 

* travagance V • His Victory over the Dragon, ad^ 

* ded the ^een^ has pufFed him up ; and what do 
' you hazard, in giving him leave to expofe him- 
' felf again for your Service ?' * I hazard his Life. 

* which is dear to me, reply* d the King ; I fhould 

* be very forry to be the Occafion of his Death.' 
To this the Queen anfwer'd. That his Defire was 
fo great, that if he was refufed, he would languifh 
and die away. The King upon this look'd melan- 
choly, and faid, * 1 cannot imagine who it is that 
' fills his Head with thefe Chimeras ; it is unknown 

* what I endure to fee him in this Condition.' 

* Why the Matter is, reply*d the ^een, he has 

* fought a Dragon, and been victorious, perhap^/ 

* he may fucceed as well in this ; I have often a verj^ 

* juftForefight, andmy Mind now tells me, that this 
' undertaking will not be unfortunate : Therefore, 

* Brother, oppofe not his Zeal.' * Let him be cal- 

* led then, /aid the Kingy and his Dangers be repre* 

* fcnted to him.' That's the way to make him de{^ 

* pair, reply d the ^ee/t; he will believe you to bt 

* againil his going, and I can ^fTure you he is not 

* to be detain d by any Confideration that regards 

* himfelf ; for I faid all that can bethought on that 

* Subjeft.' • Well, crydtheJCiu^, I Confent.' Up-,. 
on this, the Queen was overjoyed, > and calted /&r- 
ttinio in: * Go, Kaight, faid Jhe^ and thanks the 

* King ; he has granted the Leave you-fo much de- 

* fired, to go to the Emperor MatMpay and make hi-m, , 

* by fair Means or Force, reftorc our Tteafures : 

* Make the fame Difpatch, as when yoa went- ta 

* fight the Dragon.' 

Fcriunio at firft w^s furpriz'd, but was foon /en'- 
fibte ihat this proceeded from, the Queen's Rage '; 
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however he felt a fecret Pleafure, in being able 
to lay down his Life for a Prince that was lo dear 
to him : And without excaiing himfelf from fuch 
an extraordinary Commiflion,kneel'd on one Knee, 
and kifsM the King's Hand, whofe Heart at that 
inftant relented. The Queen felt an inward Shame^ 
to fee with what Refped he behaved himfelf tho' 
fent to meet a certain Death, ' Would to Heaven, 

* Jaij Jhe to her/elf y he had any Regard for me ; 

* how noble it is not to contradict what 1 have ad- 

* vanced. but rather to bear the ill Turn 1 have 
^ done him, than complain P The King faid lit- 
tle to the Knight, bat mounted his Horfe again ; 
and the Queen, pretending all the Time to be ill» 
went into her Chaife. Fortunio accoropany'd them 
to the End of the Foreft, and afterwards returned 
back, to have fome Difcourfe with his Horfe . * My 

* faithful Comrade^ faid he^ 'tis done, I muft die, 

* the Queen has compleated that which I never ex- 

* peded from her.* * My lovely Matter, reply^d tbt 

* Horfe, fright not yourfelf; tho' 1 have not been 

* prefent at what has paffed, I know all ; the £m- 
' bafly is not fo terrible as you imagine.' * You 

* don't know, continued the Knight , that this Em- 
^ peror is the moft paffionate of all men ; and that 
' if I propofe that he reilore what he has taken from 

* the King my Matter, he will return me no other 

* Anfwer, than order a Stone to be tied about my 

* N5ck,and that I be thrown intoa River.' 'I am not 

* uninformed of his Violence, faid Comrade : But 
< that does not hinder you from taking your People 

* along with you, and if we periih, it (hall be on^ 

* and all ; but 1 hope for better Saccefs.' 

The Knight return'd Home fomewhat comforted, 
where he gave the necettary Orders, and afterwards 
went to receive his Credentials. ' Tell the £mpc- 

* ror, faid the King, that I remand back all my Sub- 
' jeds he has in Slavery, aH my Soldiers that ar^ 

* Prifon^s, all my i^orfes and Goods andTrea^ 
. . 'fure.' 
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« iittc' ' What miift I ofFer him for all thts ? fat J 

* FoFtunio.' < Nothuig) anfwer'd die King, but 

* my Friend (hip.' Tlu young Ambaifador had ao 
Qccafion for a great Memory to keep thefe In tiroes- 
tions in his Mind : He went without feeing the 
Queen > at which ihe was very angry : But he hstd 
no Reafon to regard t^t ; m wW could fiie do 
lB0i« in the Height of her Rage, thaiTHvhat ihe had 
accomplifhed in tkegreatefl Tranfport£ of Friend* 
(hip ? And a Tendernefs of this Kind was to him 
the moft formidable Thing in the World. Nay, 
lier Confidante, who knew t£e whole Secret, was en- 
zaged agaiirft her Mi^refs, for fbiving to (acrifias 
the Flower of all Kn%hthood. fvrtunh took what- 
ever was naoe^ry for his Journey out 'of he Ttttv 
ky Leather Trunk, a»id was not content to cloatb^^ 
himielf niagai£cently> but his feven Serv«antB alfb ; 
and as they had all estcellent Hor^, ^nd Commdg 
(eem'd rather to fly than run, they arrived ibon at 
the Emperor's Capital, which w^ no ways inlerior 
to any City of Europe, 

ForiunU was very much furprised to;ft'e a Town 
f»f fuch a large Extent. He demanded aa Audience, 
cf the Emperor^ and had it granted ; .fiioti when he 
declared the Subjed of his £mbia%, cho' it was 
with a Grace that gave Force tohu Argumeats, 
the Emperor could not help finiling, * Were you 

* at the head of fi^e hundred thoufand Men, /aid 

* be^ one might hearken to you ; whereas, I am 
' told yoa have only feven.' ' 1 never undertook, 
' Sir, faid fortunioi to compel you by Force of 

* Arms, but only by ray Remonibrances.' ' What- 
' ever thofe be,, ttddnd the Empmrer^ you (hall t^ver 

* bring the m^to beer, umkifs- yan wtU do a Thing 
' that is jail nowcoaoe imo my Head, that is, to 

* find a Man that can eat for hi^ Breakfaft as much 
' hot Bread as ferves this City for a whole Day.* 
The Knight, at this Propoiition, feem'd overjoy'd, 
and as he fpoke not prefex^tiy, the Emperor buorft 

out 
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oat into Laqghter. ' Sir, (aid FortuMiOt I accept of 

* yoar Propofttion, and wiii bring To-morrotv a 

* Man who (ball not only eat all the new'6read, 

* but alfo the jftale : Order it to be broueht out, and 

* yon (hall have the Pleafure of feeing him lick 4ip 

* the very Cronibs.' The Emoeror faid he consent* 
ed .^ and all the Difcourfe ot that Day ran upom 
the Folly of this Ambaflador, whom Matapa fwore 
he won hd put to Death, if he was not as good ai 
his Woid. When he returned back to the Hoafe 
where Ankbailkdors were lodged, he called Orufrun^ 
and told what had pafled between him and the£m- 
jficn>r« *• Never be vneafy, Mafter» faid Grugion^ 

* I. will eat till they be tired £rft.' However, not- 
wLthilandiBg this Affiirance of Grugeon%^ FortuuU 
could,not help being asder fome Appreheniions, 
\mX, forbid him from eattogany Supper, that he 
m^bt eat his Breakiaft the better. 

A Balcony w^ xaifed on purpofe for the Empe- 
ror, and his Confort and Daaghter, to fee thiil 
Sight. Fortunio came with his little Train ; and 
w£?nhe fawiix great Mountains of Bread, he turtt* 
cd pale ; which had a (jnite contrary Effe^ upon 
GrugeoMf he being pleafed therewith. The Empe- 
ror Taugh'd aad jefted with all his Court at the 
Knight iMid his Retinue's extravagant Undertaking, 
while Grugitm was impatient for the Signal. At laft 
it was made by the Soundings of Trumpets, and 
beat of Drum« and Grugeom fell upon one of the 
Heaps, and devoured k in lefs than a Quarter of an 
Hour, and after all the reft. Never was greater 
ailoniihmeot ! Every Brdy thought it was a Piece of 
.Witchcraft, or that their Eyes deceived them; 
which n>ade them go to the Place where the Bread 
was piled .up to be fatisfied. Fortunio who was in- 
finitely well plcafed with this good fuccefs, went to 
the Emperor, and aiked him if he would be pleaf-^ 
ed to i>e as good as his Word, to which the Snipe** 
ror, enraged to be thus over-reach'd, reply'd. That, 
it was ^p mvkch to catwithou; drinking ^ therer 

fore 
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•fore he, or ibme of his Train, mud drink all the 
Water in the Aqueduds and Fonntains that were in 
that City, and all the Wine in its Cellars. * Sir, 

* faid Fortum9^ you would put it out of my Power 

* to obey your Commands ; however, I will try> if 

* I may flatter myfelf that you will refto e to my 

* Mafter what I have demanded.' * It (hall be done^ 

* /M the Emperor y if you fucceed in your undertake- 

* ing.' The Knight afked the Emperor, if he him- 
.*'' felf would be prefent ; he anfwer^d. Yes, he.would^ 

bccaufe fo rare an A^ion defer ved his Curiofitv : 
And getting that Inftant into his Chariot, carried 
him to a Fountain of feven Marble Lioiis, whick 
vomited up as much Water as formed a large Ri- 
ver. Trin9uet made up to one Bafon, and without fo 
much as ever fetching his Breath, drank it up, and 
lefttheFifhesin the Mud and Sand. Iti the like 
manner he did by all the Aqueducts and Ponds be- 
longing to the City. After this Experiment, the 
Emperor never doubted but he would drink the 
Wine as well as the Water ; So that he, as well^ as 
the Owners, had no Inclination to try him : Bat 
Trinquet complained highly of that InjufHce, alledg- 
ing that he had as much right to the Wine as the 
Water ; infomuch that the Emperor, that he mieht 
Jiot be thought altogether covetous, confented to his 
Deflres. After that Fortunio, taking his Opportunity, 
put him in Mind of his Promife ; which he being 
unwilling to perform put him out of Humour. He 
called his Council, and told thetn how much he 
was concerned, that he had promifed this young 
Ambaffador to return what he had taken from his 
Mafter ; bat withal, he thought the Conditions he * 
agreed on were imprafticable : Therefore he afTem* 
yied them, to know how he might avoid what 
was fo much againfl his Intereft and Inclination. 
The Princefs his Daughter, who was a very beauti- 
ful ^ rincefs, hr.ving heard how much he was embar- 
rafTed, came to hin, and faid, ' Sir, as you know 
•* that nojie that ever run with me, - cqald ever boaft 

• Qf 
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* of the y]£lory9 if yoa think fit, J will contend 

* with him, and if he reaches firft the Goal, you 
' promiie not to elude the Word you have given.* 

TheEmpieror embiaced his Daughter, approved 
of her propofa!, and the next Day, when Fortunia 
came to an Audience^ faid to him, ' I have one 
' Thing more to inform you of, which is, that if 
' youy or anv of your Attendants, will run againft 
' the Princels, I fwear by all the Elements, that 
' if you or he gain the Race, I will give your Maf- 

* ter all manner of Satisfaction.' /0r/«xr/0 accepted 
the Challenge, and Matapa appointed the Time to 
be within two Hours, and according fent to hii 
Dftpghter, to bid her prepare herfelf again 11 that 
tine for the Exercife, which was what« die had 
Been ufed to from her Cradle. She appeared at the 
Time in a long walk of Orange-Trees above three 
Miles long, which was (b carefully rolled and ma- 
naged, that there was not a Stone as big as a Pea 
10 be feen. She was drefled in a li^ht Gown of 
Rofe- coloured TafFety, embroidered in the Seams 
with Gold and Silver ; her Hair, which was very 
fine, was tied behind her with a Ribbon, and fell 
carelcfsly.on her Shoulders; her Shoes were made 
Hke Pumps, without Heels ; (he had on a Girdle 
of Jewels, to (hew her Shape, which was delicate : 
In fliort file thus appeared WVe :M\o\\\tr Malanta, 
Soon after Fortunio fbllow'd. Attended by Ligbtfoat 
and his other Domeilicks. The Emperor and the 
whole Court, were preCent, and (eated along the 
Walk, when the AmbafTador propofed Lightfoct to 
have the Honour to run with the Princefs. He was 
furiiiflied out of the miraculous Trunk, with a fine 
white Holland Habit, adorned with Flanders Lace, 
Silk Stockines of a Fire-colour, with a white Plume 
of -Ptathers m his Cap. In this Drcfs he appeared 
to havp a good Mein, and the Princefs made no 
ExceptioDs^gaind him ; but before (he fet out, ihe 
had Liquor brought, to make her more fwift and 
Urong. Our Racet demanded the fame ; the Prin* 

•ccfr 
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cefs (aid,^ k was too juft 3 Reaueft to be refufed, and 
ordered that he might have iome : But as he was 
aot ufed to that Water» which was vtry ilrong> it 
got into his Head, and he lay down by an Orange- 
Tttt^ and fell faft afleep. In the mean Time the 
S^nal was given, and was repeated three. Times^ 
loe Princefs waited fome Time, t\i?^ Ligbtfoot might 
awake, and come to himfelf ; but thinlcing it a^ 
Matter of great Confequence to free her Father 
from his Promife, (he iet oat with a charming 
Grace, and. wonderful Swiftncis. 

/*0riifA/0 was at the other End of the Walk, and 
knew nothing of what had happened, when he faw. 
;he Pri«ceik running by herfeu, and within half a 
Mile of the Goal * O ye Powers I erf d he ^ /peak- 
' ingto-bU Har/e^ we are undone, I- fee nothing of 
« Lightfoou^ ' Sir, yiii^ Comrade, let Fine-EarW^tv^^ 
-* he perhaps may inform you whereaboirts he is/ 
Whereupon Fine Ear laid himfelf down, znd tbo' 
he was three Miles off, heard him fnore ; whereupon 
he told them, he had no Thoughts of coming, for 
that he was in as found a Sleep as if he was in his 
Bed. * Alas ! rryV Fortunio ag^iftt wHat ihall we 
< do ?' * O I /ui/ Comrade, let the gpod Markfnum 
■* let fly an Arrow in the Tip of his Ear, to awake 
' him.' At thathe toelc his Bow immediately, and- 
hit him ^ nicely, that the Arrow went quite, 
through hi& Ear ; the Pain and Anguilh of which 
awakened him, and when he opened his Eyes, he 
iaw the Princefs almoft at the Goal, and heard great 
Shoutings and Acclamations of Joy. At firtt he 
was furprized, but be ibon recovered what he had 
loA by Sleeping ; he {eem*d as if he had been car- 
ried by the Wud, and in (hon arrived firft at the 
Goal, with the Arrow in his Ear ; for he had not 
Time to pull it out. The fimperor was fo muchi 
amazed at the extraordinary Things that had hiU^ 
pened fince the Arrival of the Ambaflador^ th«t(fti^> 
beliered the Geds intereHed themfelvcs in his Bf^.: 
haU^ and that he could no longer defer the PerRir- • 

ntfiice 
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aiance of hrs Promifr. He ordered the Ambafia- 
dor to come tohitn, and laid, 'I con(ent that}'ou 
^ take aloi^ with you as much of your Mailer's 
' Treafarer as one Man can carry ; for I will never 

* partwiebany more.'' The AmbafHidor made a low 
Bow, and thanked his Majefty. and defired him to 
^ve Orders that tlkey might be delivered to him* 
i4aufa accordine^ fpoketo his Treafurer, and af« 
terwards went to his Paliace of Retreat, within (bme 
few Miles of the Oty. Fortumo and his Atten- 
4i&nts went immediately, and demanded Entrance 
to the Place where aH the Treafure was kept. 
Strtmgback ^attXxvXt^ himfelf, and by his Afliilance 
the Ambaflador carried off* moft of the Furniture 
chat was in the Emperor's Puface ; as five hundred 
gigantic Statues m Gold, Coaches and Chariots, 
and all Manner of Conveniencies : And with thefe 
JWvffg'^Ari walked asnimbfy, as if he had not above 
a Foand Weight on his Back. 

When the Minifters of State faw the Palace thus 
gutted, they made all the Hafle imaginable to ac- 
quaint the Emperor ; whofe Amazement was not 
to be exprefled, when they told him that one Maa 
carried' 2^1 : He cried onr, he would not allow it ; 
and immediately ordered his Guards tomount, and 
pnrlbe thoie Rc^bers of his Treafury. And though 
FerUtmo was then above ten Miles oiF, Fine Ear told 
him, that he heard a great Body of Horie coming, 
after them with full fyeed : And the good Mark/" 
ffutJi^ whole Sight was exceHent« faw tnem, juft as 
tiicy themfelves came to a River fide. Fortumo faid. 
to Trhivuetj * As we have no Boats, yon mull drink 

* up this Water, that we may pafs it.' Which Tr/«- 
juet readily perA>rmed ; and Fortunio was for mak- 
ing all pofiible Hake to get away^ when his Horfe 
bid him not be uneafy, butfet the Enemy approach. 
Soon after» they appeared on the Banks of the Ri- 
viera and knowing where the FiOiermen's Boats lay, 
embarked immediately. When the Boifierc^ began 
to fwell his Cheeks> and with a fudden Blaft over- 

fet 
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fet the Boats, Co that not one of the Detachment es- 
caped. This happy Succefs puffed them op with 
fo great ExpeAation, that everyone began to think 
of the Recompence he deferved, and were for mak- 
ing themfelves Matters of all the Riches they were 
carrying with them ; whereupon a great Difpute 
arofe among them : Ligbtfoot laid, ' they had gotno« 
thing if he had not won the Race.* * Well, faiJ 
Fine-£ar, if I had not heard you fnore, where had 
we been then V * And who would have awakened 
you, if I had not, added the Markfman V * Well, 
/aid Strongback, I cannot but admire at yoa for 
your Difputes i fure none dare pretend to>lay fo 
good a Claim as myfelf, fince I carried all^ and, 
without my AiFiftance, yoa would .not have been 
able to have partaken of them.' ^ Say rather 
without mine, interrupted Trinqaet, fince yoa 
were in a bad Plight, if I had not drank your 
way.* ' Nay, and you, were equally in the fame 
Danger, /aid the BoiHtretf had 1 not overiet the 
Boats. • Hitherto, /«/rrn///^4/ Grugeon, I have 
held my Peace, but I cannot forbear rep^efenting 
to you, that I open'd the Scene to all thefe £- 
vents ; for if 1 had left one Crud of Bread» all 
had been loft.' 

* Friend^, yii/V Fortunio, with an Air of Cpm- 
mandf you have all done Wonders ; but we ought 
to leave it to the King to recompenfe our Servi- 
ces ; fur I ihould be torry to be rewarded by any 
other befides him. Let us alt trufl to his Genero- 
iity, he fent us to fetch his Riches, and not to rob 
him of them.; which Thought is io ihameful, that 
in my Opinion^ it ought to be fmother'd : For my 
own Part, I will do fo well by you, that you (hall 
haVe no Reafon to repine, (houid it be poflible for 
the Xing to negled you.' 
The feven gifted Men, penetrated with this Re« 
mondrance oftheir Mailer, threw themfelves at his 
Feet, and promifed that his Will (hould be theirs*. 
After all this^ the lovely Fortunio found hin^lf* as 
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he drew nigh to the City, agitated with a thoufand 
different Troubles » the Joy that he had done the 
King fuch conliderable Services, for whom he had 
{o great an Attachment, and the Hope to fee him 
again, and be favourably receiv'd by him, fiatter'd 
him mod agreeably. On the other Hand, the Fear 
of enraging the Queen, and being periecuted again 
by her and Florida^ put him into a heavy Concern. 
In ihort, he arrived at the Town, where the Peo- 
ple, overjoy'd to iee fo much Riches and Treafure, 
follow'd him to the Palace with great Acclamations 
of Joy. The King, who could fcarcely believe 
fach extraordinary News, ran to acquaint the Queen 
with it, who was at firil flruck on a Heap, but re- 
covering herfelf afterwards, faid, * The Gods pro- 
' te£l him, therefore I am not furprized he fliould 
< fucceed in what he undertakes/ And juftas ihe 
made an end of thefe Words, fhe faw him enter 
the Room* He informed their MajcRies of what he 
had done, and added, that the Treafures were left 
n the Park, no other Place being large enough to 
hold them : And we mud eafily believe the King 
expreifed a great Friendfliip for fo loving and faith- 
ful a Subjea. 

The Knight's Prefence, and the Advantages of 
his good Fortune, opcn'd again and dilated thofe 
Wounds in the Queen's Heart which were hardly 
clofed up : She thought him more charming than 
ever, and as foon as (he was at Liberty ta talk with 
Florida^ (he renew'd her Complaints. * You know, 
*' /aid JhCf what 1 have done to ruin him, which I 

* thought wae the only Means to forget him, yet 
' his unparallel'd good Fortune brings him fafe 
' Home again : And whatever Reafons I have to 
' defpife a Man fo much inferior to me, and who 

* has repaid my Sentiments with the blacked Ingra- 

* titude, 1 cannot forbear loving him, and am re- 
« folved to marry him privately.' * Marry him, Ma- 

* dam ! cry*d Florida ; it is impoflible ; certainly my 
< Ears fail me.' • Noj reply d the^ ^een^ you know 
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* my Intention, and mufl fecond me in it. I charge 

* you to bring Fortunio this Night into my Cloiet ; 
' I win myfelf declare to him the Love 1 have for 

* him.' /7flr/Vtf in Defpair to be made the Inflru- 
ment of her Miftrefs's Marriage with her Lover, 
forgot nothing (he could fay to difluade the Queen 
from feeing him. She reprefented that the King 
would be angry, Ihould it be found our, and per- 
haps might put the Knight to Dfeath, or at leaft 
would condemn him to perpetual Imprifonment, 
where (he would never have the Sight of him again : 
But all her Eloquence was in vain ; (he faw the 
Queen began to be in a padicn, and therefore was 
obliged to obey her. She found Fortunio in the Gah- 
lery of the Palace, ranging in order the golden 
Statues he brought from the Emperor Matapa, She 
went to him, and told him her me(rage from the 
Queen, which made him tremble, and caufed F/o- 
rida no fmall Trouble. * O Heavens ! y^?/</^^, how 

* much I pity you ; why could not that Princefs's 

* Heart efcape you ? Alas ! I know one not half fo 

* dangerous, that dares not explain it(elf.' The 
Knight would not engage in a new Declaration ; too 
much was hechagrin'd already, but left her, and as 
he had no Defire to pleafe the Queen, drefs'd him- 
felf but indiiFerently, that (he might not think he 
drove to fet himfelf off; but if he could throw off 
his Jewels and Embroideries, he could not do the 
fame by his natural Charms. The Queen, for her 
Part, did what (lie could to heighten the Luftre of 
her's by an extraordinary (ine Drefs, and obfervcd

. * dam» 
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< cJaniy find he 9 you are too much above me to need 
« any Explanation ; I enter not into the Motives thit 

* engaged you ; it is enough for me that I obey'd the 

* King my Sovereign.* 'You fhc-w too much Indif- 

* ference, added fie^ for the Declaration I make you 

* of my Sentiments ; but 'tis Time I convince you of 

* my Bounty. Come, Fortunioy receive my Hand as 

* the Pledge of my Faiih.' 

The poor Knight, quite Thunder- (I ruk, was 
twenty Times going to acquaint the Queen with his 
Sex, aud durft not ; but anfwering thofe Tokens of 
Friend(hip with great Coldnefs, ufed a great many 
Arguments upon the King's Anger, when he fliould 
know a Subject durd be (0 bold as to contraft, in his 
Court, fo important a Marriage without his Confent, 
After the Queen had endeavouied, tho' in vain, to 
remove the Obftac!es which (he feem'd to fear, (he all 
on a fudden a(rumed the Countenance ^nd Voice of 
a Fury, loaded him with Menaces and Wronp;s, and 
fought and fcratch'd him ; after ^hat, turning his Rage 
upon herfelf (he tore off her Hair, claw'd her Face 
and Neck 'till (he was all in Gore-blood, vent her Veil 
and Head-drefs all in Pieces, and then call'd in her 
Guards, ordeiing them to carry the Wretch, as (he 
^all'd him, to fome Dungeon, and in the mean Time 
lan herfelt to the King to demand Juilice againft that 
young Monfter : Tellmghiai that he had along Time 
th^ boldnefs to declare his PaOion, and that in hopes 
rhat Abfencc and her Severities might have cured him, 
flic had let no Opportunity flip, as he might well ob- 
ierve, to have hmi removed out of the way j but that 
be was one that nothing could change : That he him- 
lelf was a Witnefsto whatExtre/uities his Pallion had 
brought him ; that (he would have him profecuted 
with all Rigour ; and that if he refufed her that Juf- 
tice, (he mould be obliged to (land upon her own 
guard for the future. 

The manner in which (he fpoke, amazed the King, 
he knew her to be a Woman of a moft violent Tem- 
per* and that withal (he had a great power, and

could raife great Diftradlions in the Kingdom. For- 
iunio's Boldnefs deferved an exemplary Punifhment ; 
what was pafs'd was publickly known to the whole 
World, and it was his Duty to revenge his Sifter's 
Affront : But alas ! on whom was his Fury to light ? 
On a Knight who had expofed his Life to the great- 
eft Dangers, to whom he owed his Quiet and all 
his Treafures, and one, beiides, for whom he had a 
particular Value and Love. He would have almoft 
loft his own Life to fa ve this dear Favourite. He 
reprefented to the Queen the Services he had done 
both him and the State, his Youth, and whatever 
might induce her to forgive him ; but ftie would 
give no ear to what he faid, but demanded his Life, 
The King feeing he could notpoffibly avoid his be- 
ing try'd, appointed Judges, that he thought to be 
the moft mild and fufceptible of Tendernefs, who 
might put the moft favourable Conftmdlion upon the 
Letter of the Law : but he was miftaken in his 
Conjeftures ; the Judges were for eftabliftiing their 
Reputation at this poor unhappy Knight's Expence;

The King dreaded this Sentence as much as if it 
was to have been pronounced agaiuft himfelf; he 
banifti'd all the Judges, but could not fave his be- 
loved Fortun'o, while the Queen triu.i ph'd in the 
Punifhment he was to fuffer. The King made ufe 
of frefti Arguments, which only exafperated her 
the more.

Infomuch, that tho* (he had given it the Queen, 
(he felt not prefcntly the EfFeds of it, but had the 
lovely Knight brought to the great Space before the 
Palace, that fhe might have the Satisfaction of fee- 
ing him die. When the Executioners had taken 
him out of the Dungeon where he lay and brought 
him like a tender Lamb going to the Slaughttr ; 
thefirft Objedl that his Eyes beheld when he came 
upon the Scaffold, was the Queen, who thought 
(he could not be too nigh, being defirous to have 
his Blood fpurt on her. But, alas ! the poor King 
(hut himfelf up in his Clofet, that he might with 
more Freedom bewail the Fate of his dt^ar Favourite. 
But when they had bound l-ortiniio^ and came to 
open his Breall ; how great w£t> the Surprize- of 
Aa: nuffcous .^fTemebly, when they faw the white 
Breafls of a lovely Maid, and knew that flie was 
an innocent Damfel u nju Illy rccu fed !

.was in fo great a Confufion, that the Poifon began 
to work, and threw her into flrong Convulfions, 
out of which (he never recovered but to exprcfs 
Jier bitter Regret. In the mean Time the People, 
who loved Fortunio^ fether at Liberty : and the News 
was prefently carried to the King, who had aban- 
doned h'mfelf to Melancholy. At that Inftant Joy 
took place ; he ran to the Palace, and was charm'd 
to fee the new Metamorphofis of his dear Fortu- 
wio : However, the laii Sighs and Groans of the 
Queen fufpended in fome meafure his Tranfports ;

* diere, you will, if I don't take care, undo me with 
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* Praifes, which proceeding from thofe ruby Lips 

* almoft ilifle me. Don't hear them then, added. 

* Marthonida, a Merit fo fhining as yours, is al- 

* waysexpofed to rude Affaults/ ' Charming La- 
' dies, cry'd be, you heap fo many Favours upoi^ 
' me, that my Silence is the only means left me of 

* Acknowledgment : However, Moniieur the Prior 

* de Ricbecour fhall read my Work, which I compof- 

* ed in what you may call poft hafle ; which makes 

* me curfedly afhamed. I h^xve, /aid Madam de St. 

* Thomas, interrupting himy been admiring for above 

* this Hour, the noble and eafy Expreffions yotr 

* make ufe of and mufl own, that you Courtiers

* Mankind.' * O Madam, r^/^VDandinardiere, 

* there are fome Courts — but that 1 was

But the Felicity 
of this fmall Family lafted not long: TheKinjT be- 
ing one Day a hunting upon a iier/ Hurting Horfe, 
and fomc People being a fliooting, the H:'>rre was To 
frighted at the Fire and Noifeof aGun, that he ran 
away with the King and fell with him down a great 
Precipice, where he died immediately. This dif- 
mal News reduced the Queen to the utmoft Extre- 
mity ; (he was too fenfiblc of Grief to moderate or 
rclift it, and thought ofnotViing but fettling h^r Af- 
fairs, that (he might die with fome Sort of Quiet ; 
and having a Friend, who was called, the So'vereign 
Fairy^ becaufe of her Authority over all Kingdoms, 

and 
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and her great Power, (he writ a Letter to her with 
a dying Hand, defining her to come, that /he might 
expire in her Arms, and to make hafte if Ihe would 
find her alive, bccaufe ihe had fomething of Con- 
feqnence to fay to her. 

Though the Fairy had at that Time Matters of 
great Concern upon her Hands, (lie left them all 
unfinifhed, and mounting upon her iiciy Camel, 
that went fwifter than the Sun, came to the Qneen, 
who waited for her with the utmoA Impatience : 
Firft, (he acquainted hei with feveral Things rela- 
ting to the Government of the Kingdom, defiring 
her to accept of it, and withal to take (arc of the 
little Princefs Conftantta, And then faid, * If any 

* Thing can make me eafy, in leaving an Orphan 

* of fo tender an Age behind me, 'tis the Hope you 

* give me of the fame Marks of FrienJlhip towards 

* her, as you hav5 always fhcvvn me; and that ihe 

* will find in you a Mother, that can make herhap- 

* pier, and render her more perfetl ; and that you 

* will make choice of an Hufband fo amiable, that 

* ihe may never love any other.' * Great Queen, 
^ faid the Fairy ^ you defire all that can be wifh'd 

* for, and I will forget nothing to ferve your Daugh- 

* ter ; but I have caft her Nativity, and it fcems 

* Fate is angry with Nature for having exhaufted 

* all her Treafures in her Birth, and upon th.it Ac- 

* count is refolved to make her fufFer : And your 

* Majefty muft know, that it fometimes pronounces 

* fome Sentences that are not to be jivoidtd.' 

* However, rep^fd the ^een, fofton her Misfor- 

* tunes, and negle^l nothing to prevcn: them ; by 

* Attention we often may prevent great Evils ' The 
Sovereign Fairy promifed what fhe dtnu'd, and the 
Queen having embraced her dear Conftantla with all 
the Tendcrnefs of a loving Mother, died in great 
Tranquility. 

The Fairy, who read with great Eafe whatever 
was foretold by the Stars, faw plainly, that the Prin- 
cefs was threatened with the fatal Love of a Giant, 

whofe 
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Avhofe Dominions lay nigh to the Kingdom of De- 
farts ; therefore (he thought the bell Way to avoid 
him, was to remove her Charge to a Part the far- 
thed off from that Giant, where they might be in 
no likelihood of his difturbing their Repofe. Where- 
upon, as ibon as {he had made choice of fome Mi- 
nifters (he durd confide in, to govern in her Ab- 
fence, and had ena&ed (bme Laws as judicioufly 
contrived for the Benefit of the Subjed, as any that 
were made by the Sages of Greece^ (he went one 
Night into ConHantia*^ Chamber, and, without 
waking her, took her in her Arms, aad carried }ier 
on her fiery Camel into a fertile Country, where (he 
might live free fiom Ambition and Trouble ; it be- 
ing a true Rcprefentation of the Valley of Tempe^ 
where Shepherds and ShepherdeflTes lived in little 
Huts of their own Building. The Fairy knowing, 
that if the Princefs lived to fixteen Years of Age^ 
without feeing the Giant, that (he might return in 
Triumph back to her own Dominions, took all the 
Care imaginable to conceal her from the Eyes of all 
the World; and that (he might not appea; fo beau- 
tiful, drelTed her like a Shepherdefs, with her Coifs, 
and Hat hanging over her Eyes; but that charm- 
ing Princefs, like the Sun breaking out from a dark 
Cloud, could not be fo difgiiifed, but that fome of 
her Chanms muft appear; and notwiihflanding^ll 
the Fairy's Care, Conjiantia was every where men- 
tioned as the chief Work of the Gods, and tbeRa- 
vilher of all Hearts. Befides her Beauty was not 
the only Thing for 'which (he was admired ; the 
Fairy had endowed her with a delicate Voice, and 
the Knowledge of all inftruments, that (he might 
be faid even to excel Apollo and the Mufes. Tri this 
Solitude (he lived without the leaft repining, for 
the Fairy had acquainted her with the Reafons of 
{)ringing her up in fo obfcure a Manner ; which, as 
fhe had a great Share of Wit and good Senfe, (he 
reliflied extraordinary well : In ihort, (he was the 
Admiration of the Fairy for her Docility and Apt- 

neis 
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nefs of Apprehenfion. But as her Prefence at that 
Time, was abfolucely neceflary in the Kingdom of 
Defarts, iince the Miniftcrs fhe had appointed a6led 
not according to their Inltrufiions, fhe was obliged 
to leave Con/taniiui enjoining her not to Hir oat 'till 
(he returned. 

The Princefs had a Favourite Ram, that fhe had 
bred up from a Lamb, and which ihe called Rufon^ 
with which fhe ufed to divert herfelf, dreffing it up 
with Garlands of Flowers, and Bunches of Ribbons. 
It knew her Voice, .and. would do whatever fhe bid 
it, and ufed to fkip about her Chamber, and play 
with her for Hours together. Wherever fhe went, 
it would go along with her, would eat nought but 
what fhe gave it, and would fooner perifh with 
Thirft, than drink out of any Thing but the Palms 
ofher^ands; it would ihut a Door, beat Time 
when th>^ Princefs fung, and bleat by way of Ca- 
dence : In fbort, Rujcn was amiable, and was loved 
by Conflantia, who was continually talking and mak- 
ing much of him. Notwithflanding all this, Rufon 
was more taken with an Ewe of the Flock than his 
Princefs, and a poor forry Ewe was more in Rufon^^ 
Eyes than the Queen of Love. Conftantia ofien re- 
proached him with his Wantonnefs : * Little Liber- 

* i\vi€f/aieijhei cannot you flay with me? thou art 

* fo dear to me, that for thee alone I negledl my 

* whole Flock, and yet thou wilt not forfake that 

* fcabby Ewe to pleafe me * After that, fhe tied 
him to the Wall with a Chain of Flowers, whereat 
he leemed very much vexed, and kept pulling and 
tearing 'till he broke it. * Alas ! /aid ConiTantia 

* in a PaJHony the Fairy has often told me, that Men 

* are as wilful as thee, that they cannot endure the 

* leaft Confinement, and that they are the mod re- 

* fraftory Creatures under the Heavens : therefore 

* fince thou wilt be like them, naughty Rufon, go 

* to thy nafty Ewe, and if the Wolf fhould catch 

* thee, thou muft take it for thy Pains, fince it will 
f not be perhaps in my Power to fave thee.' 

The 
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The amorous Sheep, on whom Conjiantia*^ Ad- 
vice could noi prevail, being one Day with his dear 
Ewe, nigh the little Houfe where the Princefs was 
fet working all alone, (he heard him bleat out fo 
loud and pitifully, that (he no longer difputed but 
fome ill Accident had bcfel him ; and being very 
much concerned for him, ran to the Door, from 
whence flie faw her poor Rufon carried away by a 
Wolf; and not thinking of the Charge the Fairy 
had given her, ran after, crying our, a Wolf, a 
Wolf; and ftill purfucd him, fometimes throwing 
her Crook, and fometimes Stones at him, but all 
could not make him quit his Prey, when, alas! 
paffing by a Wood, there came out a terrible Giant. 
The Princefs, at the Sight of this frightful Coloffus, 
lifted up her Eyes to Heaven to beg Afiiftance, and 
almoft wifh'd the Earth would open and fwallow 
her, but all in vain ; fhe deferved to be punifhed 
for not believing and obferving what the fovereign 
Fairy told her. The Giant fprcad wide his Arms 
to hinder her paffing l^y ;. and though he was 'both 
favage and furious, ncverthelefs he was fenfible of 
her Charms. * What Goddefs art thou ? [aid he^ 

* in a Voice as loud as Sunder: Think not to deceive 

* me, for thou art not mortal; therefore tell me 
« thy Name, or whether thou be the Wife or 

* Daughter of Joije. 1 have a long Time fought 

* after a Goddefs to marry her, and now hajppily 

* met with one.' At thefe Words the Princefs re- 
mained mute, and he finding that (he returned no 
Anfwer to his Gallantries, faid, * For a Divinity 

* tnou haft the leaft Wit I ever met with, there- 

* fore I (hall put thee in my Bag*' And without 
»ny more ado, open'd a great Sack and put her in. 
The firft Thing llie perceiv'd was the Wolf and the 
Ram, which the Giant had taken as he was hunt- 
in^o;. * Alas 1 faid the Princefs to the Sheepy kifpng 
^ A/, thou mutt die with me, my dear Rufon ; but 

* tiiat'$ but a fmall Comfort ; would it not have 
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* been much better for us to have ftaid at Home ?* 
This melancholy Refledlion jir-de her cry moli bit- 
te»ly; (he figh'd and iobb'd, Pi/on h]tiiieJi, and 
the Wolf howi'd, which awakcn'd a Dog, a Cock, 
a Parrot, and a Cat, that weie fail afleep, and they 
all together made fuch a Noife, that the Giant tired 
therewith, thought once to kill th?m : But at laft 
contented himfelf with only tying them up in the 
Sack, and hanging it upon a Tree while he went 
to fight a Duel with another Giant. 

The Princefs nc- er difpured but that (he was a 
great Way from Home, the' fhe had not been long 
in the Sack, for the Giant's moderate Rate of walk- 
ing was fafter than the fwifteft Horfe could gallop; 
however (he took out he: ScifTars, and ripp'd up the 
Sack, and let out her Pu/c?j, the Cock, the Car, 
and Parrot ; and after them got out heifelf, leaving 
the Wolf behind. The Night was very dark, and 
the Princcfs a Stranger to the Flace whe-.e (he was, 
and knew not which Way to go, being in the Midft 
of a large Foreft, and not a Star appeared in the 
Heavens that might afford her the leiiil Light, and 
fhe always in fear of meeting the Giant ; notwith- 
llanding all this, (he went forwards, and had fell 
a thoufand Times, but that the Animals (he had fet 
at Liberty, out of Gratitude ftay'd with her, and 
were very ferviceable to her in her Journey. 
The Cat's glaring Eyes ferved for a Flambeau ; the 
Dog as a Centinel, to give Notice by his Barking ; 
the Cock by his Crowine, to frighten the Lions ; 
and the Parrot, by his Talking, fccured her againll 
Thieves, by makinj); them believe there were twen- 
ty People; and the Ram by going juft before, pick'd 
out her Way, that (he might not ftumble. Co«- 
Jiantia kept walking on at a Venture, recommend- 
ing herfelf to the Protedion of her good Friend the 
Fairy, though at the fame Time (he reproach'd her- 
felf for not having followed her Orders. Some- 
times fhe feared (he was forfaken, and wi(h'd that 
her good Fortune would condudt her to the Hou:e 

where 
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where (he had been brought up fo privately ; but 
as (he was entirely ignorant of the Way, fhe durft 
not flatter herfelf with fo great an Happinefs. At 
Day-break ihe found herfelf by the Side of a Ri- 
ver, that water'd a mofl agreeable Meadow, and 
looking about, faw neither Dog, Cat, Cock, or 
Parrot, but only Ru/on, that kept her Company ; 

* Alas! faidjhe, where am I ? I am a perfedt Stran- 

* ger to this fweet Abode ; what will become of 

* me ? Who will take Care of me ? How much hall 

* thou cod me, my dear Favourite? faidjhe to Ru- 

* .fon : Had I not run after thee, I had been ftill 

* with the Sovereign Fairyt and had been in no fear 

* of the Giant, or any unlucky Adventure.' Ru- 
/on trembling, feem'd to acknowledge his FauJt ; 

and in fliorc, the Princefs fatigued and weary, left 
off chiding, and fat herfelf down on the Banks, 
where the Shade of fome Trees fecuring her from 
the Heat of the Sun, invited her to lie down to 
take a fhort Sleep, while Rufony who ferved for 
her Guard, walked around her. She had not been 
long afleep, before Rufon bleated fo loud, that 
he awaken'd her, but then how great was her Afto- 
ni/hment, to obferve at twenty Paces oiF a young 
Man behind fome Rufhes; the oeauty of his Shape 
and Face, the Noblenefs of his Xir, and the Mag- 
nincence of his Drefs, equally furprized the Prin- 
cefs, that flie ftarted up all on a fuddeii, with a Re- 
fold t ion to be gone : But what fecret Charm de- 
tain'd her, \ know not. She look'd upon the Stran- 
ger with as much Concern, as if he had been the 
Giint ; but her Apprehenfions proceeded from dif- 
ferent Caufes : Their Looks and Adlions difcover'd 
too well the Sentiments they entertained of each 
other, and they perhaps might have remained fo 
fome lime before they had fpoke, had not the Prince 
heard the Sounding of the Horn, and the Dogs ap- 
proaching them. Perceiving fhe was furprized, at 
yaft he faid, * Fear nothing, fair Sherherdefs, you 

* are fafe here; would to Heaven all that fee you 

* were 
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* were fo too ' * Sir^ /aid Jbe, I am a poor Orphan, 

* whofeonly Employ is being aShepherdefs, therc- 
' fore I implore your Protedlion ; procure me but 

* a Flock, none (hall exceed me in Care.' « Hap- 

* py moft the Sheep he ^ /aid be, that you lead! 

* But in (horc, lovely Shepherdefs, if you defire it, 

* ril fpeak to the Queen my Mother, and (hall 

* take a Pleafure from this Day to offer you my 

* Services.* • Alas, Sir, replfd Conftantia, I afic 

* pardon for the Liberty I have taken ; I (hould not 

* have been (b bold, had I known your Rank.* 
The Prince heard her with the utmoft Aftonifh- 

ment, to find her Wit and Politenefs anfwerable to 
the Excellence of her Beauty, all which was no 
ways agreeable with the Plain nefs of her Drefs ; 
and thereupon endeavour*d to diiTuade her from be- 
ing a Shepherde(s. • Confider, ^/V /6^, you will 

* be expoied in Woods and Fields to many Dan- 

* gers, where you have no 6iher Company but your 

* harmlefs Sheep; befides, the Delicacies I have 

* obferved in you will not admit of that Solitude 

* you feem to de(ire. Who can be fo ignorant as 

* to think, that when the Fame of your Charms is 

* fpread abroad, you can avoid thou fands of impor- 

* tutiate Lovers ? I myfelf. Adorable Shepherde/s, will 

* quit the Court to follow you ; and why may not 

* others do t^e like ?* * Forbear, Sir, /didjhe^ to 

* flatter me with Praifes, of which I am no ways 

* deferving ; I was born in a Cottage, and have al- 

* ways led a Country Life, and hope you will per- 
« mit me to look after the Queen's Flock, if (he 
« vouchfafe me that Charge, in all IVacquillity : 

* But yet I have one Favour more to rcqueft, and 

* that is, that I may be put under fome more cx- 

* perienced Shepherdefs, whom I lliall endeavour 

* never to difpleafe.* The Prince could not return 
any Anfwer to thefe Words, becaufe his Attendants 
appear*d on a H-ill at fome fmall Diftance, but faid 
to her in great Hafte, * I muft leave you, charnt* 

* ing 
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• ing Fair ; I cannot bear the Thoughts that fo 

• many (Viculd partake of the Happinefs of feeing 

• you : Go to the End of this Mt^aQow, there is 

• the Houie ^x here you vvill be entertain'd, if yoa 

• tell them I fentyou * Hereu»-on Confiantia, who 
was loth to be expofeo to fo nricii Company, ran to 
the Place where C'nftantir. (wri^h was the Prince'3 
Name) drrefted her, followed all the while by that 
Priiice s Kyes, who fetch'd many lender Sighs ; then 
re- mourning his Horfe, he mauc towards nis Com- 
pany, and with them letorn'd to Court, without 
purfuing their Sport any long.r. 

When he cime to fee the Q^ieen, he found her 
very much enraged againft an o.d Shepherdefs, who 
had given up a very bad Accc/unt of her Lambs ; 
whereupon fhe had onler'd her never to fee her 
more. Conftantio, favoured with this Opportunity, 
told her he had met with a young Damfel that 
feemd careful, and wh^* was very defirous to ferve 
her. The Queen approved of what her Son told 
her, and accepted of the Shepherdefs without feeing 
her, bidding the Prince give Orclcrs for her to be 
conduded to thofe Pafture^ that belonged to the 
Crown. He was overjoy 'd that (he was difpenfed 
wite from coming to Court ; for the Violence of his 
Paffion had created a Jealoufy of being rivaPd, tho* 
there were none that could difpute with him either 
in Rank or Merit ; but indeed he was not fo ap- 
prehenfive of the great Lords, as of more inferior 
Pcrfons, believing (he might have more Inclination 
for a plain Shepherd, than for a pjince fo nigh to 
the Throne. Hard it is to relate the many Reflec- 
tions with which this was follow 'd, how he re- 
proach'd his Heart, that Jiad never loved before, 
nor thought any Perfon wt rchy of it, for fubmit- 
ting to a young Damfel of r.n obfcure Birih; and 
fince that he could not own his Paflion without a 
Blu(h, he refolved to combat it, and perfuaded him- 
fclf that Abfcnce was the only Remedy, particular- 
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\Y in a new-born Love. He avoided the Sight of 
his Shepherdefs as oiach as poffible, and followed 
his Diverfion of Hunting and other Sports ; and 
whenever he faw any Sheep, turn'd his Head away, 
as if they were To many Vipers* infomach that in 
« little Time he was infenHble of the Wound he 
had received : When one Day, it being the hotteft 
of the Dog-Days, fatigued with fevere Hunting, 
and being alone by the River's Side, he retired un- 
der fome Willows and Ofiers, that by the uniting 
of their Branches form'd a pleafant Shade, which 
invited him to Skep ; when all on a fudden he was 
awaken'd by an heavenly Voice, and agreeably fur«> 
prifed to hear thefe Words : 

Whyt alas ! have I then vovj^d 

To live all free from Love^ 
Since it is the God*s Decree^ 

That he 'will me perjured prove* 

Hovffrom Jiicb a killing Wound 

Shall I free each tender Part, 
Since Conftantio is become 

Mafter of my eajy Heart, 

■ 

Toother Day I favj him v)alk 

To this/olitary Glade ^ 
Wearied vjitb the pleafing toil^ 

That invites Men to its Shade, 

Nothing fo charming had Ifeen 

To roh me of my Reft ; 
^Tvaas then Love d-^e^w his Bcitjf 

And aim^d it at my Ereaft* 

The Dart pierced in too deep i 

So large a Wound it made ; 
My Pajfion hums up to a Flame^ 

No Cure is to be had. 

His 
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His Cariofity, at the hearing of his Name men- 
tioned, prevailing over the Pleafure of liftening to 
the fine Singing, he rofe ap, and went to a littU 
Eminence, i'urrounded with Trees to look about, 
he was no fooner at the Top, but he perceived the 
fair Confiantia at the Foot thereof, fitting by the 
Side ot a Brook, the precipitant Fall whereof feem'd 
by the agreeable Noife it made, to agree with her 
Voice. He' faithful Sheep lay en the Grafs by lier 
Side, while ihe frequently patted him with her 
Crook, and he in Acknowledgment, looking her 
in the Face, kifled her Hand. • Alas! faid the 

* Prince to him/elf ^ how happy wou'd'ft thou be, if 

* thou knew'ft but the Value of thofe Careifes ? 

* This Shepheidefs is now more beautiful than the 

* firft Time I faw her! O Love ! what is it thou re- 
' quireft of me! Ought I to love, or am I jather 

* able to refift ? I have carefully avoided her, being 

* too fenfible of the Danger of feeing her ; witnefs, 

* ye Gods! the Impreflions thofe firft Mon)ents 

* made on me. My Reafon I employed to. my Af- 

* fiftance; I flew from the lovely Objeft; but, alas I 

* have found it again : And too fure, the Conftantio 

* fhe fpake of, is fome happy Shephei:d.' 

While he was arguing with himfelf after this 
Manner, the Shepherdefs arofe to gather up her 
Flock, to drive them to another Part of the Mead, 
where (he had left her Companions. The Prince, 
fearing to lofe his Opportunity of fpeaking to her, 
made all imaginable Hafte to get to her: * Charm- 

* ing Shepherdefs, /M be^ give me Leave to a(k 
' you, if the fmall Service I did you is any Ways 

* pleafing to you ?' Confiantia^ at the Sight of the 
Prince blufh'd, and her Complexion was animated 
with the muft lively Colon s : ' Sir, reply d Jhe^ I 

* (hculd have taken Care to have returned you my 

* moft humble Acknowledgments, if they had been 

* convenient from fo poor a Girl as me to fo great a 

* Prince; but if I have been failing therein, Hea- 

* ven can witnefs 1 am not ungrateful, but pray 

• the 
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* the Gods to crown yoar Days with Happinefs? 

* Cottftantiay reply' d he^ if you are fo much touched 

* with my good intentions, as you fay» it is eafy 

* for you to ihcw it.' • AJas I Sir, /aid Jhe, fome- 

* 'wbrnt cimjufidi what can I do for you ?' ' You 
< may tell me, addtdbt^ whom you meant by thofe 

* Words yon fung V * As they are none of my 

* making, an/wertdjhe, it is not in my Power to 

* fads fy you therein.' While fhe was fpeaking, ke 
perceived that flie blufli*d, and was fomewhat em. 
•barrafs'd, aiod thereupon faid» ' Why, Conftantia, 

* do you conceal your Thoughts, fince your Coun- 

* icnaace betrays too much the Secrets of your 

* Heart ? You are in Love.' Here he left off, to 
obferve her with more Attention. To which (be 
je|>ly'd, ' 'Sir, whatever Things may concern me, 
« csnnot be worth a great Prince's being inform'd 
*■ of; beiides, I am ?o much nfed to Silence with 

* my Sheep, that I mud beg your Pardon, if ( an- 

* fwer not your Qneilions.' And then went away 
fuddenly. 

As jeaioufy oftentimes helps to renew the Flames 
of Love, the Prince's from that Moment took fuch 
Force as never to be extinguifh'd ; he difcover'd a 
thoufand new Charms in her Perdon, which he ne- 
ver had obferved befbi e ; her Manner of leaving 
him* confirmed his Sufpicion, of her being in love 
with fome Shepherd : A profound Melancholy hung 
over his Soul, he durit not follow her, tho'defirous 
of more Difcourfe with her ; but laid himfelf down 
on the fame Place (he rofe from, and after recol- 
ledUng the Words (he had fung, writ them down in 
his Pocket-Book, and examined them with great 
Attention. * 'Tis but lately, fiudbe ta himfelf^ that 

* (he has feen this Conftantio^ vt/ith whom (lie is fo 
' much enamour'd ; how came I to bear the fame 

* Name, and not alfo to enjoy the fame good For- 

* tune ? Alas ! how coldly (he look'd at me ? She 

* (hew'd more Indifference than when firil I faw her; 
'her greateft Care has been to find out a Pretext 

VoL.lL D • to 
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* to get away from me.* With thefe tormenting 
Thoughts he rack'd his affli«5led Soul, unable to 
comprehend that a fimple Shepherdefs (hould not 
have the leaft Inclination to a gieat Prince. When 
he returned to the Palace, he (ent for a young Lad, 
with whom he ui'ed to divert himfelf fometimps, 
who was both of Birth and Fafhion, and one of the 
Prince's Attendants ; he order'd him to drefs him- 
felf like a Shepherd, to feed a Flock of Sheep in 
the Queen's Meadow, and to obferve Conflantia, 
without being in the Icail fufpcdled by her. A//>- 
taifi, (which was his Name) too defirous to pleafe 
his Mailer to negleft any Opportunity, promifed to 
acquit him(elfthe bell he could, and prepared him- 
felf againft the next Morning ; when he was ad- 
mitted, by (hewing an Order from the Prince, and 
faying he was his Shepherd. He was gallant, and 
found it no difficult Matter to render himfelf plea- 
fing to the ShepherdefTes ; but for Conjiantta^ he dif- 
cover'd in her an Air of Pride above what (he feem'd 
to b?, which made him think the Country-Life (he 
had led, could not be agreeable to fo much Wit, 
Beauty and Merit : He followed her, but all in vain, 
and found her always alone at the Bottom of the 
Wood, finging an Air which (he feem'd very much 
to delight in. He could meet with no Shepherds 
that durll undertake to make any AddreO, fo diffi- 
cult it appeared to pleafe her ; however, MJrtain 
attempted it, was always near her, offering her 
fome little Services, but found by Experience, that 
ihe would not enter into any Engagement. 

Every Night he gave the Prince an Account of 
the Situation of Affairs, all which contributed to 
his ETefpair. * Deceive not yourfelf, my LortX^/aid 

* he one Day to him, this beautiful Damfel is cer- 

* tainly in Love : but then it is with one in her 

* own Country.* * If {o, reply'd the Prince, why 
*• (hould (he not return Home?* • How do we* 

* know, added Mirtain, but (he may have fome 

* P^eafoi's that may oppofe it \ Perhaps (he may 

* be 
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* be enraged againft her Lorer* * Alas! cry* J the 

* Prince^ the Words I heard her fing were utter'd 

* with too much Tendernefs ; however, learn her 

* Sentiments of me, fpeak both well and ill of me : 

* By that Means thou mayft come to know her 

* Thoughts.' Mirtain failed not to get an Oppor- 
tunity of Difcourfe with ConJIantia^ and among 
other Things, faid, * Fair Shephcrdefs, what is 

* the Matter with you i You feem melancholy, 

* notwithftanding all thofe Reafons you have to be 
« otherwife.* * Yx2i^jyfaidjhe^ what are thofe Rea- 

* fens ? 1 am here a Stranger, reduced to keep 

* Sheep, and hear no News from my Friends ; 
« where is the Agreeablenefs of all this V * But 

* then, reply d he^ you are the moil amiable Perfon 
« in the World ; you have a great Share of Wit, a 

* ravifhing Voice, and a Beauty not to beequal'd.' 

* Tho' I am Miftrefs of all thefe, faid Jhe^ fetching 

* a deep Sigh^ of what Advantage aie they tome?* 
« What then, replfd Mirtain, you are ambitious, 

* you think none but Kings and Princes are hap- 

* py ? Be convinced of this Miftake ; I belong to 

* the Prince Ccnfiantiot and notwithftanding the 

* Inequality of our Stations, am fometimes nigh 

* his Perfon, and can obferve and penetrate into 

* the Adlions of his Soul, and know full well he is 

* not happy.' * Alas I faid the Princefs, what can 

* trouble his Repofe ?' * A fatal Paffion, anf^wer^d 

* Mirtain.* * He is in love then, reply djhe, nuith 

* fame Conctrn ; alas ! I pity him : But what do I 
' fay, continued Jbe, hlujktng, he is too lovely, not 
« to deferve a Return.' • He dares not flatter him- 
' felf, fair Shepherdefs, Jaid Mirtain j but if you 

* would give him any Eale as to that Point, your 
« Words would have more EfFedl upon him than 

* any other Perfon's.* * It is no ways proper for 
« me, faid Jhe^ to concern myfelf with the Affairs 
' of fo great a Prince; and thofe you fpeak to mc 

* of, are too particular : Adieu, Mirtain^ lea^ving 

* Lim fuddenlyy if you would oblige me, fpeak no 

* more of your Prince, nor his Amour^/ 

D 2 Thus 
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Thus fhe left Mirtain, tho* no ways infeniible of 
' ^ tire Merit of his Prince ; for from the firfl Tinje 
V^ftilTaw him, (he had never been able to blot him 
out of her Thoughts: And without this feciet 
Charm which detained her againft her own Defire, 
it is certain (he would have eivdeavour'd to find out 
the So*vereign Fairy* Befidcs, it may be expedled 
that that knowing Perfbn, who could not be igno- 
rant of all that pafs'd, ihould come to look after 
lier ; but that was not in her Power ; for after the 
Giant had found the Princefs, fhe was forced to fub- 
mit to Fortune for a certain Time, inibmuch that 
the Fairy was contented to come and fee her in a 
Sun- beam, againil which Conftantia could not look 
ftedfaflly enough to difcern her. 

Conftantia perceived with Rage that the Prince 
had negleftcd her, and that this fecond View was 
entirely ©wing to Chance, that condudled him to 
the Place where fhe was fat Singing ; ihe was vex'd 
with herfelf for the Sentiments fhe entertained of 
him ; and if it is pofTible to love and hate at the 
fame Time, I may fay fhe hated becaufe fhe loved 
too much. Rufon was ^he only Witnefs of the 
Tears fhe fhed fecretly ; fometimes fhe would con» 
fefs her Grief to him, as if he was capable of un- 
derftanding ; and whenever he fkip'd or play'd 
. among the other Sheep, fhe would cry out, * Take 
* care, Rufmt left Love inflame thee, which, with- 
« out a Return, is the greateft of all Misfortunes.' 
Thefe Reflexions were followed by a thoufand Re- 
proaches fhe made herfelf, for the Love fhe bore to 
a Prince that appeared fo indifferent, whom (he was 
ftriving to forget ; when (lie found him retired to 
that agreeable Shade, to think with more Freedom 
on the Shepherdefs from whom he flew. There fur- 
prized with Sleep, he lay upon the Grafs, when fhe 
came and faw him : Her Paffion increafed, and flic 
could not forbear making thefe Words true, which 
were the Caufe of the Prince's Difqulet. But then, 
what were her Torments, when Mirtain told her 

Conftantio 
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Conjiantio was in love ? Whatever ReAraint (he put . 
upon herfelf, (he could not help changing vhef^^ 
Countenance ; at which Mirtahj whofe Bufinefs it ' . 
was to obferve all her Actions, was not a little ovcr- 
joy'd, and ran to acquaint his Maltcr. The Prince, 
who was not at that Time fo much difpofed to flat- 
ter himfelf as his Confidant, fancied he faw no- 
thing but Indifference in all the Proceedings of that 
Shcpherdefs, and accufed the happy and beloved 
Conftantio. 1 he next Morning he went to find her 
out : She no fooner faw him, but (he fled from him, 
as if he had been a Lion or a Tyger, thinking 
Flight the only Remedy that was left her : For (inco 
her Converfation with Mirtain, fhe thought ihe 
ought not to negleft the recovering of her Heart 
again, and that the only Means to fucceed therein^ 
was to avoid him. But what became of Conjianfio, 
when his Shepherdefs left him fo fuddenly ? * Yoa 

* fee, y^/V^/ /0 Mirtain, luho flood by himy the hap« 

* py FfFeds of what you have done ; Conflantia hat^s 

* me ; I dare not follow her, to know her Sent|- 

* ments.' * Alas ! Sir, reply^d Mirtain, you (hew 

* too much Refpedl to a Country Girl : If you think 

* fit, I will go and order her to come to you.* 

* Ah ! Mirtain, erf d the Prince, thou art a Confi« 
' dant, not a Lover ; my Thoughts are entirely 

* bent upon pleafing that lovely Damfel ; I have 

* difcovcr'd a Politenefsin her, that 1 am lurethofe 

* rough Ways of yours muft be difagrceable to, and, 

* chufe rather to endure my Pains, than difpleafe 

* her.' As he made an End of thefeWotds^ ho 
went away, fciz'd with a Melancholy deep enougb 
to move the Pity of an Heart Icfs interefted thaa 
Conflantia^s. As foon as he was gone, (he returned, 
to have the Satisfaction of (itting on the fame Spot 
of Ground he had flood on. * It was here, faidjhe, 

* that he ftopp'd ; it was from hence that he look'd. 

* at me ; but, alas ! in all thefc Places he has (hewn 

* but too much Indifference for me, and comes only 

* to cfjoy the mere Freedom of WiiT\vo\x^\% c\\\ 
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his beloved Miftrefs : But what Reafon have I to 
complain ? How is it poflible he fliould engage 
himfelf to a Girl that he thinks fo niuch beneath 

* hira ?* Sometimes (he was for informing him of 
her Adventures ; but the Sovereign Fairy had forbid 
her fo abfolutely never to fpeak of them, that her 
Obedience prevailed, and fhe refolved to keep them 
fccret. 

Some Days after the Prince came again, and (he 
avoided him as much as before ; upon which he was 
very much grieved, and ordered Mirtain to go and 
load her with Reproaches from him ; which flie pre- 
tended (he did not underftand, but at lad confenc- 
cd to fee his Mafter. Which Words were no foon- 
er out of her Mouth, but Mirtain ran \o acquaint 
the Prince, who long'd with Impatience for the Ap- 
proach of the next Morn. It no fooner appeared, 
but he went to find his lovely Shepherdefs ; (he 
feem'd at the firfl Sight of him, fpeechlefs and con- 
fufed, and much more fo when he declared his Pa(^ 
fion : And notwithftanding her De(ire of believing^ 
him, (he was afraid of being deceived, thinking, 
that he looking upon her no otherwife than as (he 
appeared to be, might only divert and pleafe him- 
felf, by making a Declaration no ways fuitable to 
a poor Shepherdefs. Enraged at this Thought, 
ihe became more proud, and received all the A(ru- 
rances of his Pa(non with a Coldnefs that confirmed 
all his Sufpicions. Upon which he faid, * I fee 
' yoii are engaged : Some happy Swain has known 

* how to charm you ; but bear me Witnefs, Hea- 

* ven ! if I find him out, he fhall feel the EiFcds of 

* all my Rage.* * Sir, replfd Jhe^ I afk no Favour 

* for any one ; and if you knew but the Sentiments 

* of my Heart, you would find them different from 

* what you think them to be.' At thefe Words the 
Prince conceived fome Hopes j but thofc were foon 
deftroy'd by the Converfation they had afterwards ; 
for (he protefted her Indifference was not to be 
overcome ; and that ihe was very fenfible (he could 

never 
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never love. Thefe Words again caft him into an 
inexpreffible Grief, which he conftrain'd as much 
as poflible, that (he might not perceive it. In (hort, 
whether through the Violence he did himfelf, or 
the Excefs of his Paffion, which was become ftron- 
ger, ty the more Difficulties that oppofcd it, he 
fell To dangeroufly ill, that the Phyficians, not 
knowing the Caufe, defpair'd of his Recovery. 
Mirtainy who was by his Mafter order'd to attend 
on, and f oWov/ Conjiantiui told her the difmal News, 
which (he heard with a Trouble and Concern not 
to be conceiv'd. He afk'd her if (he knew of no 
Remedy for a Fever, and violent Pains of the Head 
and Heart ; to which (he repiy'd (he knew of one, 
confiding of ibme Simples that (he could gather, 
but that it depended mod on the Manner of the 
Application. * Will not you go to the Palace, yJj/V 

* bs, to adminifter it ?' ' No, faidjhcy blujhing ; 

* I am afraid it (hould not fucceed.' * How, con- 

* tinued hcy can you negledt any Thing to do us 

* Service on this prefiing (.Jccafion ? I always indeed 

* thought you cruel and hard-harted, but now find 

* you a thoufand Times more fo than I imagined.* 
Thefe Reproaches of Mirtain^ created a Pleafure 
in Conjlantiay who was overjoy'd that he prefs'd her 
to fee the Prince ; for the obtaining of which Sa- 
tisfadlion alone, (he boalted of a Remedy to eafe his 
Pains. 

Mirtain went and informed the Prince of all that 
the Shepherdefs faid to him, and with what Ardour 
fhe wilh'd for his Health. * Ah I Mirtain, faid 
' Conltantio, you intend to flatter me ; but I for- 

* give you, and would willingly (dui^ll 1 be deceived) 

* think that beautiful Maid has fome Friend(hipfor 

* me. Go, and tell the Queen, that one of her 

* ShepherdefTes hath a wonderful Secret to cure 

* me ; get her Leave, and bring this Charmer hi- 

* ther : Run, fly ; for every Moment feems an Age.' 
The Queen who had never feen this Shepherdefs, 
faid, when Mirtain told her of Conftantia^ that (he 
had DO Faith in what fuch ignorant Perfons pretend-

cd to know, and that it was idle Talk. * Certain- 
' ]y» Madam, /aid Mirtain, there is rometimes as 

* much Eafe found in the Ufe of fome Simples, as 

* from the learned Prefcriptions of the moft eminent 

* Phyficians ; and the Prince is very deiirous of 

* tl-ying what this young Damfel pro po fes.' * With 

* alJ my Heart, faid the ^een : But if Ihe does not 

* cure him, I will ufe her fo, as (he (hall never 

* have the AfTurance to pretend to adminifler her 

* Simples any more/ Mirtain went and gave his 
Mailer an Account of the Queen's ill Humour. 
The Prince cry*d out, that he was afraid Conftantia 
ihould feel the £fIeAs thereof, and ordered him to 
go back to his Mother,' to defire her, from him, to 
let that fair Maid (lay with her harmlefs Sheep. 

* What a Recom pence, continued he, is this for her 

* Pains! The very Thoughts of it redouble my 

* Diieafe.' Mirtain acquitted himfelf of his Com- 
miffion to the Queen, but as (he was naturally hady, 
ihe flew into a Pailion at the Ficklenefs of his Re- 
folutions. • I have already feni for her, /aid fie : 

* if (he cures my Son, I will give her a Reward ; 

* if not, I know what I have to do : Go, and en- 

* deavour to divert him, for his Melancholy grieves 

* me.' Mirtain obey'd, but acquainted not his 
Mailer with the Reception he met with, left his 
Fears for the Shepherdefs might do him a Prejudice. 
The Failures belonging ro the Crown being nigh 
the Town, it was not long before ihe came ; be- 
iides, thofe who are guided by Love, are feldom 
flow. The Queen did not think fit to fee her, con- 
tenting herfelf with bidding her take care what (he 
did, and aifuring her, if ihe did not cure the Prince 
flie (hou)d be put into a Sack, and thrown into the 
River. At this Menace the beautiful Princefs turn'd 
pale, and her Blood ran chill in her Veins. < Alas! 

* /aid Jhe to her/el/ I deferve this Punilhment for 

* the Lye I have told, when I boafled of my Skill ; 

* and I fear my Deiire of feeing Can/iantio, will 

* not be a infficient Reafon for the Gods to protedt 
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* me.' Then hanging down her Head» the Tears 
r^ trickling ck»vn her faif Eyes. Thoie that were 
by, admired her fo mach, that they took her to be 
acre like an Angel than a Mortal, aiKl iaid, feaf 
nothing, lovely SJiepheirdefs, your Eyes carry ia 
them Life and Death ; one Glance from them is 
able to recover oar young Prince: Go into hiii 
Chamber, dry up youj; Tcars^ and apply your Re- 
medy without Fear. 

This Manner of fpeaking, together with her ex- 
treme Deiipe to lee the Prince, infpir'd her with 
£bme Confidence. She begg'd Lesuve to go into the 
Gardea to gather what was nece£ary for the Cure^ 
where ihe took ibme Myrtle,. Trefoil,, audi other 
Herbs and Flowers dedicated to, Cupid and) hb' Mjo* 
ther ; the Feathers of a Dove, fome Drops of a Pi- 
geon^s Blood, and call'd upon all the Deities and 
Fairies for their Aid ; and then trembling more thaa 
a Turtle when (he fees a Kite hovering over hes 
Heady bid them condud her to the Prince's Chaw-* 
ber. When ihe came there, (he found him in>Bed^ 
his Face pale as Death, and his Eyesflanguiihiiig $ 
but as foon as he (aw her, fome Streams of Colbuir 
flcw'd up into his Cheeks, which (he ob(erved with 
great Joy. • Sir, faidjhty \ have often offer 'd up 

* my Prayers to Heaven for the. Recovery of y.our 

* Health ; and my Zeal engaged me to tell one of 
^ your Shepherds, that 1 knew of a Remedy, which 

* I would willingly make u& oi taea(eyou ; but 

* the Queen has told me that if Hcavcen (hould 

* abandon me in this Undertaking, (he will; put me 

* to Death. Judge, Sir, of xaj Fears,^ and be pcr- 
« fuaded that I am more interelled in the Preferva*- 

* tion of your Health, than my own Life.' * Fear 

* nothing, charming Shcpherdcfsi yiwV/ ^tf,^ the fa* 

* voQf able Vows you made for my Life,, will render 
' it fo dear to me, that all my Endeavours (ball be 

* to preieiive it. Alas ! how can my Days be moj« 
*' happy, when I remember what I heard you fing 
' of Conftataia ? Thoib fatal Wocds» and yovr Rk- 
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* gour, have reduced me to the Condition you fee 

* me in ; but fair Shepherdefs, you bid me live, 

* and I will live for you.' It was with Difficulty 
that Conjiantia concealed the Pleafure fo obliging a 
Declaration created in her Soul, and fearing left 
fome Perfon might hear what the Prince faid to her, 
ihe afk'd him, if he would give her Leave to put on 
a Bandage and Bracelets of the Herbs (he had ga- 
ther'd ; at which he held out his Arm in a tender 
Manner, and (he tied on one of the Bracelets pre- 
fently, having firft performed fome little Ceremonies 
to amufe the Prince's Court. The Prince cry'd out 
a few Moments after, that he was better ; and the 
Phyficians being calPd in, were furprized at the Ex- 
cellence of a Medicine, the EiFedls of which were 
fo quick : But when they faw the Shepherdefs that 
apply'd it, their Amazement vanifh'd ; and they 
faid to one another, that there was more Virtue in 
one Look from her than all their Medicines toge- 
ther. The Shepherdefs was fo little affefted with 
the Praifes they beftow'd on her, that thofe 
that knew her not, took that for Stupidity 
which proceeded from a different Caufe ; for (he 
placed herfelf behind one of the Bed-Curtains 
hiding herfelf from every one but her (ick Patient, 
whofe Head and Pulfe (he often (loop'd to feel ; 
and in thofe tittle Opportunities they faid thonfands 
of tender Things to each other. • J hope. Sir, 

* faidjhe to bim^ the Sack the Queen provided for 
f to drown me in, will be put to a better Ufe, fince 

* ycur Health, which is fo precious to me, is in a 
^ fair Way of being reftor*d.' * It depends entire- 
< ly on you, lovely Conftantia^ replied he\ a little 

* Share in your Heart will complete both my Health 
' and Happinefs.' He rofe foon after and went to 
the Queen's Apartment, who, when (he was told 
the Prince was coming, would not believe it, but 
was very much furprized to meet him at her Cham- 
ber-Door. * What, is it you, my dear Child, cry^d 

* pe^ To whom am 1 obliged for this ?' • To 

* your 
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• your own Bounty, Madam, replfdbe^ an lending 

• me the moft able Perfon in the World ; whom Jt 
' defire you to recompenfe according to the Benefit 

• I have received from her.' * Never mind that, 

• /aid the ^een in a carele/s Manner ^ ihc is a poor 
' Shepherdefs who will think herfelf happy to keep 

• my Sheep ; trouble not yourfelf about that.* The 
King coming in ju(l upon this, and being told the 
good News of the Prince's Recovery, and his being 
with the Queen ; as he was making towaids that 
Apartment. Conftantia was the firll Objedl that (Iruck- 
his Eyes : Her Beauty, like the Sun fhining among 
the lefler Lights, dazzled him fo much, that he was 
fome Time before he could afk thofe about him 
what (he was, and how long GoddeiTes had inhabi- 
ted his Palace ; at laft recovering himfelf, he went 
towards her, and knowing her to be the Cnchantrefs 
that had cored his Son, embraced her, and told her 
in a gallant Manner, that if he ihould be ill, he 
would beg of her to cure him too, and then bid her 
follow him. The Amazement of the Queen, who 
had never feen her before, is not to be exprefled; 
ihe gave a great Shriek, and fell into a Fit, looking 
all the Time with an enraged Eye on the Shepher- 
defs. Conftantio and Conftantia were both frighted ; 
the King knew not whnt to attribute it to, and the 
whole Court were in the utmoft Conilernation : 
When at lafi: the Queen came to herfelf again, the 
King afk'd often what was the Caufe, but (he diHem- 
bling her Uneafinefs, faid it was only the Vapours : 
At which the Prince who knew better, was very 
much concerned. She bid the Shepherdefs, with 
ibme feeming Sort of Kindnefs, to ftay ; telling her 
that fhe defign'd her to look after the Flowers in 
her Parterre ; which Employ the Princefs was very 
much pleafed with, to think (he might have an Op- 
portunity of feeing Conftantio every Day. 

Some Time after, the King obliged tjie Queen to 

go with him into his Clofet, where he alk'd her 

tenderly what vex'd her, « Alas! fatdfife^ I dream'd 

'• * that 
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* that my Son was married to a young Shepherdefs ; 
' and tho' I never faw tkis young Girl in my Life 

* before, yet I have fo Arong an Idea of her Perfon 
' in my Dream, that I know her again as foon as I 

* fix'd my Eyes on her, and fiiall be very much de- 

* ceived if this forry Country Girl does not give 

* me gceat Cauie to be af&i&d.' * You give too 

* much wsLYt/aid the King, to fuch Fancies : I would 
' advife you not to adt upon fuch Principles : Send 

* this Shepherdefs back to her Flock, and don't 

* grieve yourfelf with fuch a ridiculous Conceit.* 
This Advice of the King's was no Ways accept- 
able to the Queen, who, inilead of following it, 
apply'd herfelf to penetrate into her Son's Senti- 
ments of Conftantia, The Prince took all Opportu- 
nities that offer'd, to fee her ; and as it was her 6u- 
finefs to look after the Flowers, he fancied that 
tvtvy Time (he touch'd them they appeared more 
beautiful. Rufon was ftill her Companion : To him, 
tho' he could not anfwer her, (he would be often 
talking of the Prince : and whenever he approach'd 
towards her (he was fo embarrafs'd, that her Eyes 
plainly difcovered the Secrets of her Soul ; at which, 
the overjoy'd Prince would fay all the tender Things 
a violent Faffion could infpire. The Queen, on the 
Credit of her Dream, and much more on the Ac- 
count of Conftantia^^ incomparable Beauty, could 
not (leep in Quiet, but rofe bejfore Day, and hid 
herfelf, fometimes behind the Palifadoes, and at 
the Bottom of a Grotto, to hear her Sen's Difcourfe 
with that fair Maid ; but as they were both (b wife 
as to talk low, (he could gather nothing to fupport 
her Sufpiclons, which made her the more unea(y. 
She look'd on the Prince with the utmoft Difdain, 
and was in continual Fear Night and Day, left that 
Shepherdefs (hould afcend the Throne. 

Conftantio had as (lri6t a Guard upon himfelf as 

was poiiible ; but neverthelefs every Body almofl 

j)erCfeived his Love of Conftantia ; for whenever he 

praifed her, thro* his wonted CuftoA of admiring 
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Icr, or found Fault wicH her, he did both like an 
intereded Peifon : And for Conjiantia^ the alfo could 
not forbear fpeaking of the Prince to her Compani- 
ons » and as (he often fung thofe Words fhe made 
for him, the Queen, who heard her, was no lefs fur- 
prized at her captivating Voice, than at the fubje^ 
of her Poetry. * What have I done, jull Heaven, 

* /aid /he, to be puniOicd in the mod fenfiSlc Man- 

* ner ? Alas I I defign'd my Son for my Niece, and 

* to my mortal Grief, fee him engaged to- a Wretch, 

* who may, perhaps, make him guilty of Difobe- 

* dience.' 

While fhe was afflidling herfelf after this Manner, 
and ruminating upon a thoufand furicvs Projeds to 
punifh Conftantia^ for beingj fo beautiful and charm- 
ing, Love made a farther Prog; efs in the rlearts of 
the two young Lovers. Conftantiay convinc*d of the 
Sincerity of the Prin(5e, could no longer conceal her 
Birth and Sentiments from him AC'.ellion fi> 
tender, and fo particular a Confidence, ravilh^d him 
fo much with Joy, that if they had been in any other 
Place befides the Queen's Garden, he would have 
caft himfelF at her Feet to thank her. His paffion 
was no longer to be refifted ; he loved Conftantid 
when a Shepherdefs, and we may eafily believe adored 
her when he knew her Rank : And if a Princefs 
wamlering through the Worlds fbmetimes as^a Shep- 
herdefs^ and fometimes a Gardener,, might fcem ec- 
traordinary, at that Time thofe Things were very 
common ; and the Princeifi's Air and Manner of Ad- 
drefs were convincing Proofe of the Sincerity of her 
Words. 

Conjiantiot moved by Love and Efleem, fwore an 
eternal Fidelity to the Princefs, as ihe did: aifo to 
him, promifing to marry her as foon as they (houJd ob-^ 
tain the Conlent of thofe whom Duty requir'd them 
to demand it of^ The Queen perceived tlM Strength 
of this, gro:v^ng Paflion, and was morer fen/iblo' of 
it, when one V^y her Confidaiite, whodefiredno^ 
ihio^ more tiua. to find fomex\uii^ to ^\tw \&.\.^^- 
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vour by, came to tell her, that Conftantia Tent Rufin 
every Morning into the Piince's Apartment, and 
that that Sheep carried two Baikets full of Flow- 
ers, and that Mirtain led him. The Queen, at this 
News loft all Patience, and as (he knew which 
Way poor^«/o« was to pafs, waited for him ; and, 
notwithftanding Mirtain^ s Prayers and IntreaiJes, 
carried him into her Chamber : Where (he tore the 
Ba(kets and Flowers in Pieces, and found in a large 
Lilly a Piece of Paper curioufly wrapt up by Con- 
ftantia^ wherein (he reproach'd the Prince with the 
Dangers he expofed himfelf to in Hunting. The 
Lines were thefe :

Anxious (ares my Breafi innjadet 

While you purfue the Chafe, 

Tell met ye Potvirs, ^wherein confift

While the Queen was venting her Rage again(t 
the Shepherdeis, Mirtain went to give his Mailer an> 
Account of what had happened. The Prince, aneafy 
thereat, ran into his Mother's Chamber ; who at 
that Time was gone to the King's, to tell him. < Be- 
*' hold. Sir, fatdjhey the noble Inclinations of your 

< Son ; he is in Love with the Shepherdefs that pre- 

< tended to care kirn. Alas ! continued fin^ (he knew 

< how too well ; *twas Love inftru^ted her: She hat 

* reftored him his Health, to make him more mife^ 

* rable ; and if we dob't prevent the Misfortune. 

* witk 
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< with which we are threatened, my Dream uill 

* prove but too true.' * You are naturally too 

* {cvtvtj /aid the Kingy and would have your Son 

* think of no other Perfon, but the Princefs you de- 

* iign to marry him to ; you mud indulge his Years.' I 

* cannot bear, cry* d the ^ueen, your taking bis Part, 

* you can never find Fault with him ; all that I afk 

* of you is, to confent that I fend him away from 

* Court for fome Time ; Abfence may have more 

* EfFe^s than all my Arguments.' The King, who 
was a Man that lov'd a quiet Life, agreed to what 
his Queen defired ; and (he returned back to her 
own Apartment, where fhe found the Prince wait- 
ing for her with the utmoft Impatience. * Child, yii/V 

* Jhe to hi/rti before he could /peak to her, the King 

* has been (hewing me a Letter from the King my 

* Brother, wherein he begs of him to fend you to 

* his Court, that you may contraft a Friendfhip 

* with the Princefs his Daughter, whom we have a 

* Defign you (hall marry; it being proper you (hall 

* judge of each others Merit, and engage .your Af- 

* feftions,' « Madam, reply* d the Prince t I a(k no- 

* thing fo particular in my Favour : neither is it 

* cuttomary for Princes to go on fuch Occafions, 

* and to confult their Hearts before Reafons of 

* State : My Obedience (hall be the fame whe- 

* ther the Perfon be beautiful or deformed, v/hty 

* or btherwife' * I underfland you, Reprobate,y27?V/ 

* Jhe, in a PaJJion ; you love a bafc Shephcrdefs, and 

* are afraid of leaving her ; but you (hall, or fee 

* her die before your Face : But if you are ready 

* to go, and willendeavour to forget her, I'll keep 

* her here, and love her as much as now I hate.' 
The Prince, who turn'd as pale as Death, reafon'd 
with himfelf what to do in this Exigency, he knew, 
his Mother to be a moft cruel and revengeful Prin- 
cefs, and fear'd leil his Oppofition might exafperate 
her fo much, that his dear Miilrefs would feel the 
Effects of her Refentment. In (hort, being clofely 
prefs'd, he confented at lad, like one who confents 

to 
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to drink a Glafs of Poifon ; and no fooner bad 
given his Word, but he left his Mother, and re- 
turned to his own Apartment, with a Heart fb 
opprefs'd, that he thought he fhould dies He told' 
the faithful Mirtain his Afflidiion ; and impatient to 
let his Conftantiakx\o\y the Caufeof it, went to the^ 
Grot, where ihe ufed generally to retire from the 
Heats of the Sun, to comb her delicate Locks, and' 
adjuft herfelf. There he found her fat on the Grafs 
by a Brook-iide, which fell from the Heigth of 
a Rock, with her Feet in the Water, the agreeable 
Murmurs of which, together with the Fatigue of 
her Work, having invited her inienfibly to tafle- 
the Sweets of a gentle Sleep. Her Eyes, though- 
clofed, preferved a thoufand Beauties ; her long 
black Eye-la(hes fet oiF the Whitenefs of her Skin ;" 
the Loves and Graces feem'd to furround her, and 
Modefty and Sweetnefs to augment her Charms. 
The amorous Prince remembered, that the fir(V 
Time he beheld her, he faw her thus afleep ; but 
fince then, Ifis Sentiments of her were become (o 
tender, that he would willingly have furrendered 
up half his Life, to enjoy the other half with her : 
He gazed upon her fome Time, with a Pleafure 
that Tufpended his Grief; then running over all Her 
Beauties, difcovered her Foot as white as Snow, 
which he could not forbear admiring, and approach- 
ing nigher, fell on his Knees, and took her by the 
Hand : Upon which /he awaked, feeming vex'd that 
be fhould fee her bare Foot, and hid it with a 
Blufh upon her Cheeks, furpaffing the Rofe open- 
ing to the morning Son. But, alas ! of what con- 
tinuance was it ? She obferved a deep Melancholy 
in the Prince's Face, and faid to him, frighted ; 
' What is the Matter with you,Sir, I know by your 

* Eyes you are troubled.' < Ah ! who can be other* 

* wife, my dear Pnncefs ? /aid hey /bidding fame 

* Tearj* We muft part : I muft go and leave you 
expokd to my Mother's Rage ; ihe knows the 

*' Love 
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sLove I bear to you : The Billet y6u fent me fell 

* into her Hands, and, (he, infenfible to my Grief» 

* is fending me to the King her Brother.' ' What's 

* this you tell me. Prince ! crfdjhey you arc go- 

* ing to leave me, as the Means neceflary to pre- 

* ferve my Life ! How could you imagine fuch 

* Means ? Let me die rather before your Eyes, than 

* live without you,' 

So tender a Difcourfe could not fail of being ac- 
companied and interrupted by Sighs and Tears : 
The two young Lovers never knew nor forcfaw 
the Cruelties of Abfence before ; they fwore a 
thoufand Times never to change, and the Prince 
promifed a quick Return, affuring her, that he 
would affront both his Uncle and his Daughter, fo 
as to make them lay afide all! houghts of an Al- 
liance : * I will ftrive, /aid he^ to difplcafe the 

* Princeft, and I am fure I (hall fvcceed,' * Then 

* you muft not (hew yourfelf, /r/W Conftantia ; for 

* if you do, you will plcafe in fpite of yourfelf/ 
Then they cry'd again bitterly, looking at each o- 
ther with a piercing Grief, and making fuch reci- 
procal Froiiiifes, that if they had any Comfort, it 
was in the Aflurance of their Love J^nd Fidelity. 
In this melting Converfation the Time ran away fo 
faft, that it was dark night before they thought of 
parting ; when the Qneen having a Mind to fet- 
tle the Prince's Equipage with him, fent to Mirtain 
to acquaint his Mailer with it, whom he found at 
his Miftrefs's Feet, holding one of her Hands be- 
tween his. As foon as they faw him, they were 
both fo flruck, that ihey could not fpeak : Howe- 
ver he delivered the Queen's Meffage to the Prince, 
who durft not difobey her Commands, but took his 
Leave of the Princefs. The Queen, when (he faw 
him, found him fo melancholy, and fo much al- 
tered, that, guefling at the Caufe of it, (he would 
not fpeak. Neverthelefsj, every Thing was prepar-» 
ed with the fame Diligence, while he was altoge- 
ther i2L\icn up with his Pa(fion. He ni3L^^ Mirtain xo^ 
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Hay at Court, to fend him news of the Princefi* '^ 
with whom he left a great many rich Jewels, to 
ferve in Cafe of Neceffity. The Defpair of our 
Lovers is not to be exprefled, when the Prince 
went : And if any Thing mitigated it, it was the 
Hopes of feeing each other foon again. 'Twas 
then Confiantia was moft fenfible of the Greatnefs 
of her Misfortune, of being the Daughter of a rich 
and powerful King, and in the Hands of a cruel 
Queen, who had fent away her Son for fear of her, 
who was no ways his Inferior. 

The Queen now ove; joy*d that her fon was gone^ 
applied herfelf to the intercepting all his Letters ; 
fucceeded therein, and knew Mirtainto be his Con- 
fidant, whom, thereupon, flie ordered under a 
falfe Pretext to be arrclled, and fent to a difmal Pri- 
fon. The Prince, when he heard of it, was very 
much enraged, and writ Letters to the King and 
Queen to demand his Favourite's Liberty ; but all 
his Inftances had no EfFedl. But this was not air, 
for one Morning, when the Princefs rofe to gather 
fome Flowers, according to CuHom, for the Queen's 
Toilet, (he faw the faithful Rujcn who .went before 
her, come trembling to her, and advancing for- 
wards to fee what was the Caufe, head a hiding 
of Snakes, and was furrounded by Toads, Vipers, 
Scorpions, Afpicks, and Adders, which made ma- 
ny vain Leaps at her, and always fell down again 
upon the fame fpot of Ground. Notwithllanding 
the l'>ight (he was in, (he could not but take notice 
of this Prodigy, and could attribute it to nothing 
but a Ring given by her Lover. Which way foever 
(he turn'd, thofe venomous Animals fled before her; 
the Alleys and all the Flower Beds were full of 
them, infbmuch, that the beautiful Conftantia knew 
not what would become of her ; and faw the Queen 
at her Window laughing, and from thence judged, 
it was in vain to flatter herfelf with any Expedati- 
on of Affiftance from her Orders. • 1 know i muft 

•die. 
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• * dXz^JatdJhe courageoujly ; thefe Monfters came not 

* here of themfelves, but have been brought by 

* the Queen's Command, who is come herfelf to be 

* aSpedator of the deplorable End of my Life, which 

* has hitherto been founhappy, that I havenoReafon 

* to be fond of it, but if J do in fome meafure re- 

* gret the Lofs of it, the juft Gods can witnefs on 

* what Account it is.' After this (he advanced bold- 
ly forwards ; the Snakes, ^r. made off from her as 
faflas (he made towards them ; and fo (he got out of 
the Garden : At which (he was as much amazed as 
the Queen, who had been a long Time providing 
thefe dangerous Creatures to de(lroy her, thinking 
that her Son would believe her Death accidental, 
and ihe by this means (hould (kreen herfelf from his 
Reproaches: But this Projeft failing, ihe had re- 
courfe to this other. 

There lived at the farther Side of a large Fore(l, 
a Fairy, whofe Abode was rendered inacceiTible by 
Elephants that devoured all Travellers ; with this 
Fairy the Queen had agreed, that if any Perfon 
ihould come from her unhurt, to fend them hack 
again with fomewhat that would be fare to kill them. 
Her other Plot mifcarrying, (he fent for Conftantia^ 
and ordered her to go thither with a Me(rage (he 
gave her. The Princefs, who knew the Queen 
would be abfohitely obey'd, prepared to fet out for 
the dangerous Journey (he was to undertake ; and 
refledling on the Dangers (he had heard her Com- 
panions tell of, (he remembered that an old Shep- 
herdefs had faid that thofe Elephants were' very 
gentle when they faw either a Sheep or a Lamb ; 
and that when the Fairy fent the burning Girdle to 
the Queen, for fear left the Queen (hould make 
her put it on, (he had faftened it upon feveral l>ees 
which it fired, till it had loft all its force ; but 
little thought when (he had heard this Story, that it 
might one Day be ferviceable to her. In (hort (he 
look Rufon^ and fet forwards on her Journey ; and 
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the Queen, who was mighty well pleafed thereat, 
could not forbear telling the King that they (hould 
never fee the hated Objeft of their Son's AiFe£lions» 
any more, fince (he had fent her to the Forert, 
whence fhe could never return. Upon which th© 
King told her ihe wa^ too i-evengefuli and that ho 
could not but have fome Regret for the Death of 
fo beautiful a Creature. 

In the mean Time Conftantia arrived at the Forefl, 
and was prefently furrounded by the Elephants ; 
but thofe dreadful Creatures no fooner faw Rujon^ 
but they carefs'd him with their Trunks as gently as 
the fineil Lady could with her fair Hand : And then 
the 'rinceff" fearing left they (hould feparate tl ^'r 
Int^rcfts, took Ri^on in her Arms, and which Way 
foever ihe turn'd, always prefented hin, and by that 
means reacli'd the Fairy's Abode, the Rudenefs and 
Defolaiion of which frighten'd her, as much as the 
old Woman herfelfi "^^^ '"^ ^^ Refpedh anfwer'd 
her dwelling Flkce, * What is it you want, fair 

* Maid ? faidjhe. To which the Princefs repfy'df, 

* that the Queen prefented her Duty and Service 

* to her, and de(ired her to fend the Girdle of 

* Friendjhip.'^ * She (hall not be denied, /aid the old 

* Fairyt { know it is for you.' And then putting her 
Hand into a long Pocket (he wore by her Side, 
puird out a Girdle of blue Velvet, and gave it her» 
faying, * This Girdle will make you moll exqui- 

* iitciy beautiful, provided you wear ii as foon.as 

* you are in the Foreft.' Conftantia madea Courtcfy, 
and thank'd her ; and th^n took up Rufon^ who 
was as ufeful as before : However, (he did not for- 
get to put the Girdle of Friendjhip about a Tree 
vihich immediately was all in Flames ; and after 
that (he girt it about (everal. 'till all its Virtue was 
fpent ; and at laft came back to Court very much- 
tired. The Queen was fo furprized when (hefaw. 
heiv that (he could not fpeak for a long Time, and 
when (he recovered herfelf, told, her ihe was a 
falfe fancy Baggage, for that (he had not been with 

the 
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tlie Fuhy. Con/lantiu aBirmed ihe had, an4 that (he 
had brought the Girdle of Friendjhip ; upon which 
the Queen aflc'd her if ihe had put it on ; and the 
other reply'd, it was too rich for a poor Shephcr- 
^^h to wear. * No, no, /aid the ^een^ I give it 

* you for your Pains, be fure to gird it about your 

* Waift ; but tell me what you met with in your 

* Travels.' Hereupon Conftantia told her how fhc 
had met with Elephants fo fenfible and came, that 
A^e could not but admire them ; that the Foreft 
ieem'd like their Kingdom, wherein fome paid great 
Kefpedi to others ; and the Queen, tho' vex'd at 
this Relation, yet difguifed her Rage, hoping the 
Girdle would compleat her Defires. 

Conftantia retired to her ,Chamber, where ihe be- 
wailed the Abfence of h^r dear Prince, to whoin 
ihe durfl not write, becaufe the Queen had Spies 
abroad that intercepted all Letters and MefTengers. 

* Alas ! Conftantia, faid Jke, you will ihortly hear 

* difmal News of me ; you (hould not have gone, 

* and left me expofed to your Mother's Viplences ; 

* you would have defended me, or receiv'd my lafl 

* Sighs J whereas I am now in the Power of her 

* Tyranny, and have none to comfort me.' The 
next Merning (he went with the Girdle about her 
Waift, to work in the Garden as ufual ; where (he 
found the fame venomous Creatures again, which 
her Ring fecujcd her from. ^nd when the Queen 
perceiv'd her gathering Flowers, and well ; ihe 
burilout into an Extravagancy of Paflion. • Wh^t 

* Power, cry'd Jbe^ interpofes in this "tjhepherdefs's 

* Behalf f By her Beauty (he has bewitch'd my 

* Son, and by her Simples reftor'd him his Health., 

* and can walk unhurt in the midft of Adders and 

* Afpicks. The Elephants were tame and gentle 

* at the Sight of her ; and the Girdle that mould 

* burn and confume her, ferves only to adorn h^r : 

* Therefore 1 muft ufe fome other Means.' There;- 
upon (he fent the Captain of her Guards, in whom 
Ihe could confide, to the Port, to fee if there 

were 
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were any VefTels ready to fail for a long Voyage ; 
and he returned and told her there was one which 
was defign'd to fail the Be'ginning of the Night. 
This News was very agreeable to the Queen, who 
immediately fent for the Mafter to come and buy a 
beautiful Slave ; who when he came to the Palace, 
and faw Conftantia (who knew nothing of what was 
in Agitation) in the Garden was fo furprized with 
the Charms of this incomparable Maid, that the 
Queen who was very covetous, took the Advan- 
tage of it, and fold her at a confiderable Price. It 
happen'd that Night that Conflantta retir'd very ear- 
ly to her Chamber, to amufe and indulge her 
Thoughts on Conjiantio, and to anfwer a Letter of 
his which (he had by fome Stratagem received ; the 
which (he was reading when the Queen enter'd 
the Room, followed by the Captain of the Guards 
and two Mutes, who Hopp'd her Mouth with a 
Handkerchief, and carried her away. Ru/on would 
have followed his dear Miftrefs, but the Queen 
catch'd hold of him, and prevented him; fearing left 
his Bleating might difcover what (he had a Mind 
fhould be done privately. And thus Conftantia hav- 
ing none to a(rift her, was tranfpo ted aboard the 
VefTel, which hoiftcd Sail immediately after. 

Here we muft leave her to the mercy of the Sea, 
her new Mafter, and to cruel Fortune : for the So- 
vereign Fairy could not prevail with Fate in her 
Favour : And all (he could do, was to follow her un- 
feen in a dark Cloud. In the mean Time the Prince 
Confiantiot wholly taken up with his Paffion, paid 
no Regard to the Princefs that was defign'd him ; 
and tho' he was naturally the mod polite Prince in 
the World, was guilty of feveral rude and unman- 
nerly Adlion?, which (he often complain'd of to her 
Father, who reprov'd his Nephew fo; it, and fo the 
Match went rather o(F than came on. At this very 
Nick of Time the Queen thought iit to write to the 
Prince, to let him know that (.onjiantia was at the 
Point pf Death ; which News created to much Grief 

in 
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in the Prince, that without obfervlngany Ceremo- 
nies of taking his Leave, he fet out with all fpeed 
to come and fee her, but notwithdanding all his 
hafte, came too late : For the Queen, forefeeing 
that he would return as foon as he received her Let- 
ter, had for feveral Days before caufed a Report to 
be given out that Conjiantta was very ill ; and forae 
Time after, another, that (he was dead ; and to con- 
firm it, buried a Figure of Wax : And to convince 
the Prince, the more of the Truth of it, released 
Mirtain out of Prifon to aflift at the Fwieral of this 
charming Maid, who was regretted by all the Court, 
^nd for the Lofs of whom the Queen, on her Son's 
Account, feem'd to be under fome Concern. 

The Prince arrived foon after in all the Fears 
and Uneafinefs imaginable ; and when he entered 
£rft the City, impatient to know how his dear 
Confiantia did, happening to aflc fome People who 
knew him not, and being told (he was dead, he 
fell from his Horfe fenfelefs and fpeechlefs ; and 
being known by the Crowd which gathered about 
him to be the Prince, he was carried for dead to the 
Palace. The King was fenfibly touch'd with the 
miferable Condition of his Son : but the Queen 
who was prepared before hand, believed that Time 
and the Lofs of his moft tender Hopes might cure 
him : But he was too deeply afflifted to admit of 
, any Comfort. His Grief, inftead of diminifliing. 
increafed every Moment, and he kept his Room Se- 
veral Days, without feeing or hardly fpeaking to 
any one : when one Day opprefs'd with his Sorrow, 
he went into the Queen's Apartment with Tears in 
his Eyes, his Face as meagie and as pale as Death, 
and told her (lie had been the Caufe of his beloved 
ConJiantia*s Death, and that fhe would ihortly be 
punilh'd for the fame, fince he was refolved to 
die alfo, and would go to the Place where ihe was 
buried. The Queen, unable to difl'uade him from 
it, refolved to go with him herfelf to a Wood plant" 
^d with Cyprels, where fhe had raited a Tomb over 

her. 
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her. When the Prince came there, he faidall the 
tender and compailionate Things any Man could 
invent, which made the Queen, notwith (landing 
her natural Hardnefs of Heart, melt into Tears, 
.Mirt^in took on as much as his MaHer, and all that 
•heard him ihared in his AiHi6tiun. At lad, all on 
a fudden enraged with the Difappointment of his 
Paffion, he drew his SworJ, and approaching the 
4narble Monument, had kilTd himfclf, if the Queen, 
and Mirtain had not held 'lis Arm. * No, crfd he, 

* nothing (hall prevent my dying, and being with 

* my dear Princefs.' The Name of Princefs furpri- 
xed the Queen, and had made her fancy he raved, 
had he not fpoke rationally in other 'i kings. She 
aiked him why he called Conftantia a Princefs ; to 
which he anfwered, becaufe Hie was os^, and So- 
vereign of the Kingdom of Defarts, * Well Child, 

* /aid the ^eeti» fmce Conftantia is of Birth fuitable 

* to yours, comfort yourfelf, fhe is not dead ? fnr 
' now I mud own to you to mitigate yoor Grief, 

* I have fold her to a Merchant for a Slave.' * Ah f 
' crfd the J'rince^ what you tell me is only to fuf- 

* pcnd my Deftgn -of dying ; but my Rcfolution is 

* fix'd, nothing (hallhinder it.* 'Then, /aid the 

* ^een, * Your own Eyes muft convince you of 

* the 1 ruth of my Words.' And thereupon Ihe or- 
4ered the Figure of Wax to be dug up, The Prince 
as foon as he faw it believed it to be the Body of his 
lovely Princefs, and fainted away, they endeavour- 
ed to bring him to hiiiifelf again, but all in vain : 
The Queen affured him Ihe was not dead ; but af- 
ter the trick (he had play*d him, he could not believe 
her, 'till Mirtain^ whom he knew loved him, and 
who was not capable of telling him a Lye, confirm- 
ed it. 

From that Moment the Prince found fome Eaie, 
becaufe of all Misfortunes Death is the moft terri- 
ble ; and he might yet flatter himfelf with the 
.Hopes of feeing her again : Bui then he knew not 
where to feek her, nor who tiie Merchaat was, 

who 
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wh« never made the ieaft Mention whither he wai 
bound. All thefe wsre great Difficulties, but what 
are thofe, true Love will not furmouut i The 
Prince chofe penfliing, in purfui ng the Ravifheri 
a thoufand Times before living without her, and 
reproached the Queen as often for her Cruelty ; 
telling her (he might repent of what (he had done 
fioce he was refolved to ^o, and never come back 
again. The afiliited Mother call her Arms about 
her Son's Neck, wet his Face with her Tears, and 
conjur'd him, by the R;;gard he had to his Father's 
and Mother's Years, and the Love and Friend(hip 
he bore them, not to leave them ; telling him, that 
if he deprived them of the Happinels of (teing 
him, it would be the Caufe of their Deaths ; that 
he was their only Hope ; and that vvhen he was 
gone, their Neighbours and Enemies would feize 
upon the Kingdom. All which the Prince liilen'd 
to with a Coldnefs and Refped, having the ill Ufage 
ihe had given Conftantia always in his Thoughts, 
and without her he dcfpifid all the Crowns in the 
World ; infomuch that he periid'cil, with a furpriz- 
ing Firmnefs, in the Refoluiion of going the next 
Day. The King endeavoured to perfuadc him to 
flay, but all in vain, for nothing could prevail with 
him ; the Night he fpcHt in leaving CJrders with 
Mirtain^ giving him the Charge^f the faithful Rw 
fofty aad a great many rich Jewels, telling him, that 
he (hoo Id: hear from him, provided he was fecret, 
being' willing to create the (^een as otiach Unea- 
finefs as pofiible. 

Before Day the impatient Conftanii^i took Hort^, 
yielding himfelf up entirely to Fortune, defirng her 
only to be fo favourable as to diie6l him where he 
might find his dear Miflrefs again. Whither to go^ 
he knew not^ but as (he 'was carried on Board a 
VeiTel, he thought it would be the bed Way to fiod 
her to embark on board oat too : To this End he 
made towardf the moA noted Fort, and being there 
ooaccompanied and unknown, informM himfelf of 
Vol, JL E the 
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tke moft diftant Parts, and of all die Coails, P0K5, 
and Havens they qould put in at» and then wienc 
on board a VeiTel, in Hope«. that a Pafiiom fo vio)enc 
and pure as his would not always be unfuccefsful. 

Whenever they came nigh any Land, he always 
put out a Sloop and rowed aiong hy the Shore» 
calling upon Confianiia^ veniing his Sighs and Cora* 
pkints to the pitkkfs Winds to convey them to ihc 
Shore ; and then returned back to the Ship over- 
wheJm'd with Grief, and his Eyes bathed in Tears. 
One Night, they came to an Anchor behind a 
large Rock.; he went on the Shore as ufual, bot as 
they knew not the Country, and the Nif^ht was 
v€ry darky thofe that were along with him would 
not venture any farther for fear of Danger.

The Frincefs their Mother octier'd one -to go take

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fbmc Pigeons , another to kill fome Pullets, ancf 
the third to make ibme Pafte In fhort, two or 
three Courfes were prefently ferved up, and feC 
before the old Woman with clean Linen, good 
Wine, and every Thing in nice Order ; which made 
her eat and drin4c with an extraordinary Appetite. 
When (he had done, flie got up, and laid to the 
Princefs, • Honeft Friend, had I any Money I would 

* pay you ; but I have been poor thefe many Years, 

* and wanted To kind an Entertainment asyoa have

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Mother in -law to go along wtth hhn, Roufetta^tni 
and hid all the VefT^ls of Gold that were in the 
Beaafet, in the Bottom of the Chariot ; all which 
the Fairy turned into earthen Ware, wlten (he ai riv- 
ed at Court, and cam« to put them into her Clofet. 
The King and Qncen embraced the prudent 
Prtnccfs with all Tendemefs, and a/Tured her fhe 
might command whatever lay in their Powers and 
leaving this rural Abode, came to Town, preceded 
by Trumpets, Hautboys, and Kettle-Drums. The 
Creatures of the Queen-Mother advifed her to dtf- 
gHtfe her Refentment, lelt (lie fhould anger the 
K»Bg, and that might produce fatal Coniequences.

The Qgeeo and Princcfa both prored with Child, 
and by iu FiMtMie a War happened* which obliged 
tite Knig. to WK himlelf at the Head of his Troops. 
Tho yowig Qfleen and the Prtncefs, finding that 
they mirft oe Wt in the Power of rfie Queen -Mo- 
ther, dedred they mirht return Home to thpir own 
Mothec» wMch would be fbme Comfort to them* 

for 
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for tho Lofs of their dear Spoufes: But the King 
could not be brought to confent to it ; he conjured 
his beloved Blondina to ftay at her Palace, and af- 
fured her his Mother (hould ufe her well. Ac- 
cordingly he defired her in the moft preffing Man- 
ner to love and take Care of her Daughter-in-Law, 
telling her, that therein (he would oblige him moil 
fenfibly ; and that he hoped for mod beautiful 
Children, and (hould long, with the ntmoft Ex- 
peftation, to hear the News. This wicked Queen, 
overjoyed that her Son (hould entrull her with hi< 
Wife, promifed him cwcry Thing he defired, and 
afllired himvhe might be eafy upon that Score. The 
King, through his Defirc of a quick Return, ha- 
zarded his Troops in all Rencounters ; and his Hap- 
pinefs was, that by his Ralhnefs he fucceeded : But 
before he could finiih the Campaign, the Queen was 
brought to Bed, as was alfo the Princefs her Sifter, 
on the fame Day, of a lovely Boy ; but (he died in 
the Birth.

' againft the Intereft of my own Family, to obey 
' you. I am not ignorant of the great Difpleafure 

< you have conceived at the bafe Marriages of the 
' King and Prince ; and here are four Children- 

< born to perpetuate the Crime : Our Mother is but 

< a poor Country Woman, who had fcarcely a bit 

< of Bread to put in her Mouth, when (he betook 

* her to be a Cook. Take my Advice, Madam, 
' let us nuke a F.ricafree of thele BratSj and puC 

* them oat^ <3f i^he World, before they make von 

* blu(h.' ' * Ah I how much I lov^ thee, my dear 

< Roufettht faiJ the S^ueen^ for being fo equitable, 

*and 
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* and partaking with me in my jufl Grief? I had 

* already determined to execute what you now pro- 

* pofe, but then, the Manner how, perplexes me.' 

* Never let that trouble you, r^/Zy V Roufetta ; I 
< have a little Bitch that has jull puppied two little 

* Dogs and a Bitch, with Stars on their Foreheads, 

* andRings about their Necks : We muft make the 

* Queen believe that (he has been delivered of thefe 
' Creatures, and make away with her three Chil- 

* dren, and that of the Princefs deceafed.' This 
Projedl was approved of by the inhuman Queen, who 
order'd Feintifa^ one of her Maids of Honour, to 
fetch the Whelps, and drefs them in as fine Linen 
and Laces as the Queen's Children (hould be, and 
put them into the Cradles ; then (he, foUovv'd by 
Roufetta^ went and paid the Queen a Vifit : • I am 

* come to wifh you Joy, faidjhe^ of the Heirs you 

* have brought forth to my Son ; methinks (hold- 

* ing up the Whelps) their Heads will become a 

* Crown : Now I am not amazed at the Promife 

* you made my Son, of bringing two Sons and a 

* Daughter, with Stars on their Foreheads^ and 

* Collars of Gold about their Necks. Here take 
« them, and nurfe them yourfelf, for no Woman, 

* that I know of, will ever give their Breaits to them 

* to fuck.' ^ 
The poor Queen, furprized at ""the Relation of 

this Misfortune, had like to have died away with 
Grief; and when (lie perceived it was true, feeing 
the whole Litter lie yelping upon her Bed, cry'd 
mofl bitterly : Then clafping her Hands, faid, 

* Alas ! Madam, add no Reproaches to my Afflic- 

* tion, which of itfelf is already too great: Had 

* the Gods permitted me to die, rather than be the 

* Mother of fuch Monfters, I (hould have thought 

* myfelf too happy. Alas ! what will become of 

* me ; the King will hate me as much as he loved 
« me before.' Here her Sighs and Sobbings inter^ 
rupted her, and her Speech failed her ; when the 
Qu£en-Mother, continuing herReflcAions, had the

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Pleafure of palling away three Hours by her Bed" 
fide, and then went away. Her Siller, who pre- 
tended to partake of her Grief, told her ihe was not 
the firft that had had fuch Misfortunes ; that (he 
plainly faw it was a Trick of the old Fairy's, who 
had promifed fuch Wonders ; and that as it might 
be dangerous for her to fee the King, (he advifed 
her to go home to her Mother with her three 
Whelps. The Queen returned no Anfwer, but by 
Tears, which might make the moft hardened Heart 
relent, to think (lie muft be forced to fuckle nafty 
Whelps, and believe herfelf the Mother of them. 
The old Queen order'd Feintlfa to take the four 
Children and (Irangle them, and^after that bury 
them carefully, that (he might not be difcover'd : 
But juft as (he was going to execute that fatal Com- 
miflion, and had the Cord about their Necks, (he 
look'd fome Time earneftly upon, them, and feeing 
the Stars in their Foreheads, which (he thinking 
might portend fomething extraordinary, (he durft 
not lay criminal Hands upon them, but put them 
in their Cradle aboard a little Boat, and with (bme 
Jewels committed them to the Mercy of the Seas. 
The Boat was foon forced from the Shore by the 
Wind, which at that Time was very boiflerous, 
and was got prefently out of Sight : the Waves 
fwelled as high as Mountains, the Sun was darken'd 
by thick Clouds, and the Air was rent by violent 
Claps of Thunder, attended with great Lightenings; 
infomuch that Feintifa doubted not in the leaft but 
that the Boat was caft away, and thefe Infants pe- 
rilh'd ; at which (he conceiv'd no fmall Joy, (he 
having had all along a Dread, left fomething (hould 
happen in their Favour. 

The King, whofe Thoughts were always on his 
dear Spoufe, and the Condition he left her in, hav- 
ing concluded a Truce for fome Time, returned 
with all Speed home, and arrived about twelve 
Hours after her Delivery. The Queen-Mother met 
himj and with a compofed Air, full of Grief, held 

him 
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him a long Time in her Arms, wetting his Face 
with her Tea s, and feeming as if her Sorrow pre- • 
vented her Speech. The King, all trembling, durlk 
not a(k her what had happened, for he doubted not 
but it was fomevery great Misfortune.

The Hufband feeing this, told his Wife 
he was weary of the Seas, and that if tho(e Chil- 
dren continued to bellow fuch Treafures, he would 
go no more, but might ilay at home, and Uveas well 
as the greateft Captains they bad ; at which Refb- 
lution of her Hulband, the Wife, whofe Name was 
Corjina^ was overjoy 'd, and grew every Day fonder 
of thefe Children. The Princefs ihe calPd Fair^ 
Start the elder Brother Bright-Sun, thefecond Son 
/*^//jf, and the Princefs's Son Cherry, who was much 
more beautiful than the others, for all he had nei- 
ther a Star nor Chain, and was bed beloved by 
Corjtna, She, as (he could not bring them all up 
herlelf without the Ailitlance of a Nurfe, defired 
her Hufband, who was a great Lover of Hunting, 
to take fome young Fawns; which he, as they lived 
nigh a large Foreft, did accordingly. Corfena, when 
fhe had them, expofed them to Windward, and the 
Hinds froelling them, came prefently to fuckle them ; 
when Corfena, in their flead, put the Children, 
with whom their Milk agreed very welL Thus 
twice every Day there came four of them together, 
to fuckle the Princes and the Princefs. In this Man- 
ner were they brought up in their infancy ; the 
Corfair and his Wife loved them fo paffionately, 
that they were all their Care. He was a Man who 
had been well educated ; and being a Corfair was 
more owing to his ill Fortune^ than any Inclina- 
tion : He married Corfina from the Service of a 
Princefs, where her Genius and Manners had been 
happily cultivated : She knew how to live, and tho' 
it was in a kind of Defart they then inhabited, 
where they fubfifted upon what they got by rob- 
bing on the Seas, yet fhe had not forgot the Ways 

and

And be made no doubt, but that fome great 
Myfteries were concealed in their Birth, and his find- 
ing them as he did : therefore he refolved to make 
the Gods an Acknowledgment for this Prefent, by 
his extraordinary Care of their Education : Info- 
much, that after having enlarged his Houfe, he 
hired Mailers to inftrud them in all Manner of 
Learning and Q>ialifications, who were furprized at 
the great Genius's of their Pupils.

There was a ftrift Unity among them, 
and a natural loliienefs; but the Prince Ci^^rr^^'s 
Sentiments, for the Princefs Fair-Stary were more 
paffionate than the other two : For when (he de- 
fired any Thing, he was ever moft earneft to ob- 
tain it, and was never from her. When (he went 
a hunting, he would go too ; but if (he ftay'd at 
Home, he never faiPd of an Excufe : Ahd Bright^ 
Sun and Felix, her own Brothers, always fpoke to 
her with lefs Rcfpe6l ; all which pafs'd not unob- 
feived by her. As they grew up, their mutual Ten- 
dernefs increafed, and they lived with all imagina- 
ble Pleafure and Satisfaction. * Dear Brother, [aid 

* Fair-Star to him one Day, if my Wi(hes could 

* make you happy, you (hould be one of the grea- 

* teft Monarchs upon Earth.' • Alas ! Sifter, r^- 

* plyd he, envy me not the Bleifing I enjoy, in be-

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* ing nigh you ; one Moment of which Time I pfc- 

• fer to all the Grandeur you Can wi(h me ' Tf (he 
iaid the fame Things to her other two Brothers, they 
only thanked her in a carelefs Manner, and faid no 
more. 

When (he was alone, (he examined into the Dif- 
ferences of Love, and found her Heart to be fome- 
what difpofed like theirs ; for though Bright-Sun 
and Felix were both dear to her, (he could not wifti 
to live with them all her Life : But for Cherry^ (he 
was all in Tears at the leaft thought of his Father's 
fending him to Sea, or into the Army, 'Twas thus 
Love, difguifed under the fpecious Name of an ex- 
cellent Nature, grafted itfelf into thefe young Hearts, 
But at fourteen Years of Age, Fair-Star began to 
reproach herfelf with not loving her Brothers all 
alike, but imagined the Reafon proceeded from the 
Cares and Careffes of C^^rry, whom (he fojbid from 
endeavouring to endear himfelf any more ; telling 
him, that he had found out the Way but too agree- 
ably, and had made too great a Di^crence between . 
them. He overjoyM to hear her fpeak in this Man- 
ner, inflead of abating his Paflion, rather permit- 
ted it to increafe, and every Day evidenced fome 
new Piece of Gallantry. They knew not yet how 
far their Tenderncfs nlight proceed, and indeed not 
the Nature of it ; 'till one Day, fome new Books 
being brought to Fair-Star j the firft (he laid her 
Hand on, was a Stoiy of two young Lovers, whofc 
Faffion began when they thought themfelves Bro- 
ther and Sifter; but being known by their Parents, 
were married together after a great many Difficul- 
ties : and as Cherry read with great Jultnefs, and a 
fine Accent, Ihe defired him to read it to her, while 
ilie made an End of a Piece of Lace, which (he in- 
tended to finifh. 

It was with no fmall Concern that he read this 
Adventure, efpecially when he faw fo naked a 
Defcription of his own Sentiments ; and Fair-Star 
was no lefs furprized, for it feerik'd as if the Author 

had 
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had known all that pafs'd in her Soul : the more 
Cherry read, the more be was afFefted ; and ihe» 
though fhe endeavoured all (he could, was not able 
to hinder the Tears from gufliing out from her 
Eyes. Cherry^ on his Part, made ufelefs Endeavours 
to conceal his Trouble ; he firft turned pale, and 
then red, and fault^'d in his Speech : and thus 
were they both in great Agonies. • Ah ! Sifter, 

* fry V he^ (looking melancholy at her, and letting 
' the Book fall out of his Hands) how happy was 

* HippolitOj that he was not Brother to juliaV 

* We (hall not have the like Satisfa&ion, anfiwer^d 

* Jhe, tho' we deferve it as much.' The Words 
were no fooner out of her Mouth, but (he knew 
fhe had faid too much, and became confufed ; which 
was the only Thing, if any there was, that could 
comfort the Prince. From that Time they both fell 
into a deep Melancholy, without explaining them* 
felves any farther, tho' both penetrated into what 
pafs'd in each other's Soul ; and both ftrove to con- 
ceal a Secret from the World which they would have 
been glad to have been ignorant of themfelves. But 
as it is natural for us to flatter ourfelves, the Prin- 
cefs pleafcd herfelf, t\i2xCherry had not the Star, nor 
Chain of Gold, i^c. 

One Day the three Princes being gone a hunting.

* one more deferving of her? When I found them, 

* Jaid the Corf air ^ I faw nothing that could inform 

* me of their Birth ; but knew by the Jewels that 

* were faden'd to their Cradles, th^t they were no 
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* mean Perfons ; and what is more fingular, you 

* know they feem'd all of an Age, and four arc 

* too many for one Birth.' * I fufpefled fo, Jaid 

* CorHna, that Cherry is not their Brother, for he 

* has neither a Star nor Collar.' ^ That's true, re^ 

* plf d the Hujband^ but Jewels fall out of his Hair 

* as well as the others : yet after all the Riches we 
' have amafTed together by them, I could wi(h to 

* know whofe they are.* * That we muft leave to 

* the Gods, /aid Corfma, who gave them us, and 

* when they (hall think fit, will let us know.' Fair- 
Star liflen'd attentively to their Difcourfe, and 
could not exprefs her Joy, that Ihe might hope Ihe 
was born of illuilrious Parents, tho' (he had never 
failed any ways in Refped to thofe ihe thought to 
bie hers ; and yet was net over well pleafed at her 
being a Corfair's. But what flatter'd her Imagina- 
tion mofl-jwas to think that Cherry was not her Bro- 
ther ; which Thought made her impatient to fee 
him, to tell him of this extraordinary Adventure. 
Hereupon (he went and took Horfe, and followed 
them by the Sound of the Horn. Cherry ^ as foon 
as he faw her, came to meet her before the other 
two. * How agreeable a Surprize is this, Fair-Star^ 

* /aid he ^ to fee you a hunting, who are never to 

* be drawn away from your Mu(ick and other A- 

* mufements ?' * I have fo many Things to tell 

* you, reply* d Jhe^ that I came to feek you, to talk 

* in private with you.' * Alas ! Sifter, /aid he, 

* fighing^ what is it you would have with me to-day, 

* for it is a long Time (ince you have taken any 

* Notice of me ?' At that (he blufh'd, and caft 
down her Eyes, and remain'd fome Time thought- 
ful, without ever returning any Anfwer. At la(t, 
when her two Brothers came to them, (he, like one 
awaken'd out of a Lethargy, jump'dfrom off her 
Horfe, and went, follow'd by them, to a little Hil- 
lock, furrounded with (hady Trees ; where (he faid 
to them, • Sit down here, and I will tell you what 

* I have heard.' And accordingly (he told them 

Word 
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Word for Word the Corfair's, and hh Wlfe*8 Dif- 
courfe, and how they were not their Children. No- 
thing can be faid to exprefs the Surprize of the 
three Princes : they debated among themfelves 
what they had beft to do : One was for going with- 
out faying any Thing ; another was not for going 
^t all ; and the third was for going and acqaainting 
them with it. The firtt maintained his was the fureft 
Way, becaufe the Advantage they made of them 
would induce them to keep them ; the fecond faid, 
it was not proper to leave them, unlefs they had 
fomewhere to go, where tney might be Well received, 
for that he could not bear the Thoughts of being 
ealled Wanderers ; the third all^dged the Ingrati- 
tude of leaving them without their ConfentS; that 
it was Folly to ftay any longer with them in a de- 
fart Part of the World, where th^y could never 
learn who they were, and that therefore the only 
Way was to tell them of their Defign^ ahd get their 
Confents.

Star, and his conftrained Paffion taking Wing st 
little, permitted a thbufand Ideas that charmed him. 
They addrefs'd themfelves t6 the Corfair and hi^ 
Wife with a vifible Joy, and yet Uneafinefs in theijt 
Faces ; * We come not, y2?/V Bright-Sun, to deny 

* the Friend(hip, Gratitude, and RefpeA we owd 

* you, though we are informed how you found u^ 

* on the Scia, and that you are not our Father and 

* Mother. The Piety with which you faved us, th^ 

* noble Education you have given us, and the Care 

* and Bounty you have fhewn, are fuch indifped- 

* fable Ties, that nothing in this World can frtQ 

* us from. We are come now to renew our iincerd 
*■ Thanks, and to beg of you to relate to us fo rare 

F 5 « an 
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an Event, and to advife us, that guided by your 

* wile Counfels, we may have nothing to reproach 

* ourfelves withal.' 1 he Corfair and his Wife were 
very much furprized, that a 1 hingwhich they had 
concealed with fo much Care, (houid be difcover'd. 

You are too well inform'd, /aid they ^ and we can 
no longer hide from you, that you are not our 
Children, and that Fortune alone put you into 
our Hands. We have no Knowledge of your 
Birth, but, by the Jewels that were found in 
your Cradles, guefs yo«r Parents to be People of 
Quality, or very rich. What can we ad vile you 
more I \{ you confult the Friendfhip we have for 
you, you will, without doubt, flay here with us, 
and comfort us in our old Age by your Prefence. 
If you don't like this Houfe or Abode, we will 
remove where you (hall think fit, provided it be 
not to Court, which a long Experience has made 
us difreliih ; and would make you too, if you 
knew but the continual Trouble and Care, the 
Difguifes and Diflimulation, the Envy and Strife, 
the falfe Happinefs, and all the Mifchiefs attend- 
ing there : I could tell you more, but that you 
may think my Counfels too much interefled, which 
they really are, my dear Children ; we only defire 
to detain you in this peaceable Retreat ; yet you arc 
your own Mailers, to go when you will. Confider, 
now you are in the Haven, and are going to fail 
in a boifterous Sea; the Trouble exceeds the Plea- 
fure : the Courfe of Man's Life is limited, and 
oftentimes is cut (hort by one half; the Gran- 
deurs of this World are like falfe Stones; the 
mod: folid Happinefs is to know how to fet Bounds 
to our Deiires, to be wife and live in a perfed 
Tranquility.' 
The Corfair had not made an End of thefe his 
Remonftranccs fo foon, but that he was interrupted 
by Prince Felix : * We have too great a Defire, dear 
• Father, /aid he^ to make fome Difcoveries of our 

« Births, 
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* Births ; to live buried her in a Defart, the Mo- 

* rals you have laid down are excellent, and I 
« wifti we were able to follow them ; but I know 
« not what Fatality guides ns; let us fulfil our De- 

* ftiny, we will come and ice you again, and give 

* you an Account of our Adventures.' At thefe 
Words the Cor/air and his Wife burft out in Tears : 
The Princes very much relented, and particularly 
Fair-Star t who was of a fweet Difpofition, and 
would never have thought of going away, had fhe 
hxit Cherry to flay with her. After this Refolution, 
their Thoughts were wholly bent upon their Equi- 
page and their Embarkation ; for they hoped, when 
at Sea, to get fome Light of what they wanted to 
know. They put four Horfes aboard ; and after 
having combed their Heads to give Corjina as many 
Jewels as they poffibly could, they defired her in 
exchange to give them the Chains and Diamonds 
that ihe found in their Cradle ; who went immedi- 
ately and fetch'd them out of her Clofet, where (he 
kept them fafe, and tied them all upon Fair-Star, 
whom (he embraced with all motherly AfFedlion, 
wetting her Face with her Tears. 

Never was any Separation more melancholy : The 
Corfair and his Wife were ready to die with Grief. 
But their Sorrows proceeded not from Intereft; 
they had already amafs'd too much Riches to defire 
any more. In fhort, Bright-Sun^ Felixt Cherry, and 
Fair-iitar, went aboard a Veflel which the Corfair 
had fitted out with all Magnificence, and fine 
Paintings, of the Stories of Cleopatra and Mark An- 
tony^ and all the Attendants of Venus. The Courfe 
they fteer'd was to the fame Degrees of Latitude 
where the Corfair found them, and prepared a 
great Sacrifice for the Gods and Fairies to obtain 
their l>otedlion, and guide them to the Place of 
their Birth. They took a Turtle Dove, and were 
going to Sacrifice it ; but that the compaffionate 
Princefs thought it fo beautiful, that fhe faved it's

all Nature feem'd to keep a profound Silence to lif- 
ten to it ; the Seas were calm, and the Winds only 
breaih'd gentle Zephyrs, which only diforder'd the 
Princefs's Vail and Hair : And a Syren arofe out of 
the Water, and fung, while the Princefs and her 
Brothers admired her. After fome Airs, flie turn'd 
heifelf towards them, and faid. Be not uneafy\ let 
your Vejfel dri've before the Wind', and nx>here itJiopSy 
there difembark ; and Jet thofe <who lo've, lo've ftill on* 
Fair'Star and Cherry were fenfible of an extraordi- 
nary Joy at thefe Words of the Syren's ; never dif- 
putingbut that they related to them ; and by Signs 
gave each other to underdand as much, without 
Bright-Sun and Felix perceiving them in the leaft. 
The Ship failed at the Pleafure of the Winds and 
Sea; they had nothing extraordinary happen'd in 
their Voyage, and the Weather was all the Time 
Very finej and the Sea calm. They were full three 
Months out at Sea, during which Time the amo- 
rous Prince had a great deal of Converfation with his 
beloved Princefs, and one Day, among others, faid 
to her; ' How flattering are my Hopes, charming 

* Fair-Star I I am no longer your Brother : This 

* Heart, which again acknowledges your Power, 

* and ever (hall, was never form'd to be g\iilty of 

* fuch a Crime ; for a Crime it would be to love 

* you as I do, if you was my Sifter : But the chari- 

* table Syren has confirmed what I always fuf- 

* pedled.' * Ah ! Brother, replied Jhe, truft not fo 

* much to a 7'hing which is yet fo dark, that we 

* cannot penetrate into it. What will become of 

* us, if we fiiould irritate the Gods againft us, by 
« Sentiments that may not be pleafing to them ? 

* 'I he Syren has explained herfelf fo little, th^ we 
' wa^ be very fond of guefiing at Riddlet, to apply 

* what Uie faid to ourfcWes.* * AV civxtX^^Jv^, 
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* /aid the affiiSied Prince^ your Refufal proceeds more 

* from Averfion to me, than Refpeft to the Gods.* 
Fair'Star made no Reply, but raifing her Eyes up 
to Heaven, fetch'd adeep Sigh, which he explained 
in his Favour. 

The Days were then very long and hot ; towards 
the Evening the Princefs and her Brothers went 
upon the Deck, to fee the Sun repofe himfelf in 
the bread of his beloved Thetis \ and taking their 
Inftruments, began a very agreeable Concert. In 
the mean Time, a frefh Gale of Wind arifing, they 
foon doubled a point, which conceal'd from their 
Eyes a beautiful City, the Profpedl of which ama- 
zed and pleafed our lovely Youths fo much, that 
they wifh'd their Veflel might enter the Port ; but 
doubted left there fhould not be room, there be- 
ing fo many in before them,' thai the Mafts look'd 
like a floating Foreft. Their Defires were accom- 
plifh'd ; the Shores were prefently crouded to fee the 
Magnificence of the Ship, which was no Ways in- 
ferior for Beauty to that fent by the Argonauts to 
fetch the golden Fleece. All that faw the Stais on 
the Princes, were fill'd with Admiration ; and fome 
ran to inform the King of it, who as he could not 
believe it, and as the large great Terrafs belonging 
to his Palace look'd to the Sea, he came prefently 
and faw the Frincts Bright- Sun, and C>&^r*^, taking 
the Princefs in their Arms, and carrying her afliore ; 
and after that un(hipping their Horl'es, the Richnefe 
of whofe Accoutrements were anfwerable t'othereft* 
That Bright-Sun was mounted on. was as black as 
jet ; Felixes was grey, Cherrjs as white as Miik, 
and the trincefs's an Ifahella ; which four Horfcs 
carried themfelves fo handfomely, and curvetted fo 
fine, that the King very much admired them. 

The Princes, hearing the People fay, there's the 
King, there's the King, lifting up their Eyes, be- 
held in him an Air of fo much Majefty, that they 
no longer difputed but it was truev ^ix^d^'&.^vcv^V^ 
hixn^ made him each a low Bovj, ^^vsi<^x^€\\'%*'^^^ 
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onliim al! the Time; while he looking no lefs ear- 
neftly upon them, was charm'd with the incompara- 
ble Beauty of the Piincefs, and the good Mein of 
the three Princes. He fent (he fi-ft Gentleman of 
his Bed Chamber to ofFer them his Protection and 
whatever they fhould want, they being perfeft Stran* 
gers. They accepted of the Honour the King did 
them, with a great deal of Refped and Acknow- 
ledgment, and told him that they only wanted an 
Houfe where they might live private ; and that they 
ihouid be glad if it could be two or three Miles from 
the City, becaufe they took great Delight in walk- 
ing. He accordingly did as they defired, and lodged 
them and their Train commodioufly. The King, 
whofe thoughts were full of what he had feen, went 
immediately into the Queen Mother's Apartment, 
and told her what he hadbeen feeing, and how muck 
he admired the Youths and the young Lady At 
this News Ihe flood as it were, thunder (Iruck : 
But recovering herfelf afked in a carelefs Manner, 
of what Age they might be, and he anfwe ing 
about fifteen or fixteen, her Uneafinefs encreafed ; 
and fhe apprehended with Fear that Feintija had 
betray'd her; while the King walked abouL the 
Room in fome PaiHon and Concern, often faying, 

* How happy muft that Father be, who is bleft with 

* fuch an OfF-fpring! and how miferable am I to 

* be a King and Father to three Whelps, and have 

* no Heirs to my Crown.' 

The old Queen heard thefe Words with a dead- 
ly Dread ; the Stars, and the Nearnefs of their Age^ 
with the Princes and their Sifter, gave her great 
Sufpicions that Feintija^ inftead of making away 
with the King's Children, had preferved them. But 
as (he was a Woman that had a great Command 
over herfelf, (he difcovered not in the leaft what 
agitated h^r foul ; and would not fend that Day to 
inform herfelf of what (he defired fo much to know ; 
but the next Day fent her Secretary under pretext 
of giving fo/ne Orders for their Eatcrtainment, to 
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examine and enquire into w^hat was fo neceifary to 
her Repofe. The Secretary went early the next 
Morning, and arrived juft as the Princefs was fet 
down to her Toilet, and was com1>ing her Hair^ 
which hung down in fine Rings below her Waifl, 
which was hung round with Baikets to catch the 
Jewels, (he comb'd out : her Star (hined fo bright 
that it dazzled him, and the Chain of Gold about 
her Neck feem'd no lefs extraordinary than theDia* 
monds, ^c rolling down from the Top of her Head. 
The Secretary could hardly believe his Eyes ; when 
the Princefs making Choice of a large Pearl, fuch as 
the Kings of Spain edeem fo much by the Name of 
Peregrina^ or the Pilgrim, as it tfame from a Tra- 
veller, (he dtfired him to accept of it, that there- 
by he might remember her. He, confounded by (b 
much liberality, took his leave of her, and went 
to pay his Refpefts to the three Princes, with whom 
he flayed fomeTime to inform himfelf of what his 
Mifli-efs defired fo much to know ; and after that re- 
turned back to the Qaeen, with an Account that 
confirm'd what (he fo much fear'd. He told her Cher- 
ry had no Star, but that Diamonds, l^c, fell out of 
his Hair ; and that in his Opinion he was the hand- 
fomed ; that they were come a great way off ; and 
that their Father and Mother had fixed a Time for 
them to finifh their Travels in. 

This Article put the Queen a little to a (land, 
and (he imagined fometimes that they were not the 
King's Children. Thus (he waver'd between Hope 
and Fear ; when the King hunting one Day by their 
Houfe, the Gentleman of his Bed chamber told him 
as they pail by, that it was there the Princefs and 
her Brothers lived. * The Queen has advifed me, 

* reply* ii the King^ not to fee them, fearing left they 

* may have come from fome Place where the Plague 
' rages, and may bring fome Infeftion with them.' 

* Indeed, replfd the Gentleman^ it is very dangerous; 

* but I believe there's more to be fear'd from the 

* Eyes of this young Stvanger, l\i«tu ^w^ \vwl^^\^^ 
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* of the Air.' * lam of your 0\\ii\oxiy f aid the 
KinfTy and fpurring his Horfe went forward ; when 
prefpntly hearing a Sound of Inftruments, he ftopt 
at the Hall Windows, which were open ; and after 
having admired the Sweetnefs of this Symphony, 
went on. The noife iheHorfes made, engaged the 
Princes to look out ; who, when they faw the 
King, faluted him very refpeftfully, and made all 
haHe to come out ; and accofting him with a gay 
Countenance and much Submiffion, they embraced 
his Knees, and the Princefs kifs'd his Hand. The 
King carefs'd them with a pleaiing Satisfadlion, and 
found his Heart fo touch'd, that he could not guefs 
at the Caufc. He bid them not fail of coming to 
Court, telling them he fhould be very glad to fee 
them there, and that he would prefent them to his 
Mother. They thank'd him for the Honour he did 
them, and afTured him, that asibon as thetr Clothes 
and Equipage were got ready, they would make their 
Appearance there. After this the King left them 
to purfue his Game, and fent them one half of what 
he kill'd. and carried the other with him fo the 
Queen his Mother ; who faid to him, * How comes 

* this about? you ufed to kill three Times as much 

* this ' * Indeed, reply* d the King^ I have regaled the 

* beautiful Strangers with fjme ; and 1 have fo 

* ftrong a Fancv for them, that were you not fo 

* much afraid of fome Contagion, I would lodge 

* them in the Palace.* 

The old Qneenvery much vexM, accufed him of 
want of Refpedl to her, and reproach'd him for 
cxpofing himfelf fo raihly ; and when he was gone, 
fent for Feintifa into her Clofet, and catching hold 
of her Hair v/ith one Hand, and clapping a Poy- 
nard to her Throat with the other, faid, * 1 kuOw 

* not, bafe Wretch, what Remains of Kindnefs 
« hinders my facrificing thee to my juft Refent- 

* ment; thou haft betray'd me, and haft not kill'd 
« the four Child en I put in thy Hands for thatpur- 

' pofe : Own thy Crkti^, and perhaps I m^iy fot^lve 
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* thee.* Feintifa half dead with Fear, caft herfelf 
at her Feet and told her all (he had done ; that (he 
thought it impoflible that thiy (hould be alive, be- 
caufe there arofe juft then fuch a terrible Tem- 
ped, that in all Probability they mud be cad away; 
adding, that if (he would but give her Time, (he* 
would find out a Way to deftroy them one after 
another, without the lead Sufpicion. The Queen, 
whom nothing; but the Promife of their Death could 
appeafe, bid her to lofe no Time ; and indeed Fein* 
tifa who faw her Life in great Danger, neglected 
nothing that Lay in her Power: Sue watched the 
Time when the Princes were gorte out a hunting, 
and carrying a Guittar under her Arm, went and 
fat over againft the Princefs's Window, and fung 
theie Word J.

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Fair Star liking the Words, came into her Balco- 
ny to fee who the Peribn was that fung them, and 
Felnti/a appearing in a Drcfs fuitable to her Deiign, 
made her a very low Courtefy. The Princefs, as 
Ihe was gay, returning the Salute, afked her if 
ihofe Words were made upon herfelf. * Yes, charm- 

* ingLady, they were, reply* d Feintifa; but that 

* they may never be apply'd to you, I am come to 

* give you fome c^ood Advice, which you ought not 

* to neglca,' * What's that,y«/V Fair-Star V « Let mc 

* come into your Chamber, and 1 will tell you, re- 

* plied the other ^ • Come up then, /aid the Princefs J 
And immediately thereupon, the old Woman rofe 
up, and came into her Chamber- with a courtly 
Air, which when once attained, is not eafily laid 
afide. * Dear h^dy./aidjhej luithout lofingany Timet 

for Jheiuas afraid of being interrupted. Heaven has 
formed you charming and lovely, you are adorn- 
ed with a bright Star upon your Forehead, and 
feveial Wonders are reported of you : but you 
want one Thing that is eflentially neceflary ; and 
if you have it not, I pity you.' And what is it ? 

replfd Jhe. * The Dancing- Water, added the luicked 
Feintifa : if I had had it in my Ycuth« you (hould 
not have feen a grey Hair in my Head, nor a 
Wrinkle in my Bow. I (hould have had now 
the moft charming white Teeth : But, alas ! it was 
too late when I knew this Secret ; my Charms 
were clecay'd before. Profit by my Misfortunes, 
dear Child, it will be fome Comfort to me ; for I 
have a Tendsrnefs for you.* * But where (hall I 
get this Dancing- Water, reply* d Fair Star.' * In the 
Burning Forejl, (aid Feintifa. You have three Bro- 
thers, do none of them love you well enough to 
go and fetch it for you ?' * • My Brothers, faid 
the Princefst love me tenderly ; and I am fure 
there's one of them will refufe me nothing : and 
1 will certainly, if this Water does what you fay, 
give you a Recompence fuitable to your Deferts,* 

The perfidious Feintifa retired in Hade, overjoyM 
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that (he had fucceeded fo well, leWingFair Star, (he 
would be fare to come and fee her again. 

When the Princes came from Hunting, one 
brought a Boar, another a Hare, and the third a 
Stag, and laid them at their Sifter's Feet ; which 
Homage flie looked upon with Difdain ; Her 
Thoughts were fo much employed on that Advice 
Feintija had given, that fhe feem'd uneafy ; and 
Cherry, whofe whole Study was to obferve her Ho* 
mour and Motions was not long before he obferved 
it. • What is the Matter, my ^td^r Star y /aid be, per- 
haps you like not the Country where we aie ; if 
fo» we will ?o away immediately ; perhaps you 
are not pleated with our Equipage it is not fine 
enough : fpeak, and tell me, that I may have the 
Pleafure. of obeying you firil.' * The Confidence 
which you give me, faid Jhe, to tell you what 
paflfes in my Mind, engages me to declare to you, 
that I cannot live without the Dancing Water 
which 18 in the Burning Foreft; had I that, I need 
not fear any Thing from the Power of Time.* 
Trouble jQOt yourfelf, my lovely Star, added ht^ 
I will go and fetch it to you, or let you know by 
my Death, that it is impoffible to have it.' ' No, 
faid fiye, I would rather renounce all the Advan- 
tages of Beauty, and be horridly frightful than 
hazard a Life fo dear. I conjure you never to 
think more of this Water; and, if I have any 
Power over you, I forbid you.' The Prince feem'd 
to obey : but as foon as he faw her engaged and 
bufy, he mounted his white Horfe, and furniftied 
his Pockets plentifully with Money ; and for Jewels 
his Head fupply'd him fuffidentlv. He took no 
Attendants with him, that he niignt be more at his 
own Liberty; and that if any dangerous Adven- 
ture prefented, he might not be troubled with the

him. Big with thefe Hopes (he ran to the Queen - 
Mother, to give her an Account of all that had paft / 
telling her that (he no longer difputed, but that 
they were the three Princes and their Sifter, (ince 
rhey had Stars on their Foreheads, and golden 
Chains about their Necks, and that (he had feen 
the l^rincefs dre(red in the fame Diamonds (he put 
into her Cradle, though they were nothing nigh 
fo valuable as fome that dropped out of her Hair: 
Infomuch, that (he was a(rured of their being re- 
turned, notwithftanding the Care (he thought (lie 
had taken to prevent it. * But, Madamt, /aid Jhe^ 

* as the only Means left me to repair this Fault 

* of mine, is to rid you of them, give me but Tim^, 

* and I will effedually do it : There's one of the 

* Princes gone already to fetch the Dancing- Water, 

* who, undoubtedly, will perilh in the Attempt ; 

* and I (hall form Schemes enough for the relh' 

* We (hall fee, /aid the §iuee%^ whether the Soccefs 

* atfifweri 
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* anfwers your Expedtaticyi, which is the on\y 
Thing that (hall fkreen you from my jull Rage»' 
Upon this Feintifa retired, not a little alarmed, de- 
vifing with herfelf how to profecute her Undertak- 
ings. 

The Contrivance of the Prince Cherryh DeHruc- 
tion w;j[s one of the molt certain, for the Dancing- 
Water was not eafily to be got ; the Reports of the 
Misfortunes that attended all thofe who nad gone fqr 
it, had made the Way known almofl to every body. 
The Prince never fpared his white Nag, who went 
at an incredible Swiftnefs, fo willing was- he to re- 
turn foon to Fair-Star, to give her all the Satis- 
fa^ion fhe could promife herfelf from his ]ou ney. 
He was eight Days and Nights without taking an/ 
Repofe, but what he got under a Tree in a Wood 
or Forefl, while his Horfe was grazing ; and lived 
on what Fruits he found on the Trees. The niath 
Day he found himfelf very much incommoded by 
the exceflive Heat of (he Air, and not knowing 
what Caufe to attribute it to iince he was certain 
it was not the Sun, when he gain'd ths Top ^ 
a Hill, he perceived the burning Forefl ; wherp 
the Trees were always in Flames, without ever 
confuming ; which cad fuch a Heat, that all the 
Country about was a dry Defart. In this Foreft, 
the Prince heard the hiffing of Adders, and the 
Roaring of Lions, which very much amazed him ; 
who could not believe that any Thing but a Sala- 
mander could live in a kind of Furnace. After 
having coniidered on fo dreadful a Thing, and 
thought on what was to be done* he gave himfelf up 
for loft ; when going nigher to this great Fire, and 
being ready to die with Thirft, finding a Fountain, 
he. alighted from off his Horfe, and (looping to take 
up fpme Water into a golden Vcflel he brought 
with him, to carry that the Princefs defired him, he 
perceiv'd a Turtle drowning, and taking pity on it, 
faved it ; and after having held it feme Time by the 
Heels, and wiped its wet Feathers* put it in his 

Bofom, 
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Bo/bm, where the poor Turtle recovered. * Prince 
Cherry yfatd it ^ in a fofi tender Voice ^ you never could 
have obliged any Creature more full of Acknow- 
ledgment than myfelf ; This is not the firft Time I 
have received moll fignal Fevers from your Fami- 
ly : I am glad that 1 now can, in return, be fer- 
viceable to you. Think not that T am ignorant of 
the Caufe of this your Journey, which you have 
too raihly undertaken, iince it is almoft impoflible 
to tell how many have peri(hed here. The Danc- 
ing Water is the eighth Wonder of the World % 
it beautifies Ladies, makes them young again, and 
enriches them; but if 1 am not your Guide, you 
can never get to it : The fource of the Water falls 
with fo great an Impetuoiity into a deep Abyfs : 
In the Road is a Blockade of Trees, laid fo clofe^ 
and fo entangled by their Branches and Briars, 
that T fee no Way but to go under Ground. Reft 
yoarfelf here, and be not uneafy, I will go and 
take proper Meafares about it.' 
Then the Turtle left him, flying backwards and 
forwards, and taking feveral Flights about ; and to- 
wards the Clofe of the Day, came and told the 
Prince all was ready : Who took the loving Bird in 
his Hand, kifling it, carefs'd it, and thank'd it ; 
and after that, followed it upon his White Horfe. 
They had not gone many hundred Yards, before 
the Prince feeing a great Number of Foxes, Badgers, 
Moles and other Creatures that burrough ; .and 
wondering how they came to be fo aflTembled toge- 
ther, the Turtle told him it was by her Means, and 
that they came to Work for his Service. Cherry 
when he came to the Mouth of the Vault, pull'd 
the Biidle off the Horfe's Head, and ty'd it to the 
Saddle, and turn*d him loofe ; and then follow'd 
the Turtle, who condudled him to the Fountain, 
the falling of whofe Water, made fuch a Noife, as 
would have deafen'd him, had not the Turtle given 
him two of her white Feathers. He was ftrangely 
fur prized to let the Water dance with fo much 
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juftnefs to the Warblings of fome Birds, who fly- 
ing in the Air, formed a Band of Mulick. He 
fillM his Veffel of Gold, and pulled two hearty 
Draughts, which made him a thoufand Times more 
beautiful than he was before, and refrefh'd him 
fo much, that he was able to bear the Heat of the 
Foreft, He returned the fame Way he came, and 
Bnding his Horfe again, at the Cavern's Mouth, 
mounted him again, and taking the Dove in his 
Hand, faid, ' Loving Turtle, I know not by what 

* Prodigy you have fo much Power here ; what • 
' you have done for me demands all my Gratitude; 

* and as Liberty is the greateft of all Bleffings, I 

* give you yours, to (hew fome token of my good- 

* will.' As he faid thefe Words, he let her go : 
ihe flew away with as fullen an Air, as if he had 
kept her agai nil her Will. Upon which he Taid 
to himfelf, ' How fickle art thou ! thou haft more 
' of a Man than a Turtle in thee ; the one is incon- 

* ftant, the other not.* To this the Turtle, mount- 
ed high in the Air,' faid, * And do you know who 

* I am ?* 

Cherry, amazed that the Turtle (hould anfwcr 
thus to his Thoughts, fufpedted her to be fomething 
very extraordinary, and was forry he had let her 
fly, faying to himfelf that (he might be very ufe- 
ful to him, and he might have learn'd of her feveral 
Things, that might have contributed very much to 
his Repofe. But then again he confldered with 
himfelf that he ought never to regret a good 
A6lion, and that he was indebted to her, when he 
thought on the difHculties ihe had fmooth'd out 
for him, to get the Dancing Water. His Golden 
Veflel or Bottle, in which he put it, was fo clofe 
ilopt up, he could not fpill one Drop, nor the Spirit 
of the Water evaporate ; fo that all the Way, he 
cntertain'd himfelf with the Thoughts, how agree- 
able he (hould pleafe his Fair-Start and the Joy (he 
would receive to fee the Water and him again : 
When prefcntly he fpy'd, feveral Men on Horfe- 
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back, galloping at full Speed, who no fooner per- 
ceived him, but they gave a Hallow, and pointed to 
him. Though his intrepid Soul was void of Fear, as 
not to be alarm'd at any Danger, yet was he vex*d 
to think he (hould be (lopped ; he fpurred on his 
Horfe, and made boldly towards them : But how 
agreeable was his Surpiize, to find them to be his 
Domedicks, with a Letter from the Princefs, charg- 
ing him not to expofe himfelf to the Dangers of 
the Burning Foreft ! He kifled the Writing, figh^d 
feveral Times, and made all pofiible Hade to ea(e 
her other Fears. 

When he came home, he found her fitting under 
foroe Trees, abandoned to her Grief; but when fhe 
faw him at her Feet, (he knew not what Reception 
to give him ; (he could both chide him, for going 
contrary to her Orders, and thank'd him for his 
Prefenti At laft, her Tendernefs prevailing, (he 
embraced her dear Brother, and receiv'd him with 
all po(rible Demon ftratioBs of Joy* The refllefs 
Feinti/a\incw by her Spies, iheitCherry was reiurn'd, 
and more beautiful than when he went, and that 
the Princefs, by wa(hingher Face with the Dancing- 
Water, was become exceffive beautiful, that no bo- 
dy could behold her without Admiration. She 
was very much amazed and vex'd, for (he made 
account that the Prince would perifli in the At- 
tempt : But rccolleiting, this was no Time to de- 
(pond, but feeking an Opportunity, when the Prin- 
cefs went to the Temple of £)/Vz»^i unacompanied, 
(he accofled her with an Air of Friendlhip, and 
faid, * I congratulate you. Madam, on the happy 

* Succefsof my Advice, your Looks difcover too 

• plainly that you have ufed the Dancing- Water : 

< but if I durft advife you once more, ypu fliould 
« think of getting the .Singing- Apple, which is as_ 
« great an Embelliihment to the Wit : Would you 

< perfuade, it is but fmelling ; would you appear 
« in publick, make Verfes write Profe, make PeO- 
« pie to laugh or cry, it has al! thefe Virtues ; and 
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beiides, fings fo fine, that it raviflies al? that hear 
it.' * I will have none of it, erf d the Princefi^ 
my Brother had like to have loll his Life, ih 
fetching the Dancing- WiKcr, yotir Counfel is too 
dangerous.' * What I Madam, reply d Feintifa, 
would you not be the mod learned and witty La- 
dy in the World ? Sure you don't think foi* 
Alas ! what would have become of me, if my 
Brother had beeti brought back dead, or dying I' 
Then let him go no mortj faid the old Womariy let 
the other two oblige you in their Turns : this 
Etiterprize is riot fo dangerous.' * No matter 
for that, /aid the Prince/sj I will not expofe them 
to it.' * How much I pity you, reply* d Feintifa, 
to let ib SldvantageoUs an Opportunity flip you ; 
but conAder upon it : Farewel, Madam.' And 
then left her, very much difTatisfied with the Sue* 
cefs of h«r Harangue. Fair-Star ftay'd at the Feet 
of Dimtk^z Statue, irrefolute what to do : She loved 
her Bfoth^r^, but fo earnedly defired the Singing*- 
Apple, that (he figh*d atid fell a crying. Bright^ 
Sun coining into the Temple^ and feeing the Prin- 
cefs's Face covered with her Veil^ becaufe flife wA 
afhamed to be feen blear- ey'd : Bdt he gn^fiin^ 
ihe was in Tears, and going up to her, cbrijureS 
her tnftantly to tell him why (he cry*d. But flie 
refufed, telling him (he could not for Shaiile } alid 
th^ more ihe deny'd, the more earned he ^^as t% 
know. At laft (he faid, that the fame old WkMom. 
that advls'd her to fend for the Dailoing- Water had 
been telling her of the Singing-Apple, which wk§ 
more wonderful ; becaafe it created as nttdi Wit 
as to make the Per ion po(re(red of it a p4xfk€t Prp^ 
digy, and that (he would ahnoft give her Lift for 
Aich an Apple, but that (he fear'd there was too 
smidi banger . in gding for it*. * Yon f^ed lidt hk 

* afr»idof me, teffy'd^e Brother^ I affcire y6u< for 
■ I am n^t id fond ak that comes to : What^veyot 

* not Wit dnlougbal ready ?. Q6me, come, don*t vest 
« yourfelf about fuch a fooli(h Story,* 
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FatrSiar follow'd him from thence home, not a 
little melancholy at the Manner of his receiving the 
Confidence (herepofed inhim, and the Impoi&bility 
of her having the Sinking-Apple. When Supper 
was fet upon the Table, ihe could not eat ; Cherry^ 
the lovely Cherry obferved it, and helped her to the 
niceft Bits, preffing her to tafte thereof: But all he 
could fay proved ufelefs, the Tears came in her Eyes, 
and (he rofe from the Table. O Heavens 1 how un- 
cafy was Cherry^ ignorant of what was the Caufe ? 
when Bright -Sun told him in a fort of Raillery, dif- 
ohliging enough to his Sider, who was fomuch pi- 
qued thereat, that ihe retired to her Chamber, and 
would fee nobody all that Night. 

When Bright- Sun and Felix were in Bed, Cherry 
mounted his white Nag again, and without faying 
any Thing to any one, fet out on his Journey for 
the Singing- Apple, tho' he knew not one Foot of 
the Way, leaving a Letter behind him, to be given 
-to Fair-Star the next Morning ; who when fhe re- 
ceived it, felt all the Difquiet and Torments con- 
ceivable upon fuch an Occaiion. She ran into her 
Brothers Chamber, to let them partake fomewhat of 
her Grief; who prefently fent after him again, to ob- 
lige him to return, without attempting an Adven- 
ture wherein there was fo much Hazard. All this 
Time the King who never had thefe four Strangers 
out of his Thoughts, as often as he went a hunting 
call'd upon them, and reproached them for not 
coming to his Court. They excufed themfelves, iirli:, 
that they had not compleated their Equipage ; and 
then their Brother was ablent ^. AfTuring him, that 
«pon his Return, they, after the Leave he gave them^ 
^ouid pay their moft humble Refpedis to him. 

The Prince Cherry ^ who was too much urged on 
by his Paflion, not to mak^ all poiTible Hafte, foine 
time after Dsy break, found a handfome young Man 
fet under a (hady Tree, reading a Book he held 
in his Hand ; to whom he addrefs'd himfelf in a 
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civil Manner, and faid, * Give me Leave to inter^ 

* rupt you, to aflc if you know where I may find 

* the Singing-Apple.' The young Man looking up 
and fmiling, a(k'd him if he intended to obtain it. 

* Yes, reply*d the Prince^ if it is poffible I will.* 

* Ah ! Sir, added the Stranger, you know not all the 

* Dangers : Here is a Book that fpeaks of them, and 

* the very reading of it is enough to make one 

* tremble.' • No matter for that, y«/V Cherry, the 

* Danger is not capable of difmaying me ; tell me 

* only where I may find it.' • This Book, continued 

* the Many fays, in the Defarts of Lyhiay that we 

* may hear it fing eight Leagues off; and that the 
•^ Dragon, which guards it, has already devoured 

* above five Hundred thoufand People. * I fhall 

* make one moTCt /aid the Prince fmiling ; and then 
taking his Leave, fet forwards for the Defarts of 
Lybia. After feveral Days Journey, he liften'd if he 
could hear the Apple, afflidting himfelf with the 
Length of the Way ; when perceiving in the Road 
a Turtle almo(l dead, and feeing no one nigh that 
could have wounded it, he believed that it might 
belong to Venus ; and that having efcaped her Court, 
the little Archer, to try his Bow and Arrows, had 
let fly at her ; and taking Pity on it, alighted off his 
Horie, took it up, and wiped its bloody Feathers, 
took out of his Pocket a little golden Box of an 
admirable Ointment, and no fooner apply'd it to 
the Wound of the poor Turtle, but it opened its 
Eyes, raifed up its Head, ftretched out its Wings 
and then looking at the Prince, faid, * Good-mor- 

* row. Cherry y you are deftined to fave my Life, and 

* I may perhaps do you no lefs iignal Services. 

* You are come for the Singing- Apple, the Enter- 

* prize is difficult, and worthy of you ; for it is 
' guarded by a terrible fcaled Dragon, with three 

* Heads and twelve Feet.' * Ah ! my dear Turtle, 

* f cad the Prince^ how overjoy'd ami to fee you a- 

* gain, and at a Time when your Afliftance is fo 

* necefTary. Don't deny it me, my pretty Creature, 
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' ler I (hould die with Grief, if I (hould return with- 

* out the Singing- Appl« ; and fince that 1 got the 

* Dancing- Water by thy Means, I hope you will 

* find out fome Expedient whereby I may lucced as 
' well in this Undertaking.' • Follow roe, /?»/w^rV 

* ibe lurtle^ and I hope ail will be well.' 

1 he Prince let her go ; and after following her 
all the Day, arrived at a great Mountain of Sand, 
into which the Turtle told him hemuil dig ; which 
he accordingly did, fometimes with his Hand, and 
ibmetijaaes with his Sword. After fome Hours 
hard working he found a Head- piece, Breaft-plate, 
and, in fhort, a compleatSuit of Armour for Man 
and Hoffe, all of Glafs. * Arm yourfelf, y«/V///6# 

* Turtle^ and fear not the Dragon ; for when hefhall 

* ice himfelf in all the Glaffes. he will be fb frijht- 

* enedy thinking his own Refemblance, in fo many 

* Mirrors, to be as many fuch Monders as himfelf, 

* that he will run away.' Cherry approving this 
Contrivance, armed himfelf, and taking the Turtle 
in his Hand, they travelled all that Night, and at 
Day- break heard a moft ravifhing Melody ; and the 
Prince aiking what it was. the Turtle told him, 
ihe was perfuaded that nothing but the Singinjg-Ap* 
pie could be fo agreeable, for that it performed all 
Parts in Mufick, and feem'd as if all Manner of 
Inftruments were play'd upon, which made them 
ftill keep advancing towards it. '] he Prince wifli'd 
to himfelf, it might fing fomething that might be 
adapted to the fituation of his Heart ; and at that 
very Inflant heard theib Words : 

'7/V Lo^e can conquer the mojl Rebel Heatt^ 
Be amorous Ji ill, and /rem her ne'ver part % 
And fence you follo'w Beauty* s Cruelty ^ 
Love on, purjue^ and you ijuill happy be* 

* Ah ! cry^d he, in anfewer to thefe Ferfis^ how 

* charming is this Predidion! I may hope then to be 

* more happy.' To which the Turtle made no Re- 
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ply, for (he never fpoke any Thing but what was 
abfolutely neceflary. The farther they advanced, 
the more charming the Muficfeem^d; and what* 
ever dread the Prince might be in, he was fbme- 
times fo ravifh*d, that he 6^p*d alfno^bi-nfenfibUof 
any Thing elfe : But the Sight of the Dragoii, who 
appear'd liiddenly, foon recovered Wm out of this 
kind of Lethargy. He had fmelt the Prince a great 
way of, and expe^ed to devour him, as he had 
done by all the red. He came jumping alone;^ co« 
vering the Ground as he canye with a pokonou» 
Froth. Out of his infernal Throat there ifTued 
Fire and little Dragons, which be uled indead of 
Darts, to throw into the- Eyes and Ears of alt tho 
Knights Errant that came* to fstch away the Sir^ 
ing- Apple. But when he faw h« own terri bte Fi* 
gure, multiplied a thov fend Times, in (he Prince's 
Gfafs Armour, he ftopt ; and looking hard upon» 
him, bearing (o man^y no lefs horrid Monfters-than 
himfelf about him, was frightened and ran awayv 
Cherry perceiving the happy Succefs ef his Armour^ 
jpiirfued him to the Mouth of a deep Cavern, whick 
he cioftfd-up. to prevent his rcturniag again After 
riiat, fearchiug*abour« h« difeover'd, with Admira* 
tion, the beautiful I'ree, which was nU Aiabef^ 9Jh- 
cept the Apples, which were Topazes ; bat tliao 
which he fought after with (b much Painf, and 
g>eat Danger, was a Ruby crownM with a DiamcMid* 
The Prince, tranfported with the Joy of having it 
in his Power to beflow fo great a TreaAire oa bit. 
beloved Pair-Star made hade to break off th«* 
Bough ; and proud of his Good Fortune, mounted 
his Horfe again, but faw no more of the Turtle,, 
who, when there was no farther need of her Alfift- 
ance, was flown away. In fliort, the Prince rtturne<f 
to his Princefs with his Prize, who had never en» 
joy'd one Moment's Repofe fince his Abfcnce : Sh« 
continually reproached herfelf for her Ambition 
of Wit, dreading Cherry^s Death far more than her 
own : ' Ah 1 uahappy Wretch that I as, i^wwld fi^ 
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* often cry y fetching deep and heavy Sighs) why was I 

* lo vain-glorious ? Why could I not be content to 

* fpeaky and do Things well enough not to be im- 

* pertinent ? Well, I am punifhed for my Pride, 

* if I lofc him I fo dealy loved. Alas ! Perhaps 

* the Gods, difpleafed with the irrefifllefs Paffion I 

* have for Cherry , will deprive me of him by fome 

* tragical End.* No afHi6ling tormenting Thought 
efcaped her Imagination, when, in the middle of 
the Night, (he heard fuch ravifhing Mufick, that 
ihe could not lie in Bed, but got up, and went 
to the Window to hear it more plainly, not know- 
ing what to think of it : Sometimes ihe believed it 
to be JpoUo and the Mufes, fometimes Fenus, the 
Graces and Lo'ves ; and all the Time the Symphony 
feemed to come nigher. At lad, it being Moon- 
Light, Ihe difcovered the Prince ; upon which (he 
retired, feeing a Gentleman, and not knowing 
who it might be : When he ftopp'd under her Win- 
dow, and the Jpple fung an Air, the Beginning of 
which Words were, or fomething like it, J^wakeyoti 
fleeping Fair% 

At this the curious Princefs prefently looker! oot^ 
and knowing her Brother again; was ready to jump^ 
Gilt of the WitjfioWto him. She talked fo loud, 
that the wliol6^Family were prefently alarmed, and 
came and opei^cd the Doors ; which Cherry entered 
with all imaginable Hade, holding in his Hand a 
Branch of Amber, with the wonderful Fruit upon 
it: And as he had fmelt on it often, his Wit was 
fo much increafed, that nothing was comparable 
to it. Fair-Star ran to meet him with great Preci- 
pitation, crying with Joy, and faying, * Do you 

* believe I thank you, dear Brother? No, there's 

* nothing that I do not buy too dear, when I ex- 

* pofe you to fetch it.* * And there are no Dan- 

* gers I would not hazard, anfijjered he^ to give 

* you the lead Satisfadlion. Accept Fair-Star^ of 
' this Fruit, none deferves it fo much as you * 
JBrightSun, and his Brother came jud then, and 
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interrupted their Converfation, and were glad to fee 
their Brother again, who gave them an Account of 
his Journey, which lafted 'till Morning. 

The wicked Feintifa having left the Queen, af- 
ter having acquainted her with her Projedls, was 
juft retired home, and got to Bed, but could not 
fleep through her uneafinefs, one Wink. When (he 
heard the fweei Singing of the Apple^ and not 
doubting but that he had obtained it, (he cried and 
bewailed her Condition, fcratching her Face and 
tearing of her Hair. Her Grief was extremely 
great ; for inftead of doing the Princes the Mif- 
chief (he projeded, fhe did them all the Service 
imaginable. As foon as it was Day, (he was too 
well informed of the Prince's Return, and upon 
that hurried away to the Queen- Mother : * Well,- 

* Feinfi/ay /aid the Prhice/s^ do yoi^^bring me any 

* good New5, are theydeftroyed ?' * No Madam, 
9 replfdjhey calling herfelf at her Feet : But let not . 

* your Majefty be impatient .: I have a thoufand 

* Ways yet left.' * Ah Wretch \ /aid the ^een. thou- 

* intendeil to betray me, and therefore fpareft them,* 
Feintiju protefted to the contraiy ; and when (he 
had appeafed her, returned Home, to think of what 
was to be done next. STie let fome Days pais 
without undertaking any Thing : W lien being in- 
formed by her Scouts, that the Princefs was walk- 
ing in the Forelt alone, expe6ling her Brothers, (lie 
went thither ; and addrefling herfelf to her, faid 

* Charming 5/ar, I have been informed that you 

* have got the Singing- Apple, and was overjoy'd to 

* hear o' it ; for I have fo great an Inclination 

* for you, that I am interefled in whatever tends 

* to your Advantage. And, continued Jhe^ I can- 

* not forbear advifing you to one Thing more.' • Ah, 

* cryed the Princefs y getting from her y keep your A d- 

* vice to yourfelf, for tho' the Benefits I receive be 

* great, yet they make not amends for the Trouble 

* and Uneaf.nefs they have caufed me.'* Uneafmefs 

* is not fo great an Evil, ( anfiuer' d fhe ^ith a S :iile) 
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tbere is a Sw«etn«A and Tendemefs foinetimes in 
it.' Forbear, /aid Fair-Star, I trenpiblc when I 
think on it.' * indeed, /wV the old IFopMfiy you 
are very much to be pitied, to be the moii beautiful 
and witneft Lady in the World.' •! Jefir^once 
moi«» reply* d the PrtHcefsy tobeexcufed. I knew 
tGo well the Condition the Abfence of my Bro- 
ther reduced me to.' * You muft notwithftand- 
ing be told^y^t/VFeintifa, that you want the little 
Gteen-Birdi tbat tells every 1 hing, by which you 
will be informed of your Biith, and your good 
and ill Fortune ; there's no particular Thing he 
dcds not difcover: And when the World ^^H fay» 
that Fair.St^r has the Dancing- Water and the 
Singing Apple, and wants the little Cr^^«-J?/>4/» 
f they had as good fay nothing.' 

Mtt: having, in this Manner, utter'd what fhe 
intended, &e retired, leaving the Princefs melan- 
choly and thoughtful, and fighing as if there was 
fomething ihe defired ; • This Womgn is in the 

* right, /aid Jhe ; what am I the better for the 

* Dancing-Water and Singing- Apple, if I know not 

* who I am, who are my Parents, and by what 

* Fatality my Brothers and 1 were expofed to the 

* Fury of the Waves } There muft be lometning 

* extraordinary in our Biiths, that we ihould be 

* abando^'d in the Manner we were, and receive 

* fo evident a Prote^ion from Heaven. How great 

* a Pleafure would it be to -me to know my Father 

* and Mother, to love them if they be alive, and 

* to honour their Memory if dead V Thereupon 
Tears trickled down her Cheeks, clear as Drops of 
Morning Dew, diftilling upon Lillies and Rofes. 
Cherry^ who was always more impatient to fee her 
again than the other two, made the moft Hafte, 'af- 
ter the Sport was over, to return Home : That Day 
he was a foot, his Bow hung negligently by his 
jSide, fome Arrows he held in his Hand, and his 
Hair was tied with a Ribband behind him ; and in 
this warlike Drefs he looked tharmingly pleafing,

When the Princefs faw him, (he fetired to a dark 
Ihady Walk, that he might not perceive thofe Cha- 
racters of Grief in her Facc« But nothing can 
efcape a Lover's Eye ; for the Prince looking upoa 
her, foon knew fomething was the Matter. Where- 
upon he was di&urbed, and deQred her to tcH him 
what it was ; but (he refufiug with Obftinacy, he 
turned one of his Arrows againft his Bread, and 
faid, * Since you love me not. Fair- Star y I have 
* nought to do but die.' ^y this Means he (as I may 
fay) extorted the Secret from her ; but on thefe Con- 
ditions, that he (hould not with the Hazard of his 
Life, feek to fatisfy her Deiires : Ail which ke pro^- 
mifed. But as foon as (he was retired to her Cham* 
ber, and her Brothers to theirs, he went into the 
Stable again, and mounting his Horfb, fet oat 
without faying a Word to any on«* When i^ was 
known the next Morning, the whole FamiJy was ia 
the utmoft Confternation. The King^, who could not 
forget, ient to invite them again, and they returoeil 
the fame Excufe again of their Brother's being 
abfent, and that they could have no Pleafure ana 
Satisfaction without him ; but that upon bis Return. 
they would not fail to pay their Devoirs. The Piia* 
cefs was inconfolable ; the Water and Apple could 
not charm her, nothing was agreeable without 
Whirry. 

The Prince wander'd up and down,, afklng all be 
met where he might £nd the little Green- Bird i but 
no body could tell him, 'till he met an. old Man, 
who taking him home with him, took the Paind 
to look over his Books and a Globe, which he 
had floade the Study of his Life ; and. then told 
him it was in a frozen Climate,, on the Point of a 
frighofui Rock, fhewing him all the Roads to it. 
The Prince, by way of Retucn, prefentcd him with 
»Purie of Jewels he had comb'd out of his Hair ; 
and taking Leave of him, puriued his Journey. To 
be ftort, one Morning by SunrRife, he perceivM 
the Rock> which was vtry high and craggy, and

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on the Top of it the Bird talking like an Oracle* 
telling mod ftrange Things. He thought he might 
catch it with little Trouble, fince it appeared to be 
very tame, hopping from one Place to another. 
He alighted off his Horfe, and climb'd up without 
making any Noife, promifing himfelf and Fair-^tar 
the moit fenfible Pleafure ; when, all on a fudden, 
the Rock open'd, and he fell, as motionlefs as any 
Statue, into a large Hall ; fo that he could neither 
bemoan nor complain of his deplorable Adventure, 
There he found three hundred Knights, who ha- 
ving made the fame Attempt as himfelf, were in 
the fame Condition, being only able to look at one 
another. 

Tbe Time of his Abfence feem'd fo long to Fair^ 
Star, that (he fell extraordinary ill ; and the Phyfi- 
cians pronounced her to be devoured by deep Me- 
lancholy. Her Brothers, who loved her tenderly,, 
would often tell her the Caufe of her lllneis ; upon 
which (he confefs'd, that fhe reproach'd herfelf 
Night and Day for Cherry s Departure ; and that (he 
was fure (he (hoold die if (he heard no News of 
him. Bright Sufti moved by her Tears, refolved to 
go and leek his Brother ; and accordingly knowing^ 
where the Bird was, fet out» approached it with 
the fame Hopes, was fwaltowM up by the Rock, 
and fell into the great Hal]» where the firil Ob<- 
5edl he fix'd his Eyes on was Cherry, but could 
not fpcak to him. In the mean Time Fair'Htar grew 
better, hoping every Minute to fee her two Bro- 
thers return ; but being deceived therein, her Grief 
renew'd, and (he complained ince(rantly, accu(ing 
herfelf for the Difaders that befel her Brothers r 
When Prince Felix, having no lefs Compaiffion ott 
her, and Concern for his Brotbers,^ refolved to go 
and find them ; and acquainted her therewith* She 
at firfl feemed to oppoie it ; but he reply'd, that 
it was juft that he ihould expofe himfelf for thoie 
who were fo dear to him ; and then fet out> after- 
taking 
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taking his Leave of the Princefs, whom he Jeft a 
Prey to the mod piercing Grief. 

When Feintifa knew that the third Prince was 
gone, her Joy had no End, but away (he ran to 
the Queen, and promifed her with more afTarance 
than ever, to deftroy this unfortunate Family. />- 
lix feared the fame with Cherry and Bright -^^un ; he 
found the. Rock, faw the Bird, and fell into the Hall, 
where he knew the Princes he fought, and faw 
them ranged in Niches. They never flept, nor eat, 
but remained in that fad Condition, having only 
their Thoughts at Liberty. Fair-^tar feeing none 
of her Brothers return, was inconfolable, and re- 
proached herfelf for (laying fo long after them ; and 
without any longer Hefitation order'd their Servants 
to (lay {\Y. Months ; and if neither (he nor her 
Brothers returned in that Time, to go and acquaint 
the Corfair and his Wife with their Deaths. Then 
dre(fing herfelf in Mens Clothes, as moft fitting to 
fecure her from all Infults in her Journey, Feintifa 
had the Pleafure to fee her go upon her Ifabella 
Horfe ; and immediately after ran full of Joy to 'the 
Palace to regale the Queen with the News. She 
only arm 'd herfelf with an Head-piece^ the Vifor 
of which (he never Itfted up, becaufe her Beauty 
was fo pprfed (he would not otherwife have paft. 
for a Man. She fefFer'd very much by the Rigour 
of the Weather ; for that Country where tile Green*' 
Bird lived, in no Seafon ever received the happy 
Influence of the Sun : But cold, nor nothing could 
difmay her. In her way (he faw a: Turtle no fefs 
white nor cold than the Snow it lay upon ,^. which^. 
notwithftanding her Impatience of arriving at the 
Rock, (he could not fee peri(h, but alighting off 
her Horfe, took it up, warmed it with her Breach, 
and put it into he*^ Bofom, wherjs it never (lirred. 
Fair^Star thinking it dead, pulled it out, and look- 
ing forrow^'ull. upon it, faid, ' What (hall I do, 
* lovely Turtle, to fave thy life V To which rlic 
little Creatore made Aufwer, 'Onefweet Kifs, Fair- 

' Star, 
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Staff from your Mouth, will finifti what you have 
fo charitably begun.' * Not only one, /aiJ the 
^ Prince/sy but a thoufand if need be : And fell a 

* kiifingit.' Upon which the Dove reviving, reply 'd, 

* I know you, notwithftanding your Difguife, and 

* rnurt tell you, that you undertake a Thing which 

* will be impofiible for you to efFedt without my 

* Affiftance ; but do as I advife you. When you 

* come to the Rock, inilead of attemptlug to climb 

* it, (lay at the Bottom, and fing the moft melodi- 

* ous Song you can think of; the Green- Bird vi\\\ 

* hear you, and obferve from whence the Voice 

* comes; then you muft pretend to be afleep, and 

* I will Hay by you : When he fees me, he'll come 

* from the Rock to peck me, and then you muft 

* take your Advantage, and catch him.* 

The Princefs overjoyM at this Hope, arrived foo» 
at the Rock, where Ihe found her Brothers Horfes 
irafing, which fight renew'd all her Grief, and 
ike fat down and cry*d bitterly ; but the little 
Green- Bird faid fuch fine and comfortable Things to 
thofe that were aMifled, that (he dried up her 
Tears, and fung fo loud and charming that the 
Princes in the Hall had the Pleafure of hearing her, 
which was the firft Moment they began to hope.

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• the Rock with it * The Princefs made hafte to 
do what he had bid her, but as the fame Time faw 
fach Flafhes of Lightning, and heard fach claps of 
Thunder, together with the Roaring of the Wind, 
that (he was very much frightened; but notwith- 
ftandinghcLi the Green Bird faft, that he might not 
cfcape her: Then touch'd the Rockagain the fccond 
and third Time, at which hft it fplit from the Top 
to the Bottom, and ftie with an Air of Vidlory en- 
ter'd the Hall, where the three were, with a great 
many others. She ran to Cherry, who knew her not 
in thatDrefs, and in a Helmet j for then the En- 
chantment was not deftroy'd, infomuch that he 
could neither fpeak nor ftir.

* ccrely who you are.' * Sir, faidjbey my Brotheiss 

* and felf deferred that Enquiry 'till our Ret»r», 

* and then we receiv'd the Honour of an Invitation 

* to your Wedding, and have brought thefe Rari- 
' ties to divert you.* < 1 am very ^zd,oi it, /aid the 
' KiHgt therefore let us not defer fo agreeable an 

* Entertainment.' 
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•Entertainment.' * VI\i2Lt,/aid fhe ^ueen-Mother^ in 

* a Pajpon^ can you amufe yourfelf no better than 
' with fuch idle Stories, and fuch filly Chits and 

* their Rarities ; I am forry your Credulity (hould 

* be fo much abufed, and that they fhould have 

* the Honour to fit at my Table.' Fair-Star and her 
Brothers knew not how to behave themfelves at 
this diibbliging expreillon, but were confu fed and 
vex'd to be affronted before fo much Company : 
But the King telling his Mother that this proceed- 
ing of hers stxy much difpleafed him, defired them 
to take no notice of it, and held out hrs Hand as a 
Sign of his Friendfhip. Fair-Star call'd for aGlafs- 
Bafon» and pouring the Dancing Water into it ^ 
which, by its fkipping and jumping, fbmetimes 
forming Waves like a rolling Sea, and fometimes 
changing its Colour, fiird all the Company with 
Admiration, by its forcing the bafon along the 
Table to the King, caft out fbme Drops into the

*' is thy Nephew* Thereupon, with an unparal- 
lelM Eloquence, he told the whole Story, without 
omitting the lead Circumftance. 

The King melted into Tears, and the afflifbed 
Queen leaving her Dogs, came foftly forwards, cry- 
ing for Joy ; for (he no longer difputed the Truth 
of the Story, when ftie faw all the Tokens. The 
three Princes rofe up at the End thereof, caft'them- 
felves at the King's Feet, embraced his Knees, and 
kiffed his Hand : he, with open Arms, clapp'd them 
to his Heart ; a^d at that Time, there were nothing 
heard but Sighs and Cries of Joy.

Dandinardiere^ furprized and enraged 
at the Infolenceof Mr. Robert^ liften'd to him, 
while he pronounced his Proverbs like another 
Sancbo Pancba ; and afterwards, awaking his Valet, 
who was in a found Sleep, and bidding him foftly 
come to him, faid. ^ Thou heareft the Impertinence 

of this rafcally Chirurgeon, he would be paid for 
the Care he takes to kill me ; could he think ms 
fo void of Honour and Honefty not to fatisfy 
him ? He deferyes to be well chrefli'd ; but I am 
not in the Humour to give myfelf fo much Trou- 
ble about fuch a forry Fellow. Befldes it is thy Bu- 
iinefs : I would have thee make a quick and fud- 
den Sally upon him, throw him down, and give 
him twenty or thirty Blows ; I'll back you : And 
this is what he fliall get for his Impudence.'

As there was a 
Hd^le at the Bott6m of the Door through which thd 
Cat ufed to pafs^ Dandinardiert ^t Out of Bed, and 
finding neither Shoes nor Slippers » and fearing td 
tatch Cold, drew on his Bbots, and taking up thd 
Tongs, went fdftly to the Door, and catca'd Mr.

Serpent, durft not look at his Feet, but made fuch 
a terrible Outcry, that, iogeth^Y vi\th Dandinardiere* i 
Laughing, who failM not to ply well the Tongs, 
the whole Family was alarm'd.

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The Vifcouht and Prior could not forbear laughing 
at tbjs new manner of fighting ; hot as it was theH 
Time to pacify the enraged Spirits of both Sides,* 
they defired Dandinareiiere to make a Truce, let gd 
the Tongs, and open the Door. For Mr. Rohtrii al 
foon as he found himfelf at Liberty, ran away, 
protefting againft fo bad a Pay-mallcr, and refoiri 
ing to fue him all his Life. 

The Cit, who never had the Pleafare of making

* bet I faw nothing ; it was all done through the

* an uncle a Lawyer, and may get Law as cheap 

* as he.* * Courage, my "^oyj /aid the yij count laugh* 

* ingt here's the Alexander and Bartholuj of our Time 

* united again ft Mr. Robert : For my part I am a 

* Lover of Peace ; Til go and drefs myfelf to fetch 

* the Olive-Branch.' ' And I, /aid the OV, will get 

* to bed again, for this Knave has difturbed me too 

* foon.* And then they all parted. 

Never was Joy greater than Dandinardiere^s, to 
think of the Exploit he had performed ; he talk'd a 
long Time to his Man about it, telling him, that 
when he ever undertook to chaillfe any one, he 
did it to fome purpofe. Upon which, Alain^ who 
had never before feen him do any Thing more than 
himfelf, began to look upon him with more Ref- 
pe£t. * I muft own, Sir, /aid he, you have made 
amends for the Dread you have always had of 
Villevillet and 1 doubt not but you will now fight

Coward, reply ii Dandinardiere /« a Pajfion^ that 
VilU'ville would ferve you fo ?* * O, it is very eafy 
to be believed, /aid Alain ; for the Devils have 
more Power than Fairies ; and if you remember 
the Story that was told Yefterday, they could 
make Apples (ing like Nightingales, Birds to talk 
as well as Dodors, and Water to dance as well as 
the beft Mailers. After all this, have not I Reaibn 
to be afraid ?* * You are a llrange Fellow, y^wVi^// 
Mafiery to torment yourfelf and me as you do ; 
for there's now no talk of Vilknjille : Therefore let 
me talle the Pleafure of my Victory, and go to 
fleep, thou Dillurber of my Kepofe.' Alain drew 
the Curtains, wifh'd his Mafter a good Nap, and 
afterwards went to the Window which look'd into 
the great Road, where he pafs'd away an Hour ia 
killing the Flies, he being their declared Enemy ; 
when Filk'vilU paffing by, and looking up acciden* 
tally, faw him, and knowing that his very Name 
ftruck a terror both into Dandinardiere and his.

At which he getting up, and 
jmtrin'g on his Night-Gown and Boots, wv^nc to the 
Window ; but O Heavens ! what a Sight was there, 
VHyoilh with a Piftol in his Hand I He never (laid, 
Kke his Man) to make a fine Compliment, but ran 
dinsdiy under the Bed, which nothing but his Fear 
could have made him Aicceed in, fcr the Bed was 
very low; but a Piflol ready eock'd was a terrible 
Thing. He had not lain there long, but he found- it* 
"^etj heavy, and thought nothing could be more dan- 
gerotrs than the Condition he was in, and therefore 
at all Hazards refolved to get back again ; but alf 
his Endeavours were in vain, the Bed- was fb low, 
that he was crufh'd ander it : He cry'd out, * Alain^

* flemtfiy nuho-ijcere too hufy 'w'ltb bis Mafter^ the Fai* 

* ries have endow'd me with a Fit of Tumbling to 

* Day ; but to remedy it, I will rife no more.' Fuft, 
they puird by one Leg, and fometimes by both, 
to get him oat of t'his Trap ; but as ai4 this Time 
his Shoc^ders and Back had but a bad Time on't, 
they bethoag'ht themfelves of throwing off the Bed 
and Bed-Clothes, to give the more Liberty, and by 
that means got him out, with his Face and No^fc 
fcratched, and as red as Scarlet, and laid him upon 
the Bed, ordering his Valet to go forfome Wine, 
and Hungary Water, to rub his Tcmples> * I defi-i^ 

* you, Sir,y^/i/ Alain to theVifcounty to take the Pain^ 

* to go yourfelf ; for, to hide nothing froro you^ 

* that terrible Monller, VilleviUe, is fomewhere a- 

* bout the Houfe, and I dread the Sight of him more 

* than Thunder.' * Hold your Tongue, you foolifli 

* Babbler, cry^d Dandinardiere ; who told you that 

* f^illfviUe came and fired two Pifkils at my Win- 

* dow, and frighten'd me f* ^ I never faid a Word 

* of it, an/hverd Alain $ but tiow vaa K«.x<i dvfew^^?^. 
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* all.* * Dont believe him, Jaid cur City I (Koulcf^ 

* not be afraid of Hercules, and much lefsof him ; 
' but my Rafcal of a Valet has fometimes fuch 

* ftrong Vifions, that he believes them to be true. 

* But to let you know how I came to be where 

* you found me, I dreamt that T, getting out of 

* Bed to fight, and having put my enemy to flight, 
\ * he ran under it, and in the Height of my Rage, 

* and Height of Pafilon, I purfued him ; but when I 

* was there, I awaked, vexed at my felt, but not 

* much furprized, being ufed to fuch like Fancier

■ Children, my Father, who can difpoi'i^ of his. 

• Crown as he. pleafes, will not cpnfider that I 

• am his eldeft Son, but will difinheri^ m^ f^r 

• them.* He was hot only ambitious ai^4 n^liciov-^, 
but a great DiHTembler ; iniomuch, that he (hewed, 
not the leaft Uneafinefs, byt went privately to con- 
iult a Fairy, who pafled then for one of the moft 
able. The Fairy told him he was come too late^ 
thai the Queen was with Child of a Son^ to whicJv 
(he would^do no harn^ ; but if he died, or any ill. 
Accident befel him, (he promi/ed the Queen (hpujcl. 
have no more : Which comforted the Prince-ajittle^, 
who, conjuring the Fairy not to forgeV him» return- 
ed home, refolying with himfe)f, to m.iJce away \yitly 
bis little Brother. 

At nine NJonths End, the Queen Was delivered, 
of a lovely Boy, in whom there w^s fomething^ 
very remarKable, he having an A^row imprinted oa^ 
his Arm. The Queen vygs To fond of hej Child, 
that (he would nurfe itherfelf, which wai.npwayi 
pleaiing to the <yooked Prince,, tlje Mother's Qarq 
being always beyond any Nqrfe's, afld it bpijig 
not lo eafy for him to accomplilh his Defigns. Ne- 
verthelefs, he reiolved to make an Attempt. He 
Ibew'd.a great; Value and Refpe^St fgr. Ui,e QuecQ) 
and a Tender nefs towards the- Ii>f^Rt, of which 
the King was very fond : « I could not have 

• thoQght, /aii/ he^^ my Son, fo gpod-naiu.r'd.i.he fhall 

* lofe nothing by it : For if he continues to be fo, 
« I'll leave half my Kingdom, to hifli.' Th4ife,Pr.0T 
xnijTes w^re npt enough for the.Prince, h^ was re- 
vived to have aU, or no;ne; and to that End,, one 
Night prefented fome Com-fits n»ade up wixh'Opi- 
um, tplhe Qgeep, Who foon afc^r felt, iHto ^ (bund 
Sl^p, J. and t<Jen the Prince, who had hid himftlf 
b^hiiid the Hangings, took the Child away foftly, 
aiidput in its (lead a Cat wrapp'd up in Swaddling* 
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Clothea. The Cat cry*d, and awakeo'd the Qgeen 5 
who being drowfy, and thinking it. her little Pop* 
pet, gave it her fireaft ; which the Cat bit : Where* 
upon looking, and feeing the Cat's Hsad, fhe 
(hriek'd out. Her Grief was fo lively, that fhe 
thought fhe fhouM have died, away that Moment. 
The Noife and Scream ings of the Woojen alarm'd 
the whole Court. The King put on hi» Night- 
gown, and ran into her Apartment ; where the fir ft 
Thing he beheld, was the Cat in the Swaddling 
Clothes, thrown on the Ground, and Mewing. The 
iCing was very mjtfch farprized, and aiked what that, 
meant; they told Wm, the young Prince was not 
to be found, and that the Qaeen was hurt There- 
upon, he went ioimedTately in,to her Chambei ; 
where he found her in Afflldion, sot to be exprof- 
ftd: The which, that he might not augment by his; 
own Sorrow, he conftcain'd himiiblf^ to comfort that 
poor Princeft. 

In the meai^-Time, the crook'd-back'd Prince had. 
given his littte Brother to one of his Creatures, bid- , 
dhig him carry him to fome difta^nt Foreft, and ex- 
ppfe him naked to the wild Bealh, that he might 
be heard no more of, promising to reward him well„ 
slqd then return'd to his own Apartmeot ; fromt 
whence he ran, into the Queen's, rubbing his Eyes,, 
as if he was (I'ecpy ; Where, when he. vvas inform-'d 
of what had happened; he flamp'd adid roar'd lik« 
at mad Man, and, out of his natural Fiercenefs^ 
t^vifted the Cat's Head oiT; and in this Manner, 
dl%uifed the Crime he was fo deeply giiilty of, (hcd- 
ding many Tear*. The King and'Qneen-, who 
thou^t too well of him, fent him* to all the Fairies,; 
to learn, what was become of their- Child ;. and he,, 
tp put a ftop to any f^rthe:r Enq^uines, retuxn'd with 
i^ve^'al* different and intricate: Anfw^js ;. which att 
4em'd tp. aiTurQ th^n^* that the. Chi^d was not: dead,, 
but was, for fonM B-c;afpns not to. be* known, omif 
taktnaway foraTime, and that all their fearchingany 
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more after him, would be to no Purpofe. This he 
thought would make them ealy, and indeed it had 
its Effed ; for the King and Queen both flattered 
themfelves with the Hopes of feeing their Son 
again. Notwithftanding the Queen's Breaft gan- 
grccn'd, and (he died. Upon which the King be- 
came fo afflided and forrowful, that he faw no Light 
for a Twelvemonth, living only in Expedation of 
hearing fome News of his loft Child. 

The Man whom the Prince delivered him to, tra- 
velled all Night with him, without making the lead 
Halt ; and in the Morning, when he open'd the 
Bafket, in which he carried him, this pretty Infant 
fmiled^ as he was ufed to do at his Mother. < Oh! 

* poor Prince, /aid the Matty how unhappy is thy 

* Fate, to ferve, alas ! for Food to fome hungry 

* Lion ? \A/hy did the Prince, thy Brother, make 

* choice of me, to be affifting to thy Dellru6tion ?* 
Then he fhut the Bafket again, that he might not 
behold an Objedt fo worthy his Pity ; but upon the 
Child's crying, who had not had the Bread all 
Night, to quiet it, he gathered fome Figs, and put 
into its Mouth, and fo carried it all that Day : And 
the Night following, arrived at a vaft Forell, which 
he would not enter then, for fear of being devoured 
himfelf, but ftay'd 'till the Morning; when ad- 
vancing in the Foreil, which was fo large he could 
lee no End, he perceived a Place ♦inhere the Trees 
ftood very thick, and a Rock in the Midfl of them» 
Aat brached out in fever al- Points, • This Place, 
^ /aid hey muft certainly be a Retreat to the wild 
*- Beads ; here I mufl leave the Child, fince it is 

* not in my Power to fave it.' Then approaching, 
towards the Rock, he faw a large Eagle flying, 
about, as if (he had young ones ; and looking far- 
fheri found her Neft in the Bottom of a Kind of 
Grotto : Thereupon undrefling the Child, he laid 
it in the Midd of three young Eagles in the Ned,, 
which was well (helter'd from the Weather, and difli- 

cult 
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cult and hazardous to get to, by reafon of the Bri- 
ars it was furroundei with, and its being fo nigh a 
Precipice. Then leaving this young Prince, and 
feeing the Eagle fly to her Neft, he fighiog, faid, 
• Alas ! poor Infant, thy Fate is accomplifh'd, thou 
*" ferveft that Bird of Ffey to feed her Young with.'' 
And afterwards return'd to his Mailer, and aflfured 
him his Brother was no more. For which News,, 
the barbarous Prince embraced his faithful Agent». 
and prefented him with a fine Diamond Ring, af- 
furing him, he (hould be Captain of his Guards^, 
when he was King. 

But to return to the Eagle: When (he came to 
her Neil, (he was fomewhat furprized to find this 
newGueft there; however, (he exercifed the Rites 
of Hofpitality, more than (bme People would do : 
She put him next her Neftling, cover'd him with 
her Wings, took care of him, and whatever en- 
gaged her in his Favour, went and provided the 
moll nourifhing Fruit, which flie fqueez*d with her 
Bin into his Mouth; and, in fhort, made him an 
excellent Nurfe. When the young ICagles were 
fledged, they left their Nefl folely to the Prince, who 
neverthelefs, was not abandoned by the old one, 
which fed him ilill with the choiceft Fruits ; and 
by fome Forefight, fearing, left he getting out, 
ihould fall down the Precipice, removed him to 
aiK}ther Place, which was upon an high Rock, 
where he way nroft fecure. Love, who is always 
painted mod beamiful, was not more perfedl than 
this young Prince ; the Heats of the Sun could not 
prejudice his Complexion, which exceeded the 
Lilies and Rofes ; his Features were more regular 
than the beft Painters could imagine ; his Hair 
reached down to his Shoulders, his Mien was ma- 
jeilick; In (hort, nothing could be more noble. 
But the Eagle having young ones again, (he made 
fuch Hayock among all the neighbouring Flocks, 
that the Shepherds, lofing every now and then a. 
Lamb^ refolved to difcover her Neft : And to iV^^x 
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End, agreed to watch her : which they did tor i 
long 1 imc : When one Day, they obferved, iht 
Ughted upon this Rock» which the mod hardy ol 
them refolved to climb; though the Attempt was 
very dangerous, yet ii anrwered thtir Expectation*. 
They difcover'd the Neft, and found in k, two 
young Eagles, and this young Prince, wha wz9 
about four Years old. Their Amazement at the 
Sight of him was inexprefiible ; and they could not 
tell what to imAgine at fuch an extraordinary Thing- 
Howevcr they tore the Neft in Pieces, and carried* 
away the young Prince, and tlie two Eagles. The 
Eagle hearing their Cries , came furioufly toward» 
them, and had made thcfe Ravifhers feel tk« £f- 
fc^ of her Refentment, had not one of the Shep- 
jierds killed her< with an Arrow he let By at her. 
The young Frince feeing his Nurfe fall, cry'd and 
wept bitterly : And the Shephe ds, overjoy 'd with 
what they had done, returned to their Hamlet,, 
where they were to perform the next Day a cruet 
Ceremony i the Caufe of which was as follows : 

This Country had ferved a long Time for a Re-^^ 
treat of the Ogrif (who were a larger Sort of Men.- 
and great Eaters of human Fle^,) and not Eking, 
fuch dangerous Neighbours, had endeavoured, but 
with ill Succefs, to drive them. away. The Ogrip 
eoraged at the Hatred they bore them, redoubled 
t!ieir Cruelties, and devoured all that came to their 
^nds. Wlien one Day, as the Shepherds were af- 
fiifflbled togjether, to deliberate on what they (tiovtH. 
do». there appeared in the Midft of them, a Man o£ 
a prodigious Size, the lower Part of whofe Body 
was: like a Goat, covered with a blue Shag : Oa his 
Shoulder he carried a great Club, and on his left 
Arm a Buckler. ^ Shepherd8r^i:^/&£,>Iam' the blue 
* Centaur; if you will g^ve me every three Years 
^ ai Child, I promife to bring an- hundred of myt 
•*' Bcothers,. and drive the OgrJ away.' The Shep- 
Eerds made fome DifHcdity to engfige tbemiielveS' la 

(o 
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lb crael an Agreement ; 'till the Elder of them faid, 

* What, my Friends, is it not better for us to give 

* one to prefcrve fo many, fince the Ogri neither 
' fpare Men, Women, nor Children; therefore let 

* us not refufe the Centaur's OfFer.' They all by 
this Argument <:onfented, and fwore the*. Centaur 
fiiQuld have a Child every third Year. ' After that 
he went away, and returned, as he promised, with 
his Brothers, who were all as monilrous as himfelf* 
The p^ra were no lefs brave than cruel ; they fought 
^eral Battles with great Obdinacy, wherein the 
Centaurs were always victorious, and f3rced them 
ac lad to fiy. The blue Centaur demanded his Re* 
com pence, which every one allowed to be juii ; but 
when they came to deliver op the promiied Infant* 
there was no Family could think of partior with 
one of theirs, and the Mothers l»id all their Chil- 
4jren, The Centaur, who could not bear to be jeft- 
^d with, after having waited twice four and twenty 
Hours, told the Shepherds, that he expe&ed as 
nany Children at they had made him wait Days ; 
inf9rou?b, that their Rel^j^s 9Qft (^fp fk^ fioysi ftn4 
Its many Girts ; but Anc^hat Tiipe they have re* 

talated this Afl^air, and every third Year ra^o a 
>Iemn Feftlval, to deliver their profnifed Infant 0^ 
the Centaur. 

It happened that the Day whereon the Prince waa 
fbund, was the Day before this Tribute was to be 
paid ; and tho' there was a Child provided, it mu(t 
«af5Iy be thought that the Shepherds would deliver 
this Prince in its ftead. The Mother, of the other, 
fVeed by this Means, from all the Horrors (hemnil 
,«eceflanly He under, in Apprehenfions of the Death 
of her Child, was tranfportcd with Joy. And as 
(he was obliged to drefs him, fhe comb*d his fine 
I^pcks, put him on a Garland of white and rtd 
Rofes, wrapp'd him up in a fine white Cloth, which 
ft.e girt about him with Flowers. Thus adjufted, 
be walked at the Head of a great many Children 
that were to attend him ; but> I may fay, it w^s 

wi|h 
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with an Air of To much Grandeur and State, zt 
fceniM as if all the Shepherds made this Proceffion 
-only 10 divert him, fo little was his Dread : which 
drew Tears from many, who faid, it was a pii^ that 
beautiful Child fhould go to be devoured, and 
wi(hed it|was in their Power to fave him ; but that 
was impoflible. The Ceniaur was ufed to appear 
on the Top of a Rock, with his Club in one Hand, 
and his Buckler in the other, and with a terrible 
Voice to cry out to the Shepherds, * Leave me mj 

* Prey, and retire.* This lime, as foon as he per- 
ceived the Child, he roarM out in a dreadful Voice, 
*" This will be the belt Meal I have ever made in- 

* my Life ; this Boy will be a delicious Morfel.' 
Which made the Shepherds and Shepherdeffes weep, 
and fay, ' How unhappy is this Child to have ^- 

* caped (which wis a Prodigy) the Eagle's Talons, 

* to be Food for this cruel Monfter !' And among 
the re(!, an old Shepherd, taking him in his Arms, 
Jtifs'd him often and faid, * Tho' I know thee not,. 
^ dear Babe, I am fenfible I have feen too much of 

* thee for my Repofe. Why mufl I be affifting at 

* thy Funeral ? And whjr was Fortune fo cruel to 

* preferve thee for this norrible End ?' While he 
was moiftening the Prince's rofy Cheeks with his 
Tears, this innocent Babe put his Hands into his 
grey Hairs, and fmiling upon him, infpired him 
with more Pity, that he feem'd loth to advance. 
Whereupon the hungry Giant cry'd out, * Make 

* hafte ; if you make me come down, 1 (hall devour 

* an hundred of you* And indeed was fo impa- 
tient, thatherofe up, and made a fiourifh with his 
Club ; when, all on a fudden, there appeared in 
the Air a great Globe of Fire, incircled with a blue 
Cloudi Every Body was attentive to fuch an ex- 
traordinary Sight; the Globe and Cloud approach'd 
them by Degrees ; and when nigh the Earth, open'd, 
and there came out a Chariot of Diamonds, drawn 
by fix Swans, in which fat a beautiful Lady drefs'd 
like an Amazon^ with an Helmet on her Head of 
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pore Gold, on which was a Plume of white Fea- 
thers ; and her Vifor, which was raifed up, difco- 
^tr^di Eyes as bright as the Sun : Her Body was 
arm'd with a rich Cuirafs, and in her Hand (he held 
a Spear of Fire. * What, Shepherds, [aid Jhe^ are 

• you fo inhuman to give this lovely Babe to that 

• cruel Centaur ? It is now Time to free you from 

• your Promife ; Juftice and Reafon both oppcfe 

• fuch barbarous Cuftoms : Fear not the Return of 

• the Ogri, \ I will fecore you j I am the Fairy Amet-' 
' %ona^ and from this Moment will take you under 

• my Proteftion.* * Ah ! Madam, crfd the Shep- 

• herds and Shepherdeffesy holding up their Hands, this 
' is the greateA Happinefs that can befal os.' And 
were faying a great deal more, when the ftirioas 
Centaur defy'd her to the Combat ; in whic)i he was 
burnt to Death by the Fire of her Spear, and fell 
with as much Noife as if a Mountain had been 
ovcrturn'd ; that the Shepherds frightened there- 
with, hid themfelves in Caves that were under the 
Rocks, from whence they could fee all that pafs'd* 

It was thither the wife Shepherd fled with the 
little Prince in his Arms, as much concerned for 
the Child as himfelf and Family. After the Death 
of the Centaur, the Fairy Ama%ona took a Trum- 
pet, and founded fo melodioufly with it, that the 
lick Perfons who heard it, recover'd their former 
Health \ and thofe who were well, conceived a fe- 
cret Joy which they could not exprefs. At laft, 
when all the Shepherds and Shepherdeffes were af- 
fembled together at the Sound of the harmonious 
Trumpet, the Fairy Amaxona advanced towards 
them in her Diamond Chariot, rolling within three 
Yards of the Ground, on a Cloud as clear as Cry- 
Hal, 'i he old Shepherd, whofe Name was Suhli* 
musy appjear'd with the little Prince clinging about 
his Neck : * Come forwards, Sublimus, /aid the Fai- 

• ry, fear nothing ; Peace Ihall reign here for the 

• future, and you ^(hall enjoy the Repoie you have 
' ibught fo much after ; but give mt xVv^x. Oi"\^ 
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• whofc Adventures are fo extmordinary* The old 
Man, after making a !o a* Bow, held out his Arms, 
bnd put the Prince in hers, who, when (he had him, 
carefs'd and embraced him a thoufand Times, fet* 
ting him on her Knees, and talking to him : who, 
though he uuderftood no Language, yet by Accents 
and Sighs he could exprefs Joy and Grief; for he 
had never heard any Perfon fpeak before. He was 
To dazzled with the Fairy's bright Arms, that get- 
ting upon his Kncts to examine it from the Head* 
piece downwards, and to touch it; the Fairy fmiled 
and faid, though he could not underftand her. 
When, my Boy, you are fit to wear fuch Armour, 
you (hall not want.' And then returning him 
back to the Shepherd, after having kifs'd him ten- 
derly, • Wife old Man, /aiif/he, you are no Stran- 
ger to me, vouchfafe to take care of this Child; 
learn hira to defpife the Grandeur of the Worlds 
^nd be above the Strokes of adverfc Fortune, tho^ 
he may be bom to a fplendid one: Bat I hold it 
better to be wife than powerful. The Happineft 
of Man ou?ht not to confid in outward Greatneis^ 
bat in Wifdom ; and the greateft is to know oor- 
felvcs, to limit our Defires, to be as well content- 
ed with a moderate Coippetency, as with the 
freateft Riches ; to fearch after the Efteem of 
eople of Merit, to defpife none, and be always 
ready to quit this miferable Life without Regret. 
But what am I thinking of, venerable Shepherd! 
1 am telling you Things which you know as well 
as myffclf; but then I mention them not fo much 
for yourfelf, as for the otKer Shepherds. Fare- 
well, Shepherds, call me when you want me -^ 
this fame Spear, and this fame Hand, which put 
an End to the Life of the blue Centaur, (hall al- 
ways be ready to proteft you.* 
Sublimus^ and thofe who were with him, were fb 
onfounded, and at the fame Time overjoy'd, that 
hey could return no Anfwer to the obliging Words 
pf the Fairy 'f bat proftrat^d xlveuvfelvcs betore her, 
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KtMIethe Gfobe of Fire rifing by Degrees, afcend- 
td to the middle Region of the Air, zt\d vtas feen 
no more. The fearful Shepherds at firft durll not 
approach the Centaor, tho' dead ; 'till rcfiedling bet* 
ter on it, they at latt lefolved to raife a funeral Pile 
to reduce him to A flies, leff his Brothers might b^ 
informed Off what hdd happened, and fhould comd 
to revenge his Death. 

Sublimus carried the little Prince to his Hot ; his 
Wife being fick, Kb two Daughters had not been 
•bfe to learef her to attend the Ceremony.* « Here 
' Shephierdefs, fays he, here's a (.'hi Id beloved by 

* the Gods, and pT*otc6ted by the Fairy AtnaTona\ 

* wcmuft look iTpon him, for the Time to come, as 

* otir own, and give him an Education that may 

* tfiakc hiiti bapf y/ The Wife was pleafed with 
fhc Prefent ; and taking the Prihce upon the Bed, 
faid, • I will bring him op, and chcri(h him in his 

* Infancy, bat muft leave the Part of his Kducatioji 
^ to yourfelf/ The Shepherd told her that was all 
he defir'd, and fo left him withr her. The two 
Daughters ran presently to fee th^ir new Brother,* 
Were charmed with his incomparable Beauty, and 
the Graces that adorn 'd his littfe Body ; and froi^ 
that Moment began to learn* him to talk. Neve^ 
was Wit more exteniive and lively ; he compre- 
hended every Thing with an Eafe that amaz'd all 
the Shepherds ; and in a (horll Time waff fit to take 
Lcffons of the old Shepherd himfelf, who wa? ca- 
pable of giving him whatei^er wa« excellent. He? 
had been King of a f)ouT]fHin|; Nsltion, but by the 
Intrigues of the Miniflers with an Ufurper, his* 
Neighbour and Enemy, had been furprized with all* 
his Family, and made a Prifoner in a ttrotjg For- 
trefs, there to end his Days in Mifery. 

So fudden and unexpected a* Change was not able 
to fliock the Virtue of the King iind Queen in the 
Icaft; they bore all the Outrages of the Tyrant 
with an unparalleled Conftancy aftd Fir'mncfs of 
Mind. The Queen, who was big with Chiid wK^w 
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thefc Misfo tunes came upon them, was brought to 
bed of a Daughter, which (he was obliged to nurfe 
herfelf, as well as take care of her two others, who 
partook as much of their Troubles as their Age 
would admit. The King after three Years Con- 
finement, gained one of his Guards, whopromis'd 
to bring him a Boat under the Window of the Room 
he was imprifon'd in, tocrofs the Lake, which this 
Fortrefs ilood in the midftof; and provided him 
Files to cut the iron Bars with, and Cords to let 
thcmfelvcs down by. They made choice of a dark 
Night, and did all without any Noife ; and by the 
Alhilance of this Soldier, (lid down by the Rope* 
The King went firft, then the two Children, after 
them theQueen, and after her the little Babe in a 
Bafket : But, alas I the Knot whereby it was faften'd 
flipping, they heard her fall in the Lake : The 
Queen, had (he not fwoon'd, would certainly have 
alarm'd the Garrifon with her Cries and Complaints. 
The King grieved at this Accident, fought for 
her as much as the Darknefs of the Night would 
let him, and found the Bafket, but noneof thePrin- 
cefs ; fo that giving her up for loft, he row'd away 
as fall as he was able, with the reft of his Family ; 
and when they came to the other fide found Horfes, 
which were provided by the fame Soldier, and laid 
ready for them to go where they pleafed. 

Quring their Confinement, the King and Queen 
had Time to moralize and refteft, that the greateft 
Blefllngs this Life affords were but fmall, when 
juftly weigh'd ; which, together with the new Mis- 
fortune of lofing their little Daughter, made them 
refolve not to retire to any neighbouring Prince or 
Ally, to whom they might be chargeable, but to 
fettle in fon;e fertile and pleafant Plain ; there to 
change the Sceptre for a Shepherd's Crook, and 
buy a Flock of Sheep. And having pitch*d on this 
Country, they built a 'pretty Cottfage, which was 
flielter'd from the Weather by the Mountains that 

were 
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were behind it, and rendered pleafant by a pretty 
Brook that ran before it. Here they enjoy'd more 
Tranquillity than upon their Throne. There were 
iione that envy'd their Poverty ; they feared no 
Traitors nor Flatterers, and pafTed their Days free 
from Trouble. The Kiug wculd often fay, * Ah ! 

* how happy might Men be, could they cure them- 

* (elves of Ambition 1 I have been a King, but 
^ now prefer my Cottage before the Palace, wherein 

* I once reign*d.V Under this great Philofcpher 
this young Prince, ignorant of his Mailer's Rank, 
received his Education, while the Mafter was no 
better iriformM of his Pupil's ; but his Difpofitions 
were fo noble, that he could not believe him of 
mean Birth. He obferved with Pleafure, that he 
always put himfelf at the Head of his Compamons, 
and with an Air of Superiority, drew Refpc^l ^Vom 
them ; he was continually forming Armies, build^' 
ing Forts, and attacking them, and whenever his 
Father (as we muft call him) took him along with 
him a Hunting, would face the greateft Dangers. 
All thefe Things perfuaded him, that he was born 
to command : But 'till he arrives at fifteen Years of 
Age, let us leave him to his Studies, and return to 
his pather's Court. 

The crook-back'd Prince, feeing that his Father 
grew very old, fhewed little Regard to him, and 
grew fo impatient to wear his Crown, that to di- 
vert himfelf, and not to lie idle, he afk'd the King 
for an Army, to go urA conquer a neighbouring 
Kingdom, whofe Fadlions invited him. The King 
conknted, on Condition that he would (ign an In- 
ftrument to all the Lords of the Kingdom* fignify- 
ing, that if ever the young Prince returned, and 
that they were well afTured it was him, by the Ar- 
row on his Arm, to -refign the Crown to him. The 
Prince feemed very ready, being affured of his Bro- . 
ther's Death, and thinking he hazarded nothing, 
but at the fame Time valued himfelf very much 
upon this Piece of Compliance. When this was 
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done, and regiftcr'd in the proper Coarts, and th9 
Inftrument itielf laid up in the Treafu ry, the King 
raifed a gallant Army, which the Prince after tak- 
ing his Leave of him, put hirafelf at the Head of; 
and, after feveral Battles, kilFd the King his £ne- 
tiiy, with his own Hand, took the capital City, and 
having left a Garrifon and Governor in it, returned 
home to his Father, to whom he prefented a young 
Princefs, call'd Carpillona^ whom he had taken Cap- 
tive. She was as beautiful as Nature could form, or 
Imagination reprefent. The King, at the firft Sight 
of her, was charmed, and the crooked Prince, 
who had beheld her often, was fo much in Love 
with her, that he could not reft : She hated him as 
much as he loved her ; for as he always ufed her as 
his Slave, her Heart was fo fet againft him, and his 
Manner of Addrefs, that ihe did what (he po£ibly 
could to avoid him. 

The King appointed her an Apartment in thltf 
Palace, and Women to wait on her, and was very 
fenfible of the Misfortunes of fo young and beau- 
tiful a Princefs. And when the crooked Prince 
afked his Confent to marry her, he reply'd, he con- 
fented, provided fhe had no Reln6tancy ; but that 
he thought, when he was nigh her, (he feemed 
melancholy : * 'Tis becaufe (he loVes me, anfwertd 

* the Prince, and dares not difcover it, and the Con- 
' ilraint fhe puts upon herfelf occafions it ; but as 
« foon as Ihe (hall be my Wife, you (hall fee ihtf 

* will be pleafed/ * I wou-ld believe io, faU th^ 

* King ; but don't you flatter yourfelf a little too 
« much ?• The Prince, angry at thefe his Father's 
Doubts, went and told the Princefs, that (he was 
the Cau(b that the King (hew'd a more than ufual 
Severity in his Behaviour towards him. Upon 
which he fufpe^^ed he might love her, and there- 
fore de(ired her to tell him (incerely, which of 
them (he approved beft of, afliiring her, that pro- 
vided (he reigned, he (hould be content. This he 
faid only to icnow her Sentiments^ and not with 

any 
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any latent of changing his. The young Carpillona^ 
who was not fo experienced, as to know that moll 
Lovers are DilTemblers, gave into ihe Deceit and 
{aid ; < I mufl own. Sir, that was I my own Mif- 

* trefs, I would neither make choice of the King, 

* noryourfelf; but fince my bad Fortune iropofes 

* this hard neceifity upon me, I mufl tell you the 

* King." * And why ? anfiver^d he ivith/ome Fio" 

* lencey Becaufe, added Jhe^ he is more mild than you, 

* reigns at this Time, and will not live fo long. 

* Ha, ha ! crfd he, you would be left Queen-Dowa- 

* ger in a (hort Time ; but fatisfy yourfelf you fhall 

* not : The Xing has no Thoughts of you, 'tis only 
' I that do you that Honour, which is much more 

* than you deferve, for your Ingratitude is im- 

* n^enfe ; but were it a thoufand Times more than 

* it is, you ihould be my Wife.* The Princefs Car- 
pillond conceived, but fomewhat too late, that it 
was dangerous to fpeak one's Thoughts ; and to 
make amends for what (he had fo unwarily faid, 
veply*d again, ' lonly uicd this Stratagem to try 

* your Sentiments ; and I am very glad that you 

* love me fo well, to withftand my affedted Seve« 
' ritie«. I efteem you already ; endeavour. Sir, to 

* make me love you.' The Prince bowed, and be- 
liev'd what fhe faid to be Truth: Men being 
generally great Fools when in Love, and too apt to 
flatter themfelve^. Carpillona by this Means, made 
him as mild as a Lamb ; and he went away fmiling, 
and fqueezed her Hand fo hard, (he thought he had 
broke it. 

As foon as he was gone, (he ran into the King's 
Apartment, and calling herfelf at his Feet, faid, 

* Secure me, Sir, from the greateft of all Misfor- 

* tunes : The Prince would marry me, and I muft 

* confefs he is odious to me ; be not fo unjuft as " 

* him. My Rank, my Youth, and the Misfortunes 

* of my Family, deferve the Pity of fo great a 

* King.' * Fair Princefs, /aid the King, I am not 

* furprized, that my Son loves you, none that be-

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* hold yoa can avoid it ; bat I (hall not (brgive 

* him the Want of Refpeft he owes you.' « Ah! 
' Sir, reply* djhe^ he looks upon me as his Prifoner, 

* and treats me like a Slave/ * 'Twas with my Ar- 
' my, anjiuer^d the Ktng% that he vanquiih'd the 

* King your Father, and if you are a Captive, you 

* are mine, and I give you your Liberty ; and am 
' happy, that my advanced Age, and grey Hairs fe- 

* cure me from being your Slave.' The grateful 
Princefs returned the King a thoufand Thanlcs, and 
retired uith her Women. 

In the mean 1 imc the Prince, having been in- 
fbrmed of what pafTed, refented it very much ; but 
his Rage was work'd up to the higheft Pitch, when 
the King forbad him to think any more of the 
Princefs : Telling him, that after all the Services 
he had olFer'd her, (he could not love him. * What, 

* anj'wer'dbet (hall I labour all my Days to no Pur- 

* pofe? I love not to lofemylime, after fuch a 

* Manner.* * I am forry you fliould, faid the Kingt 

* but it mud not be.' * We (hall fee that, /aid the 

* Frificet in an infoUnt Manner y and going out of the 

* RooKi ; do you think to take my Priujner from me ? 
' 1*11 lofe my Life firft.' ' She you call your Pri- 

* foner, faid the enraged King^ was mine, and now 

* is free ; I have made her Mirtrefs of herfelf, and 

* not'to depend on your Caprice.' So fmart a Con- 
verfatftn Jiad gone father, had not the Prince re- 
tired, who from that Moment conceived a Defire 
of taking Pofftffiou of the Crown and Princefs. 
He had gained the Hearts of the Soldiers, and ill- 
defigaing People were aflifting to his Ambition, 
that the Kinr at laft was informed of his Intentions 
of dethroning him ; and knowing him to have, the 
Army on his Side, was forced to take the mildcft 
Mcafures. He fent for the Prrnce, and faid to him, 

* Is it pofRble that you fhould be fo ungrateful, as 

* to takt from me my Crown, tofet it upon your 

* own Head, fince you fee I air. fo nigh my End ? 

* Have I not had Mi&fonunes enough already, by 

* lofing 
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* lofing a Wife and Son ? Indeed I have oppofed 

* your Deiigns upon the Vtinctk Carpi llona, but as 
^ much for your fake as hers ; for how can you be 

* happy with a Perfon that does not love you ? But 

* iince you will run the Rifque of it, I confent you 

* ihall marry her ; but let me have fome Time to 

* talk to her, to prepare her for it.' 

The Prince, who wifh'd more for the Princefs 
than the Kingdom, (fot he had that which he late- 
ly conquer'd,) told the King, that he was not b 
deiirous of reigning as he believed, fince he had 
iign'd an A£t, whereby he diiinherited himfelf, in 
cafe his Brother returned, and fo ihould reft fatlsfy'd 
provided he might marry Carpillona* The King em- 
braced him, and went to the Princefs, who was 
always with her Governefs in cruel Alarms, whom 
ihe had then carried into her Clofet, and crying 
bitterly, faid, < Should it be pof&ble, that after all 
' the Promifes the King has made me, he ihould 

* be ib cruel as to facrifice me te his Crook-back*d 

* Son, the Day of my Nuptials would be the laft 

* I (hall breathe ^ fince I am more difpleafed with 

* the ill Qualities of his Heart, than the Deformity 

* of his Body.* • Alas ! my dear Princefs, reply d the 

* Govcrnefsi you know undoubtedly, that the 
' Daughters of the greateft Kings are always made 

* Vidtims to the State ; they never confult their 
< Inclination, nor whether the Prince that is to 
' efpoafe them be handfome or deform'd. And juft 
as Carpillona was about to reply, ihe was told that 
the King waited for her in her Chamber. As fooa 
as ihe ^t her Eyes on him, ihe knew what he 
came about, having a great Penetration ; and cry*d 
out, * Alas ! what have you to tell mc ?* * Fair 

* Princefs, /<?/</ ^^, look not on your Marriage with 

* my Son as a Misfortune, but confent willingly ; 

* the Violence that he commits, in regard to your 

* Sentiments for him, (hews but the Ardour of his 

* own : And if he loved you not, he might find more 
^ PrinceiTes, who would be glad to partake with 
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him a Crown, which he is already in Pofleffion 
of, befides that which he will have after my 
Death. Your Difdain and Contenopt have not 
been able to difmay him, and you oaght to be- 
lieve that he will forget nothing to pleafe you.' 
1 flatter'd myfelf, refPfdJhey to have forcrnd a'Pro- 
te€lor in you, but my Hopes are deceived : Yoa 
abandon me, bat the jaft Gods will not.* * If yoa 
knew bat all I have done, rephf^d be^ to prevent 
this Marriage, yoa would be convinc'd of my 
Friendship. Alas ! Heatven bleffed me with a 
Son, who wasTiurM by his own Mother ; bat he 
was dole away one Night, and a Cat pot in his 
Place, which bit the (^een fo crueHy^ that ihe 
died of it. If that lovely Child had not been tak- 
en from me, he would have been notv a Com- 
fort to me in my oM Age ; tny Subjedls would 
have feared him, and I might have offered you my 
Crown with him. This Son would not thqn have 
carried Things Yo high as now, but would have 
thought himielf happy to live at Court.* « I am 
then the Caufe of what has befallen you, anfwer^d 
Jhe ; fince he would have been, fo Serviceable to 
me, look upon me as a guilty Wretch, and 
think of punifhing me, rather than marrying me.* 
Ycu were not then capable, fair Rrincefs,y«/</i6^, 
of doing Good or Harm : I accufe you not of my 
Misfortunes ; but if you would not augment them, 
prepare yourfelf to receive my Son : For he is too 
powerful here, and may aft fome tragic Scene.* 
The King feeing (he returned no other Anfwer, but 
was all in Tears, left her ; and knowing the Prince 
would be impatient, went and told him, that the 
^rincefs had given herConfent, and bid him make 
every Thing ready againft the Solemnization of the 
Marriage. The Prince, tranfported with Joy, thank*d 
the King* 2ind immediately lent for Jewels, and all 
forts of Tradefmcn, land btfpoke all the fineft 
Things imaginable ; and then fent feveral rich Pre- 
fents of Jewels, l^c, which fhe I'eceived with all Ap- 
pearance 
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pearance of Joy. Afterwards he paid her a Vifit 
himfelf, and among other Things faid, * Were you 

* not very much in the Wrong, Madam, to refufe 

* the Honour I would do you, fince I am not dif- 

* agreeable in my Perfon, and the World feys I 

* have Wit ; befides, you (hall have the fineft Dia- 

* monds, and wear thericheft Clothes of any Quieea 

* in the World.' The Princefs anfwer'd coTdly, 
That the Misfortunes of her Family would nO;t per- 
mit her to drefs like other PrincefTes, and deiired 
him not to make fo great Prefents. * You are in the 

* x'v^Xyfaid he^ not to drefs yourfelf, if I don't give 

* you leave ; but you muft think of pleaiing me ; 

* Every Thing will be ready for our Marriage with- 

* in four Days ; divert yourfelf 'till then, and com- 

* mand here, fincc you are abiblutc Miftrefs,' And 
after that left her. 

No fooner wae he gone, but (he (hut herfelf up 
with her Governefs, ,and told her (he might chu(e 
whether (he would find her tlie Means of efcaping, 
or thofe of killing herfelf on the Wedding- Day. 
After the Governefs had reprefented to her the 
Impoilibility of getting away, and the Weakneis 
£he (hewed, by killings h9rfelf» to avoid the Misfor- 
tunes of this Life ; (he endeavoured to perfuade her, 
that Vii'tue might contribute to her Tranquility, 
and that without having an intire Love for th^ 
Prince, (he might edecm him enough to Uve happy 
with him. Carpillona qoqH notyiekl to any of theie 
Remonilrances ; but told her, th^t '(.ill ^heo (he 
mad^ajccount (he had fome Value for her> but that 
now (he wa3 fen(ible how much it W4» ; a,i)4 that if 
all the World (hould fail her, (he woqld no; b# fail<< 
ing to herfel/; and that dangerous Difea^es muft. 
hav€ dangerous Remedies. Aft^r this (h^ open'4 
the Window, and looking fome Timeout of it, her 
Governefs, who fear'd (he defign'd to throw herfelf 
out, fell on her Kne^$, and looking tenderly at her, 
faid, * Ma^ \ Madao^t what would you have in£ do P 

1 3 ^ \^N^ 
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• I will obey you, tho' it ftioold coft me my Life.' 
The Princefs embraced her, and defined her to bay 
her a Shepherdefs's Drefs, and a Cow, and not a- 
mufe herfelf with perfuading her from her Defign, 
fmce it would be to no Purpofe, and only loHng 
Time ; and CiOtbnly that, but to drefs up a Figure, 
and lay it in her Bed, and fay fhe was ill. * You 

* know, ^17X^2^0, /aid thepcorGo^erne/s^ the Dan- 

* gers to which I expofe myfelf ; the Prince, with- 

• out doubt, will know that I affifted you, he will 

• make ufe of a thoufand Torments to make me 

* conFefs : And then judge if my Love is not great.* 
The Princcfs, very much confounded, made anfwer. 
That (he fhould go away herfelf two Days after, and 
that it would be eafy to impofe upon the World for 
that fhort Time. In (hort, they contrived it fo well, 
that Carpillona had that Night both a Shepherdefs^s, 
Kabit and a Cow, and appeared as beautiful as the 
<Jue: n of Love, when (he appear*d with ^uno and 
Pallas in that Habit to Paris on Mount Ida, She fet 
out by Moon light fometimes leading her Cowhand 
fometim.es [netting on her Back ; and if the leaft 
Breath of Air but gently agitated the Icaveaofthe 
Trees, a Bird (Jew off her Neft, or any Thing ftir- 
red, (he feared it might be Wolves or Thieves. 

Thus flic travelled all the Night, and would have 
done the next Day, but that her Cow (lopped to' 
graze in a pleafant Meed ; where the Princefs, fa- 
tigued with the Weight of her Clothes and Shoes, 
fat herfelf down on the Grafs by a purling Stream, 
and tied up her Hair, which had got out from un- 
der her Cap, and fell in flowing Ringlets on her 
Shoulders.- She looked about, to fee if (he might 
not be obferved ; but for all her Precaution fhe 
wasfurprized by a Lady, all in Armour, who, tak- 
ing off her Head- piece, which was Gold, adorn 'd 
with Diamonds, * faid, Shepherdefs, I am vtry dry 

• and weary, will you give me fome Milk to quench 

* my Thirft ?' * With all my Heart, Madam,>/V/ 
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* Carpillona, if I had any Thing to put it in.* * I 

* have here a China Di(h ; /aid the armed Lady^ take 

* that.* But the poor Princefs not knowing how to 
ftroke the Teat; * What, ya/V the Lady, is your 

* Cow dry, or do you not know how to milk her ?* 
Hereupon the Princefs, a(hamed to appear fo auk- 
ward before fuch an extraordinary Perfon, fell a 
crying, and reply *d ; 'I mult own, Madam, for 

* the fmall Time J have been a Shepherdsfs it has 

* been my Buiincfs to feed my Cow ; my Mother 

* does all the' reft.' * I'hen you have a Mother, 

* continued the Lady ; and pray what does flie do ?* 

* She is a Farmer,' /aid Carpillona. * What, hard 

* by ? /aid the i.ady again,^ * Yes, reply^dthe Princefs.* 

* Really, /aid fie, 1 have a great AfFedlion for her 

* upon your Account, and will go to fee her; lead 

* me to her.* Carpillona was at a ftand what Anfwer 
to make, (he was unufed to lye, and knew not 
that ihe talked to a Fairy : She looked down, her 
Colour come into her Face, and at laft (he faid. 

When once I come abroad, I never return till 
Night: therefore I defire you. Madam, not to 
malce my Mother angry with me.* * Ah ! Prin- 
cefs, Princefs, /aid the Fairy, you cannot fupport 
a Lye, nor aA the Perfon you pretend to be, 
without my A(ri(lance ; here take this Nofegay of 
Gilliflowers, and be a(rured that while you have 
it the Crook-backed Prince, from whom you fly, 
will never know you ; -and remember, when 
you come to the great Forelt, to infotm yourfelf 
of them whereabout the Shepherd Suhlimus has 
his Abode. Tell him that you come from the 
Fairy Amaxona, who de(ires him to receive yoa 
as his Daughter. Farewel, Carpillonay I have been 
your Friend a long Time.' ' Alas! Madam, crfd 
the Princefs y do you love me, and can you abandon 
me, when I ftand fo much in need of your A(rift- 
ance?* * The Nofegay will not fail you, replfd 
/he : my Time is precious, and I muft leave you 

I 4 '^ \a 
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* to complcat yourDeftiny.* And as (he uttcr'd 
thefe Words, (he difappeared. 

Carpillona was ready to die with Fear, but reco- 
vering herfelf, continued on her Way, though ig- 
norant of the Road that led to the great Foreft ; 
thinking to herfdf, that this able Fairy would con- 
duct her thither, and always kept the Nofegay 
in her Hand, whether (he flood ftill or walk'd : 
But at lafl her Feet were fo chafed and fore, 
that (lie was forced to lie down under the ihade 
of fome Trees ; where fhe refledled often, and 
with no fmall Uneafinefs, on her poor Governefs, 
of whofe Zeal and Fidelity there are but few Ex- 
amples. She drefs'd up a Figure* as the Princefs 
had order'd her, went always very foftly into her 
Room, as fhe faid, for fear of diflurbing her, and 
fcolded at the leafl Noife that ever was made. The 
King, when he was told of the Princefs's being 
lick, was not at all furprized, attributing it to 
her Grief, and the Violence ofFer'd : But as foon 
as the Prince was informed of this ill News, his Cha- 
grin was inconceivable ; he would fee her, but the 
Governefs, wiih much ado, prevented him^ 1 hen 
Ite afked that his Phyfician might; but fhe told 
him, it would be the Means to kill her, for fhe 
hated all Phyficians and their Remedies ; but with- 
al, bid him not be frighten'd, telling him, it was

this Violence, was an Information be had had of 
the Matter from the other Women ; who perceiv- 
ed the Deceit, and fearing fome PuniQiment might 
fall to their Share, went and told him prefent- 
iy. The Excefs of his Rage cannot be exprefs'd : 
He ran to the King, thinking he was not ignorant 
pfk, hut found by the Surprize he read in his Face, 
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himfelf to be roiftaken. As fopn as he faw the poor 
Governefs . he faid to her, catching hold of htr 
Hair ; * Give me my CarpUhnat pr I'll tear fttut 

* thy Heart.' She made po R^ply, biitwitli Tears; 
and proftrating herfeif at his Knee^^ c^njvr'd him, 
but all in vain, to hear her. He ^Ql her iato a drfp 
Dungeon, and had pu| hrr to Death a chouraaol 
Times, had not the King, who was as good as hi« 
Son was wicked, obliged htm to let her live in chat 
frightful Prifoii. 

This amorous and violent Prince order'd, that 
(he Pnncefa (houkl be purfyed both by Sea and 
Land ; and to that End, left the Court himfelf, and 
ran about like a m^d Man, When one Day, as 
Carpilloua was iat with her Cow under a large 
JELock, and tiie Weather being vo-.y tempeAuoui, 
ihe remained trembling at the Thunder ami Light- 
ning, when the Crook-back'd Prince came thitiier 
with his Attendants for Shelter, fiut, alas ! when 
file law him fo nigh ker, (he was more frightenM, 
than at the Thunder and Lightning: 6he held 
her Nofegay of Gilliflowers fiift witk both her 
Hands ; and remembering the FvAjryt faid, * Aban- 
' don me not, charming Amax^iia.* The Prince 
cafting Lis Eyes upon herv iaid, < What can you 

* he afraid of, poor decnepid old Wretch f Where 

* would be the hart if tie Thunder Ihould kill 
' thee, fince thou haft one Foot in the Grave ai« 

* ready V The young Piinccfs was not lefs over- 
joy'd than amazed, to hear him call her old : 

* Without doubt, faid Jhe^ to herfeif my Nofegay 

* works this Wonder.' And that ihe might have 
no farther Converfatxon with him, flie pretended to 
be deaf. The Prince, finding Oxe couJd not hear, 
faid to his Confidant, who was never from him : 

* Now, if my Heart was a little more gay, I could 

* fct this old Creature upon the Top of the Rock, 

* and have the Pleafure of feeing her roll down 

* and break her Neck.' * But, Sir, re^{iec( tbis «\>nck- 

* i:^ Fu'vcufite^ to divert ycu,. VW ^^tt'^^^t vi^V^

* force, and yoa (hall fee her Body bound like a 

* Ball.' * We have not now Time, Jaiii he, wc muft 

* continue our Search after, this UDgrate, who dif- 

* turbs the Repofe of my Life.' 

As he made an end of thefe Words, he clapp'd 
Spurs to his Horfe, and rid off.' It is eafy to judge 
of the Joy of the Princefs ; who did not forget to 
thank the Fairy Jmaxona, whofe Power (he was 
then fenfible of. She purfued her Journey, and 
arrived at the Plain whereon the Shepherds of that 
Country built their Huts : Which were all very 
pretty, each having a Garden and a Spring. The 
Valley of Tempe could not be more agreeable. The 
ShepherdefTes were for the mod part beautiful, 
and the Shepheids negledted nothing to pleafe them» 
On all the Tre£s, Cyphers and Love Verfes were 
engraved. As foon as Carpillona appear'd among 
them, they left their Flocks ; and, prepofTefTed with 
her Beauty and majedic Air, advanced towards 
her ; but what furprized them moft, was the Mean* 
nefs of her Habit : For though they lived an inno- 
cent and ruftic Life, yet they pretended very much 
to a neat Adjuftment of their Apparel.

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King, getting up, and returning her Salute in as ci*vil 
a Manner^ that great Fairy has Reafon to believe 

* that we have a perfedl Honour for her ; but you 
are welcome, if you had no other Recommenda- 

* tion but your own Perfon,' * Come hither, pretty 

* M'd\di,/aid the ^een, holding out her Hand^ come, 

* and let me kifs you : I conceive a great Kindnefs 

* for you, and could wifh you would look upon 

* me as your own Mother, and my Children as 

* your Sifters.* ' Alas I my good Mother, /aid the 

* Princefs, I de/ire not that Honour, it is enough 

* for me to be your Shepherdefs, and tend your 

* Flock.' * No, reply*d the King, we are all e- 
' qual here, you come with too good a Recom« 
' mendation for us to make any Difference between 
' you and our Children ; fit down by us, and let 

* your Cow feed with our Sheep.' She made fome 
Difficulty, perfifting in what ihe told them at firfly 
that fhe was come only to be their Servant ; but 
would have been very much embarras'd if they had 
taken her at her Word : For indeed, by her Looks, 
ihe feem'd to be made more to command than to 
obey ; and it might be thought, that fo great a Fai- 
ry would notprotedan ordinary Perfon, 

The King and Queen look'd upon \itx with an 
Amazement mix*d with Admiration, which they 
could not comprehend : They afk'd her if (he came 
a great Way ? Ihe faid, Yes ; and then, if Ihe had a 
Father and Mother ? to which Ihe faid. No : And 
anfwer'd all their other Queflions with Pvlonofyl- 
lables, as much as her Refpedl would allow her 
to do. ' What is your Name, /aid the ^een f* 

* Carpillona, reply djhe.^ « The N^mc, /aid the King, 

* is very odd ; and, unlefs fome Adventure gives 

* room for it, it is very rare.* She made no An- 
fwer, but took up one of the Queen's Spindles, to 
wind off the Thread : But when (he drew off her 
Gloves, the King and Queen, who caft their Eyes 
upon her Hands, thought them to bej^&bj^>fQ\:!Kv<L 
in that Shape ; and to peucuat^ i^\Tftd|^e^V^ ^^"^ 
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Condition, faid : < Carpilhna^ your Clothes are too 

* hot for the Climate we live in, and your Shoes 

* too heavy and clumfy for fo young a Damiel; 

* you mult be drefs'd after out Manner.' * My 

* Clothes, Mother, anfauer^d Jhe^ are fuch as they 

* wear in my Country ; but I'll put on what you 

* pleafe to order me.' They admir'd her Obedi- 
ence, and above all, the Air of Modefty that ap- 
pear'd in her Eyes and all her Anions ; but, it be- 
ing Supper-time, they got up, and went all into 
the Houfe, where they intended to drefs the Fi(h 
that the two Princefles had caught, and fome frefli 
Eggs, and to make the reft up with Milk and 
Fruit. * I am fur prized, faid the King^ that my Son . 

* is not yet come home : His Eagernefs after Sport 

* carries him too far ? and I am always in fear, left 

* fome Accident fhould befal him.' * My Fears 

* are no lefs than yours, /aid the ^een i but if you 

* pleafe we will not fup 'till he comes.' * No, /aid 

* the King, let him mind his Time better : On the 

* contrary, I defire you, when he comes, not to 

* fpcak to him, but that every one give him a cold 

* Reception.' * You know his good l^zture, /aid the 

* i^L'fert, and he will be fo much troubled, that he 

* will fall fick.' * I can't help that,' repfy'd the King, 
' he mull be correded.' After this Difcourfe, they 
fat to fupper; but before they had quite done, the 
young Prince came in, with a wild Roe on his 
Shoulders, his Hair all wet with Sweat, and his 
Face cover'd with DuU ; he leaned on a little 
Lance he generally carried along with him ; his 
Bow hung on one Side, and his Quiver of Arrows 
on the other. In this Condition there appeared 
Something fo noble and lofty in his Countenance 
and Mein, that none could look upon him without 
Attention and Re(pe£l : * Mother, /aid he ^ addre/- 

* f.ng'himfd/ to the ^ueen, n*y Defire to bring you 

* ihis Roe, has made me run all Day over the Moun- 

* tai A^ and Plains.' * Son, faid the Kinggra'vely^ 

* y di^indeav our more to make us ur^e^i'i^j , \^?.tv \o 

N ;■ 
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* pleafe you ; you know^ how much I have faid to 

* you on your violent YytUr^ of Sport ; but you 

* are refolved to take no Notice of it.' The Prince 
bluihed, and what vex'd him moft> was to fee a 
Peribn there, who did not belong to their Family. 
He reply'd, that another Time he would come foon- 
er ; or, if he did not approve of it, he would not 
go at all. * That's enough^ /aid the ^een, tvho 

* lo<ved him tenderly ; I thank you. Child, for your 

* Prefent : Come and fit by me, and eat your Sup- 

* per ; for to be fure, you muft be hungry.' The 
Prince was fbmewhat diforder'd at the ferious Air 
the King fpoke to him in, and durft not look up ; 
for though he was intrepid in all Dangers, he was 
of a docible Temper, and ftood in great Awe, where 
his Duty required it of him. But at laft, he reco- 
vered out of his Confufion, fat down by the Queen, 
and caft his Eyes on Carpillona^ who had notftay'd 
fo long to look at him : But as foon as their Eyes 
met, their Hearts were fo agitated, that they knew 
what to attribute their Disorder to. The Princefs 
blufh'd, and the Prince kept his Eyes (ledfafl upon 
her ; 'till at lad, (he raifing her's again with apleafing 
Softnefs, they continued looking at each other with 
a mutual Surprize, thinking nothing could equal 
what they beheld. * Is it poffible, /aid the Prince/s to 

* her/el/f that, of fojnany Perfons I have fcen at 

* Court, none (hould come nigh to this young Shep- 

* herd ? * How comes it, thought he to him/elf, that this 

* admirable Maid ihould be but a poor Shepher- 

* defs ! Ah ! that I was but a King, to place her on 

* a Throne, and to make her as much the Miftrefs 

* of my Empire as fhc is of my Heart.*^ In muiing 
after this Manner, he eat nothing. The Queen, 
who thought it owing to the ill Reception he met 
with, tired herfelf with inviting and careffing him, 
and brought out the fineil Fruits (he had. He de- 
fired Ca*pil'Ofta to tafte of them. She thank'd him, 
and told him, without thinking otv \\v^ tt.%^'^'^'5>x 
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gave theniy that (he had done nothing but eat, and 
cared for no more. Upon which, he left them cold- 
ly upon the Table. The Queen took not the leafl 
notice of all this ; butthe eldeil Princefs, who had 
no fmall Efleem for him, and who pe'phaps might 
have loved him very well, but for the Difference 
fhe thought between them, obferved all that paf- 
fed with iome Jealoufy. 

After Supper, the King and Queen retired, and 
the PrincefTes, according to their ufual Cuftom, 
did whatever was to be done in the Houfe : One 
milked the Cows, the other preiFed the Cheeie, 
i^c, Carpillona bufied herfelf after their Example 
to work ; but ihe was fo little us'd to it, that ihe 
did nothing to the purpofe : Infomuch that the two 
Princeffes called her the pretty unhandy Maid. 
The amorous Prince helped her in every Thing ; 
he went to the Spring with her, carried her Pai], 
drew the Water, and brought it back on his Shoul- 
ders, and would not fu£Fer her to carry any Thing ; 

* What do you mean. Shepherd, faidjhe to him ; 

* muft I a6t the fine Lady ? I that have been ufed 

* all my Life to Work ! am I to live here in Idle- 

* nefs ?* * You fhall do what you pleafe, lovely 

* Shephernefs, /aid Jhe\ but deny me not the PJea- 
< Aire of accepting my fmall Afliilajice on thefe Oc- 

* cafions.' Afterwards, they both returned, though 
fooner than he defired ; for though he durll not 
yet hardly (peak to her, never thelefs, he was o- 
verjoy*d to be with her. They both paiTed the 
Night in an Uneaiineis, which neither of them, 
through their little Experience, could guefs the 
Caufe of. The Prince waited impatiently for Day, 
to fee the Shepherdefs again ; and fhe was in as 
much Dread. The new Trouble the Sight of him 
put her into, fomewhat diverted her other Dif- 
pleafures ; and fhe thought fb much of him, that 
fhe almoft 6^^t the Crook back'd Prince. * Why, 
* ^uid Jhe^ has, blind Fortune beftow'd fo many 

y Graces, fuch a Mcin, andCuc\vC\\«i\Ts\^ otv^l^ow^'j, 
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* Shepherd y who is deflined only to feed his Flock • 

* and fo much Malice and Deformity on a Prince 

* appointed to rule a flouri filing Nation ?' 
Carpillona never had theCuriofity to viewherfelfy 

iince her Metamorphoiis from a Princefs into a 
Shepherdefs ; but then a certain Deiire of pleafing, 
made her feek after a Glafs. She was not long 
before ihe found that of the Princefs ; but when 
fhe faw herfelf fiie was quite confounded. ' What a 

* Figure's here ? cry'djhe ; whom am I like ? It is 
' impoilible that I ihould endure to be buried long 

* in this coarfe Stuff.' Then Hie wafhed her Face 
and Handsy and went to the Queen, and falling 
on her Knees, prefented her with a fine Diamond 
Ring, which was part of the Jewels fiie brought 
along with her. * Mother, I found this Ring fome 

* Time fince, but knew not the Value of it, but 
/ believe it may be worth fome Money ; I beg you 
' would accept of it, as a proof of my Acknow- 
' ledgment for your Charity, towards me ; and l!ke- 

* wiie, I defire you to buy me a Habit, and Linen, 

* that I may appear like the other Shepherdefles, of 

* this Country.* The Queen was very much fur- 
prized to fee fo noble a Ring, and told her that 
fhe would not take it, but would keep it for her, 
and that flie would fend to a little Town that was 
hard by, for a nice Country Habit, Shoes, (^ccom* 
pleat. 

When Carpillona was thus drefs'd, fiie appeared 
more charming than Aurora, The Prince neglefted 
nothing on his Part, but adorned his Hat, Scrip, 
and Crook with Flowers, and carried her a Nofegay, 
which he prefented with all the Fear of a Lover, 
and which fiie received with fome Confiernation, 
tho' ihe wanted no Prefence of Mind nor Wit^ 
When file was with him, flie hardly ever fpcke, 
but was always very thoughtful, as was he himfelf. 
When he went a hunting, inftead of purfuing his 
Game, whenever he found a Place ^vo\^^^ \o ^\sxk\- 
tain hiwfelf with the ThougViis oi \i\^>a^ViN^^ Cor- 
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pilhna, he would flop all on a Aiddeiiy and in that 
folitary Retirement make Verfes and Songs on his 
Shepherdefs, often talking to the Rocks, Woods, 
and Birds : And in (hort, he loft all that Gaiety of 
Temper which made him feek after the Company 
of the young Shepherds. But as it is hard to love, 
and not fear what we love, he dreaded fo moch 
the making his Shepherdefs angry by declaring hiin- 
felfy that ne durft fcarce ever fpeak to her ; and 
tho' ihe obfcrved very well, that he preferred her 
before all others, and that Preference oaght to' 
afTure her of his Sentiments, yet ihe could not but 
be in fome Pain for his Silence. Sometimes ihe 
would be overjoyed, and would fay to herfelf, * If 
' he really does love me, how (hall I receive the 
' Declaration of his Paffion Mf I fhould be angry, 

* I perhaps (hall be the caufe of his Death ; and if 

* I be not, T (hall die myfelf with Shame and Grief. 

* What (hall I, who am born a Princefs, hearken 

* to a poor Shepherd ? Ah ! too bafe Weaknefs, 1 

* fhall never confent. My Heart ought not to 

* change with my Apparel ; I have but too much 

* to reproach myfelf with, fince I have been here* 
As the Prince had a thoufand natural Charms in 
his Voice, and perhaps had he not fung fo well, the 
Princefs prepofleflcd in his Favour, would have 
liked to hear him ; (he would often engage him 
to fing ; and the Songs he made choice of, had al* 
ways foroething fo tender and engaging in them, 
that (he could not forbear expremng a Pleafure, 
which infpired him with the more Boldnefs ; and 
one Day he went to the River-(ide, to a Place (had* 
cd by Ofiers and Willows, and whither he knew 
that Carpillona led her Flock every Day ; and with 
a Nail wrote on the Bark of one of the Trees thcie 
Lines. 
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/« tUns Retreat^ in fuain do I 

Find Peace and Plea/ure reign : 
Where Lo've the Freedom of a Sigh 

Denies i to eafe my Pain, 

The Princefs furprized him juft as he had made 
an end : He afFeded to feem confounded, and after 
fome Moments of Silence, faid to her, < You fee an 
' unhappy Shepherd, who complains to the mod 

* inienfible Things, when he ought to complain to 

* none but you.' She made no Anfwer, but calling 
down her Eyes, gave him the Opportunity he want- 
ed to declare his Sentiments. While he was fpeak- 
ing, her Thoughts were wholly taken up, how ihe 
ought to take what fhe heard from a Mouth, that 
•was not indifferent to her ; but her Inclination en- 
gaged her to excufe him. • He is ignorant, faidjhe 

* to her/elf, of my Birlh ; therefore his Temerity is 

* pardonable : he loves me, and thinks me his E- 
"* qual ; but (hould he know my Rank.-— Will not 

* the Gods themfelves, who are fo much above us, 

* will not they accept of the Hearts of Mortals 7 

* Are they angry becaufe they are loved ? Well. 

* Shepherd, /aid Jhe, turning herfelf towoard^ him^ I 

* pity )ou ; and that is all 1 can dfo for you : T will 

* not love, I have Misfortunes enough already. 

* Alas ! what would be my Condition, if, to aug- 
^ ment my Calamities, my Days fhould be burden'd 

* with an Engagement ?* * Ah I Shepherdefs, crfd 

* he, hy rather,that if yon have any troubles, nothing 
' is nk>re capable to fweeten them. I will partake 

* of all of them, my Study (hall be to pleafe you ; 

* you may repofe on me the Care of your Flock.* 

* I wi(h to Heaven, Jaid Jhe, that I had no other 

* Reafon to be uneafy.' * What others can you 

* hviVty/aid he^ tfuith an eager Concern^ being fc beau- 

* tiful, fo youn?, fo free from Ambition, and {o 

* little vcrfed with the vain Grandeurs of a Court ? 

^ But without doubt, you love Yvete fetBfcV^y^ 
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* Rival, which renders you inexorable towards me/ 
Pronouncing thefelaft Words, hechang'd Counte- 
nance, became melancholy, and was cruelly tor- 
mented with this Thought. * I will there agree 

* with you, reply if fl?e, you have a Rival; but then 

* he is one hated and abhorred. You had never 

* feen me, but that the Neceffity of avoiding his 

* preffing Inftances obliged me to ^y from him.* 

* I'erhaps, Shepherdefs, /aid he^ you will fly from 

* me too; for if you hited him only becaufe he 
' loved youy I am fure, I am to be hated the mod 

* of all Men.* * Whether it ht^^replyd Jhe^ that I 

* don't believe him, or that I look more favoura- 

* bly upon you, I am fenfible I (hall not fly from 

* you, as I have done from him.' The Shepherd 
was tran(ported with Joy at thefe obliging Words, 
and from that Day negiedted no Opportunity to 
pleafe the Princefs. 

Every Day he gather'd the fineft Flowers to make 
Garlands for her, and adorn'd her Crook with Rib- 
bands. He never would fufl^er her to be expofed to 
the Sun ; but whenever ihe came along the River* 
fide with her Flock, he would cut down Branches 
of Trees, and form an Arbour wherever there was 
a pleafant Situation. h\\ the frees thereabouts, 
bore her Cyphers, and Verfes in praife of her 
Beauty. The young Princefs faw all thofe Tcfti- 
monies of the Shepherd's PaflSon ; flie loved fe- 
cretly, but durft never examine her Heart, for fear 
of finding there Sentiments too tender. The young 
Shepherd's Love for his Shepherdefs, could not 
long be kept fecret, but was difcover'd as well as 
applauded by every one; for who could find fault 
where all was Love ! All who faw them, faid, they 
were born for each other; that they were both 
perfect Beauties ; that it was the Work of the Gods, 
that Fortune made their Country fo happy ; and 
that they muft negleft nothing to detain them. 
Carpillona felt a fecfret Joy to hear the public Praife • 
in favour of a Swain (he thought fo amiable ; 
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but. then thinking of the Difference that was be^ 
tween them, (he was fomewhat chagrin'd, but pur- 
poied not to difcover who fhe was, that- (he might 
indulge her Heart the more. The King and Queen, 
who were extremely fond of them both, were no 
ways difpleafed at this growing Pailion : They look- . 
ed on the Prince as their own Son, and were no 
lefs taken with the Perfeftions of the Shepherdefs. 
Was fhe not Tent by Ama%onai faidthey, who fought 
the Centaur ? Without doubt, that wife Fairy has 
deftin'd chem for each other; therefore we muft wait 
her Orders. 

Things were in this Condition: The Prince com- 
plain'd ahvays of Carpillona^s Indifference, becaufe 
fhe carefully concealed her Sentiments from him ; 
when being one Day out a hunting, he could not 
avoid a furious Bear that came fuddenly out of the 
Hollow of a Rock, and had devoured him, had not 
his Courage been feconded by his Aftivity. After 
having ftruggled a long Time upon the Top of the 
Mountain, they both at lafl rolled down together* 
Carpillona at that very Time was flopped with her 
Companions in that Place, yet could not fee what 
pafs'd on the Top of the Hill: But what a Conditi- 
on wei^ they all in, when they faw a Man and a 
Bear tumbling down together! The Princefs foon 
knew her Shepherd, and fent out Cries of Fear and 
Grief; all the ShepherdefTes ran away j but Love 
redoubling the Princefs's Courage, fhe was fo bold 
as to run the Iron of her Crook down into the ter- 
rible Monfler's Throat, and fo give her Lover fome 
Affiftance ; who when he faw her, for fear fhe might 
partake of his Danger, raifed his Courage to fuch an 
Height, that he no longer thought of preferving his 
own Life, but only to fecure hers ; and indeed kilPd 
his Enemy jufl at her Feet: At the fame Time he 
fell down half dead with the Lofs of Blood from 
two Wounds he had received. 

How cruel a Sight was it for her to fee his Clothes 
all dy*d with Blood I She couVd. tiox. ^^^^\\«x 
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Face was drowned in Tears ; (be laid his Head in 
her Lap, and all on a fudden breaking Silence, iaid, 

* Shepherd, if you die. Til die with you : In vun 
' have I concealed my fecret Thoughts ; know then 

* now. that my Liie is attached to yours.' « What 
' can I wi(h for more, fair Shepherde(s ? cfy*dbeim 

* a faint Voice, Whatever be^s me, my Fate now 

* will always be happy.* 

By this Time the ^hepherdefles who fled, f eturn- 
ed with feveral Shepherd?, and affifted the Prince 
and thePrinccfs, who by that Time was i*:'as bad 
a Condition : But while they were cutting down 
the Branches of Trees to make a fort of Litter for 
them, the Fairy Amaxona appeared among them. 

* Be not Qonc£rvit6yfaii{ft?et let me touch the young 

* Shepherd.* Then taking him by the Hand, and 
putting her golden Ca(k upon his Head, fhe faid, 

* Dear Shepherd, I forbid thee from being fick.* 
Hereupon he foon got up, and the Vifor of the 
Cafk beine up, there appeared a martial Air in his 
Face ; and his Eyes, which were bright and lively, 
anfwered the Hopes which the Fairy conceiv*d. He 
was amazed at the Manner of his Cure, and the 
Majefty that appeared throughout her whole Per- 
fon; and traniported with Admiration, Joy, and 
Acknowledgment, caft himfelf at her Feet: * Great 
' Queen, faidht^ I was dangeroufly wounded ; one 
' Glance from your Eyes, and one Word from your 
' Mouth, has cured me. But alas ! I have a Wound 
' in my Heart that I will not be cured of; vouch- 

* fafe only to affuage the Pain, and mend my For* 

* tune, fince I cannot f>artake it, fuch as it is, with 
< this fair Shepherdefs.* The Princefs bluihM fio 
hear him fpealc after this Manner ; (he knew that 
the Fairy /imaxsna was ignorant who (he was, and 
fear*d left (he (hould blame her for givin? Hopes to 
a Lover fo much below her ; infomuch that fhe 
durll not look up : But the Sight that efcaped her 
Breafl, raifed fome Pitv in that of the Fairy's. * Car- 

* fi/lffna, faid fhe^ this Shepherd is not unworthy 

* your 
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* yourEfteem. Andyou, Shepherd, who defire fo 

* much the Change of your Condition, alTare your- 

* Mi of a moft illuftrious Fate.' And then (he dis- 
appeared. The Shepherds and ShepherdeiTes con- 
duced them back in Triumph to their Hamlet, 
f^Iacing the two Lovers in the mid ft of them, and 
cr4>wi>ed them with Flowers, as a Token of the Vic- 
tory they had gained over the terrible Bear, which 
they broH|*ht after them, tinging Verfes on the 
Tenderneis of Carpillona to the Prince. 

When they came to the Shepherd Suhlimus, they 
told him all that had happened ; with what Cou- 
rage the Shepherd Tiad defended himfelf againftthe 
Bear, and with what Generofity th6 Shepherdefs 
iiad affiled him ; and, in (hort, when the Fairy A- 
mazana had done. The King, overjoy'd at this Re- 
lation, ran to acquaint the C^en oiit.* < Without 

* doubt, /aid ife, this Boy and Git4 are above the 

* Vulgar ; their eminent Perfedions, their Beauty, 

* and the Care of the Fairy Amazonay Ihews iomc" 

* thing extrao^-dtnary.' This Difeourfe' put the 
Queen in mind of the Diamand Ring Carff/^nahzd 
given her. * I have always forgot, Jaidjhi^ to (hew 

* you a Ring which this young Shepkerdefs put in- 

* to my Hands with an uncommon Air of Gran- 

* deur, deiiring n>e to accept of it, and to furniih her 
' for it with fuch Clothes as they wear in thdsCoun- 
« try.' * Is the Stone fine ? rtplfd the King,' ' I ne- 
' ver looked much at it, /aid the ^ueen, bot here it 
^ is ;' and presented it to him. Noiboner had he fix'd 
his Eyes on it, but he cry'd oat, * Ye Gods ! what 

* is this^f behold? Whatdo.you not know a Pre- 
« fent which I received from your Hands ?' At the 
fame Time he touched a little Spring, the Diamond 
flew up, and the Queen faw her own Pid^ure, 
which (he had drawn to give the King ; and which 
fhe had tied about her little Daughter's Neck for 
her to play with, when Ihe nurfed her in the 
Tower. * Alas! my Dear ^ /aid Jb^, what ftrange 
' Adventure is this*? it renews all my (vfiefs : But 

* let 
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* let us talk to the Shepberdefs, and ende«venr to 

* lea n more.' Upon this (he called Carpillonay and 
faid, I have waited till now, Child, for a l^n- 

* feflion from you ; which would have gives much 

* more Pleafuie, had it come from you without 
^ being prefs'd to it : fiut (inceyou dill continueto 

* conceal from us who you are, it is proper that 

< we inform you that we know, and that the l^ing 
« you gave me has difcover'd this Riddle.' * Alas! 
« Mother, replfd the Prince/sy falling on her Knees by 
' her^ it was not for want of Confidence that I con- 

< cealed my Rank from you, but that I thought it 
« might be a Trouble to you to fee a Princefs rc- 

* duced to my Condition. 

* My Father was the King of the Peaceable IJlandsi 

* but his Reign being diflurbed by an Ufurper, he, 

* and my Mother, were both confined in a ftroog 

* Tower. After three Years Imprifonment, they 

< found the Means, by the Afliftanceof one of their 

* Guard, and the Favour of the Night, to efcape. 

* They let me down in a Baiket ; but the Cord 

* breaking, I fell into the Lake which furrounded 

* the Cadle, where I was taken up by fome Fifher* 

* men, who juft then were drawing in their Nets, 

* which they had thrown out for fome Carp, which 
' the Moat was well (lored with. But, alas ! how 

* were the Fifhermcn deceived in their Hopes ! for 

* by my Weight they were in Expectation of a good 

* Draught. When they firft faw me, they thought 

* of throwing me in again ; but at lall they ref(3v- 

* ed to leave n\e in the Net, and carry me to the 

* Tyrant ; who, being informed of the Flight of my 

* Family, knew me to be an unhappy deflitute 

* Princefs. His Wife, who had no Children, pity- 

* ing, and having fome Inclination for me, took 

* me, and brought me up under the Name of Cat" 
' pilUnat perhaps with a Defign that I might have 

* no Notion of my Birth : but my Heart has always 

* told roe who I am : And it is fometimes aMisfor- 

* tune to have Sentiments fo littlp conformable to 

* one's 
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* one's Fortune. But as the greateft Vrofperity is 

* not to be depended on, a neighbouring Prince, 
' who was crooked, and went by the Name of the 

* Humped Backed Prince^ coming at the Head of a 

* gallant Army, deprived the Ufurper of my Fa- 
» ther's Crown of his ill gotten Power. The Change 

* of the Tyrant's Fortune render'd mine llill worfe ; 

* the Conqueror took me with him as the greateft 
« Ornamer.'.' of his Triumph, and determined to 
' marry me, whether I confented or not. in this 
« Extremity I betook myfelf to Flight, drefsM like 
' a Shepherdefs and leading a Cow ; and was met 

* by the Prince, who undoubtedly had known me 

* again, if the Fairy Amaxona had not generoully 

* given me a Nofegay of Gilliflowers to fecure'me 
< from my Enemies. Neither, my good Mother, con* 

* tinned the Prince/s^ did ihe do a lefs charitable Ac- 
' tir>n in recommending me to you ; and if I declar- 

* ed not my Rank fooner, it was not through Dif- 

* truft, but only to fpare your Grief 'Hot ^pur/uedjhe^ 

* that I complain : for 1 never knew any Tranqui- 

* lity till the Day I was received by you : and I 

* muft own that a Country-Life is fo fweet and in- 
« nocent, that I prefer it before that of a Court.' 

As ihe fpoke with great Earneftnefs, ihe obferv'd 
not that the Queen melted into Tears, and that the 
King's Eyes water'd ; but ihe had no fooner done, 
than they both ilrove to clafp her in their Arms, 
where they held her a long Time, without being 
able to pronounce one Word. She melted and 
cry'd after, their Example ; and it is hard to exprefs 
the agreeable Trouble thefe three illuftrious Per- 
fonswere in. At lail the Queen making an Effort 
upon herfelf faid, * Is it poifible my dear Child, 

* that after all ray Sorrow for thy fatal Lofs, Hea- 

* ven ihoiild reftore thee to thy Mother, to comfort 

* her in her Misfortunes? Behold, my Child, the 

* Bread that fuckled thee in thy tender Youth ! Be- 

* hold the King thy Father, the Author of thy Days! 

* With what Tranfports ihall we folemnize the 
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* Return of a Child which Heaven ia its Angei 
' deprived us of?' * And ly illullrious Mother aad 

* Queen, cry d the Prince/ss (ca(Une herfelf at her 

* Feet,) by what Expreflions and Anions fhall I 

* make you both underftand the Love and Refpeft 
' I owe you, iince I find yon the dear Sandaary 

* to my Misfortunes, when I dorft not flatter my- ^ 

* felf with ever feeing you again ?' Then they ail 
renewed their Carefies, and thus fome Kiurs glided 
away. Carpillona after this retired, having firH been 
forbid by her Father and Mother to fpe^^ of what 
had paffed. 

The Princefs, in regard to indiiFerent Peribus, 
•bferved their Commands pundually, butcouldnoi 
keep the Secret from her young Shepherd ; io hard 
a Thing it is to conceal any thing from a Perlbn 
we love. She reproached berfelf a Thoufand Times 
for not having difcovered her Birth to him. * How 

* great would his Obligation have been, faid Jbe, 

* n^ he had known, that being born to a Tkrone, 

* I could doop fo low as to him : But, alas I what 
^ DiiFerence does Love make between a Scepter and 

* a Crook ? Can this chimerical Grandeur,, which 

* we boad fo much of, can it fatisfy our Souls I 

* No : Virtue alone has there a Right ; it fets as 

* above a Crown, and can iroc us from it : The 
'* Shepherd that loves me, is wife, witty, and amia* 

* able ; what can a Prince be more V As (he aban- 
doned herfelf to thefe Reflexions, fhe {aw him at 
her Feet, he having followed her to the River-iide i 
and was prefented by him with a Garland of Flow- 
ers, the Variety of which was charming. * From 

* whence come you, fair Shepherdefs, y2;/^ hei I 

* have been feeking you fome Hours, and have 

* waited fome Time with Impatience ?' ' Shepherd, 

* faidjhe, I have been taken up with a very fur- 

* prizing Adventure, and reproach myfelf for being 

* fo long fjlent ; but remember, that this Mark of 

< my Coiiiicience requires an eternal Secrecy. I 

< am a Princefs, my Father was a King, whom I 

• find 
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^ £nd in the Perfon of the Shepherd SublimuiJ* The 
Prince was fo con bunded and Airprized at this 
News, that he had not Power to interrupt hor, the' 
(he related . the Hiftory of her Life with all imagi- 
nable Beauty : So great were his Fears leil this 
wife Shepherd, (ince he was a King, (hould refufe 
liim his Daughter ; or that flie^ refledting on the 
Difference between a great Princefs and himfelf, 
ihould fall off fome Day from thofeTefti monies of 
Kindnefs fhc had given him. ^ Ah ! Madam, /aU^ 

* the melancholy Prince^ I am a lofl Man, I mil ft re- 

* nounce this Life : You are born to a Crown, and 

* have found your Father and Mother. For my 

* part, 1 am an unhappy W^etc^^ that knows nei- 

* ther his Country or Relatione ; an Eagle was my 
' ,Nuifc, and her Nefl my Cradle : ICyou have had 

* fome favourable Regard to me. it will be return'd 

* you * The Princefs mufed a Moment, or two, and 
vuthout returning any Anfwer to what he faid, took 
her Bodkin out of her Hair, and wiit oa the Bark 
of a Tree : 

An equal PaJJion canyimr Heart return ? 

The Ptince wiit immediately this Verfe ; 
A thouiand times more ardeMily I burn. 

The Princefs writ under it : 

Thank Fortune for this lucky Ma^'n, 
To love, and to he lov^d again. 

The Prince, tranfportcd with J«y, ^fl himfelf 
at her Feet, and taking one^f her Hand« faid, 
« Adorable Princefs, ybu flatter my afRittcd Heart, 

* and by this new Bounty prefcrve my Life; rc- 
-• member what you have wrote in my favour.' * I am 

* net capable cf forge tling^/cf/V//, ivith a gracwui 

* Jir; depend upon my Heart, it is more intcrclled 
« in your Behalf riian in jny own.' Their Converfa- 

Vai.II. *^ ^w* 
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tion, without doubt, had been longer, had they 
had moro Time ; but they were then obliged to ga- 
ther up their Flocks and leturn Home. 

All this Time the King and Queen conferred to- 
gether upon Cnrpinona*s Behaviour towards the 
young Shepherd. While Ihe was unknown to ihcm, 
they approved of thofe growing Maraes, that kind- 
led in their Souls ; the pcrfe(^^ Beauty wherewith 
Heai'en had ci dowed them, the Wit and Graces 
U'hich accompanied nil their Afiions, made them de-

The next Morning (he arole» to 1«^ her Flock 
to feed; tot inftcad of gobg towards the River, 
mcDt direAly to a Wood, where lying dowQ upon 
theGrai(s, aad leaning upon her Elbow, (tie fell 
into a deep Mufing I The Prince, who. could not 
be quiet, where (Ee was Dot prefent, fought alt a- 
boat for her, and finding her, prefented himfelf to 
her Sight ; who no fconer faw him» but the ihriek'd 
•ut» as if (he had been furprized, and riflng with

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I^ecipitation, left him vvitlioat looking once at 
him. He rtood fome Time like one Thunder-ftruct 
«t {q unufual a Behaviour; but recovering hinifelf, 
follow'd her, and flopping her, faid, * What, Shcp- 
-• herdefs, would you, in giving me Dcaih» deprivfc 

* yourfelf of the Pleafure of feeing nie expire 

* before your Fyes ? You have changed in iS- 

* gard to your Shepherd, and no longer remember 

* what yoa promifcd but Yefterday.* * Alas ! /ai4 

* JhCf cafting her Eyes melancholy upon him, what Crime 

* do you accufe me of? I am miierable, and tied 

* down by Commands, which I cannot evade : Pity 

* me, and leave me, wherever you fee me/ ' Muft 
' I, ay^d het folding his Arms in an Air of Def^ir^ 

* muff I fly you, Divine Princefs ? and can fo cruel 
' an Order, and fo little defetved, be pronounced 

* by you yourfelf ? What would you have become 

* of me ? And can that flattering Hope, to which 

* you weie fo willing that I flsould abandon mvfelf 

* extinguilh, and I live ?* At thefe woidts CarpiUona^ 
whofe Grief was no lefs violent than, her Lovcr*s, 
fell fpeechlefs, and void of Life, at his Feet. At 
which £ght he was agitated with a thoufand diilFe* 
rent Thoughts ; but the Condition his beloved Mir 
ilrefs was in, told him, that her Heart had no Part 
in the Orders ihe then gave bim, which dtminifh'd 
in fbme meafure his Sorrows : However* he loll 
not a Moment to aflVfl her ; a Spring, which ran 
foftly along the Grafs, afforded him Water to throw 
in her Face, and fome Cupids^ who were hid be^hind 
a Bufh, have told their Comrades fince, that he 
was fo bold as to Ileal a Kifs. Whether it be true, 
or not, the charming Sher;>herdefs presently opened

* Mother be, if (he/fliould tome V ' What, yiij^^r, 

* muft I leave you then, to be devoured by Wolves 

* and Bears ; or during a long Swoon, to be Aunp 

* in this folitary Place by fome Serpent or Afpick.'

During this Converfation, in which their tender 

Looks had no fmal! Share, the Fairy, thjcir Pro- 
teflrix, appear'd in the King's Chamber, arm'd as 
before, and addrefling herfelf to tlie Queen, faidi 

* You are no ways grateful. Madam, tor the Prc- 

* fent I made you of your Daughter, who would 

* have been drowned in the Net, but for me, fince 

* you are upon the Point of killing with Grief the 

* young Shepherd, (with whom i t uded you:) 

* Think not of th:; DiiFercncc that may be between 

* him and Carj>i!lona ; it is Time to unite them ; 

* Think, illuftrious i^uhlimus.faid Jhe to the Kingy of 

* their Marriage ; I wi(h it, and you will have no 

* Reafon to repent it.' After thefe Words, without 
waiting for an Anfwer, (he left them, nothing re- 
maining to their View, but long Rays of 'Light, 
like thofeof the Sun. 

The King and Queen were equally furprised, 
and both felt a fecret Joy, that the Fairy's Com- 
mands were fo pofitive. ft is no longer to be 
doubled, ftud the King^ but that this unknown 
Shepherd is of a Birth agreeable to Carpillona% 
fmce their Protedlrix has too much Juilice to u* 
nite twoPerfons of unequal Rank. TwasOie 
that faved our Child in the Lake, where (he mull 
Inevitably have peri/hed.

' me by the Gods, to Uipporc and comfort me in 

* my old Age: but a greater Proof of my Friend - 
' (hip to you, IS the Choice I make of you for my 
< Daughter CMrpillonat the Lofsof whom you have 

* heard mt {q often deplore ; but that fame Provi- 

* dence that reftored her to mr, has ordained her 
•to you.* * AKl ?v>X\itr^ cry' d the Prince, cafting , 
*him/e'fat his feet, dare I flatter my felf with what 

* I hear ? Am I fo happy as to be your Choice, or 

* is this only to know my Sentiments for that beau- 

* tiful Shepherdefs ?' * No, my dear Son, /aid the^ 

* King, float no longer thus between Hope and 

* Fear; 1 am refolved to celebrate your Nuptisis 

* within a fewDajs.' * You heap too many Obliga- 

* tions upon me, rep'yd the Prince, embracing his 

* Knees ; and if J do not fufliciently explain my Ac- 

* knowledgnjent*, it proceeds from the Excefs of , 

* Joy.'i'he King made him rife, profefs'd great Va- 
lue and Friendiliip for him : and tho' he did not 
acquaint htm with the Greatnefs of his Ranlc, ^e 
faid enough to let him know, that his birth was 
much above his prefent Condition. 

Carpillona could not be cafy, bat mud follow them 
into the Garden, where iheobferved all that paf^'d 
from behind fome Trees ; and feeing her Lover at 
her Father's Fecr, Ihe believed he might be intreat- 
ing him not to condemn him to a cruel Bani(hment ; 
and defiring to know no more, fled iiito t.he Fa*

red, running like a Fawn before the Dogs, feanflg 
neither the Fieroenefs of tlve wild EeaUs, nor tlvr 
Thorns or Briars, vvhich tore her on all Sides. The 
Echoes repeated her Complaints, and Hie feemM to 
feck nothing but Death : In the mean Time her 
Shepherd, impatient to tell her the joyfol News» 
made all imaginable Hafte to follow her, and ^mi 
her out. • Where are you, my Shepherdeia, cffi 

* htf where are you, my lovely Carfitiona ; if jom 

* hear me, fly me not, we fliaFl both be liappy.' 
In pronouncing thefe Words, heperoeived her, for- 
•rounded in the Bottom of a Vale by feveral Hun- 
ters, who were endeavouring to put her behind a 
littke hump-back'd Man : At this Sight, and the 
Cries of his Midrefs, who wanted Affiftance, he flew 
like an Arrow out of a Bow, and having no othei^ 
Arms but his 5!ing, he let Hy a SttSne, which hit 
the crroked Piince fiiJl on" his Forehead, and 
knockM lum offhis Hoifij^'WhobrviHpht the Princ«fs 
down with him. By that '^I'ime the Prince came to 
tht-m himfclf, and endeavoured to defend his dear 
Shcf herdeis againft thofe Ravifhers ; but all his Ue- 
fiiiaDce was to iio Purpoie, they took him as well as 

'her, and had facrificcd him to their Rage, had not 
the crook'd- back*d Prince made a Sign to them to 
r.ive him, that be might put him to the moft cruel 
Torments : So that they then only contented them- 
felves witk bintling him and the Princefs, and in 

. fuch a Manner, that they cculd talk to one another;- 
and afier having made a fort of a Litter to carry 
their wounded Prince in, went away ,^ without be- 
in^r feen by any of the Shepherds, who might have 
given i^uhiimus an Account of the iViisfortune of 
I'lefe youn^ Lover*. Noiwithllanding, we may ea- 
fily imagfme his and the Queen's Concern, whea 
Ni;ht came, and they faw them not; who with 
a!) the Shepherd? of that Neighbourhood, fought 
iVveral Days for them. 

Now before I proceed any further, it will not 
be amifs to f;iy, that the crcoke i Prince had not 

fcrgot 
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forgot Carpillona^ and that when he was not em- 
ployed with the AfFairs of State, or adding roine hor- 
rid Murder, he uffd to go a hunting, and ftay out 
for fevcn or eight Days. It was at one ofthefe long 
Huntings that he faw ihe Princefs crofs a Path ; and 
the Livelinefs of her Grief made her give fo littk

* of being united together,* And then he told her 
all that pafs'd between Suhlimus and him* It is nq 
hard matter to comprehend the Regret of CarfiUo" 
na^ who burfting forth a-frefli into 7 ears, faidi * I 

* Ihall cod you your Life ; I kad you, for whom I 

* would fpill the lail Drop of my Blood, to a horrid 

* Punilhnient: I*am the Caufe of this Misfortune, 

* and, thro' my own Imprudence, have fallen into 
*. the inhuman Hands of my mod cruel Per fecutor.' 

With this kind of Difcourfc they cntertain'd one 
another *till they arrived at the Capital City, where 
the good old King, the Father of this wicked and 
crooked Prince, was informed that his Son was 
brought in a Litter, having received, by a Stonl^ 
out of a kSling, a Wound iiom a young Shepherd, 
in Defence ot a Shcphcr.lefs, and was in great Dan ^ 
ger. At this Ne»/s the King was very much con- 
cerned, and ordo'd the Shepherd to be put into a 
Dungeon ; and the like Fate the Princefs Carpillona 
underwent, by a private Order of the Prince, who 
refolved to make her confent to marry him, q\ to 
put her to the fevereft 1 orments : But it iLemed

* Princefs, reply* d he ^ do you think to comfort me ? 

* Alas ! would it not be more eafy to mc to fee yott 

* in the Arms of this Monfter, than in the Hand* 

* of an Executioner V !n (horty thefe Sentiments of 
his were not relifh'd by her; (he accufed him of 
Weaknefs, and alTured him flbe would (hew him aa 

'Example, and die w'th Courao;e. 

The Prince's Wound growing better, his Love, 
enraged with the continual Denial of the Princefs,. 
made him refolvc to facritice her, with the youn^ 
Shepherd, to his Rage ; and to that End appointed 
a Day for this difmal Tragedy, and dcfired the 
King, ar.d all the Lords of the Kingdom, to be 
pret#nt : and for himfelf, he came in an open Lit- 
ter, to glut his Eye| with this horrid Sight. I'he 
King, not know ng the Princefs Carpillona was a 
Prifoner, when he faw her bound with her Go- 
veriieff, who was condemned to fufFer the fame 
Fate as herfelf and Shepherd, who appeared a* 
bright as the Sun ; ordered them to be brought 
to him upon the 1 errafs, where he was with hi* 
Court, and not waiting for the Princefs's making 
her Complaint, for <he ill and bad Ufage fhe had 
had, cut the Cords wherewith Ibe was bound, and 
afterwards looking upon the Shepherd, found hrs 
liOwels yearn with" lendsracfs and Compaffion :

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* Rafh Youth,yij/V he^ /peaking to him *with all the 

* Harjhnejs he ivas Mafter of, what could infpire thee 

* with fo much Boldnefs, as to attack fo great a 

* Prince, and to reduce him slmoft to Death ?* The 
Shepherd ihewing an awful Rerpcdt, and a Confi- 
dence unknown to him before, reply'd, and faid 
with a wonderful Intrepidity, * Great Monarch, 

* the Danger which I faw the fair Princefs in, 

* was the Occafion of this rafli Adtiou ; I knevv not 

* your Son, and much lefs in an Attempt fo vio- 
« lent, and fo much below a Prince.' As he fpoke, 
he invigorated his Difcourfe, by raifing his Voice 
and his Gefture, whe ein his Arm lay bare, and 
the Arrow, wherewith he w^s marked, appeared 
too vifible, not to be perceived by the King ; who 
cry'd out, * O Heavens ! am J deceived ? or have C 

* found my Son again, whom F had loft? * No; 

* Great King, faid the Fairy Amazon a, mounted in 

* the Jir upon afatelyHcrfej you are not deceived ; 

* behold thy Son, whom I preferved in an E.agle's 

* Nett, where hewascanied by the order of his bar- 
' barous Brother, for the Lofs of whom he mud 

* be thy Comfort.' And as (lie made an End of 
thefe Words, fhe flew at the guilty Prince, and with 
her Lance pierced his Heart, which reduced, him 
prefently to A(hes. 

After this the Fairy went to the Ter'^af?, and 
prefented the Prince, no longer now a Shepherd, 
with a Suit of Armour, , faying to him, / Thefe 

* rpromifed thee ; and with thefe thou (halt be 

* invulneral;>Ie, and the greateil Warrior in the 

* World.' Hereupon there were heard in the Air 
the Soundings of Trumpets, and all manner of war- 
like Inftruments, which were followed with a foft 
and melodious Symphony to Words in the Piaife of

Aftd why fo much good Senfe ? anfivsr^d Madam 
de Lure.' * I pretend to as much, arijhver*d iSe 
Baronefs, and know as weA when I read it, and 
fpeak it.' 

Monsieur dt St. Thomas knowing his Wife to be 
very nice upon the Point of Ceremony, never' dif- 
puted but that (he was chagrin'd, that a Citiacn 
richly drefs'd, as Madam Routt was, fiiocrld ufe fo 
much Freedom as t«) fay my Dear at the firft Word ; 
and fearing a Ropture, preiented his Hand to the 
new-married Lady, and obliged the Vilcocmc to dd 
the fame by the Widow. ^The Prior, after. th*ir 
I^xample^ ^^^^ to help the Banoneis forward, who, 
difpleaied with that £xpreflioa, and being but 'of 
Humoor before, faid, with Fire in her Eyes,: 'What,

' with White, and fome with Black.' Madam dt- 
Rouety applying this Piece of Pleafantry to heifclf, 
return'd it again with Interefl; which put the Ba- 
ron, who was a Man of good Manners, into fome 
Pain, that this firil Vifit (hould be attended with 
Aieh- piquant Reflections :.He therefore endeavour*d 
to repair all by his Praiftts,. which being given a. 
propos, created a more fenftble Pleafure in thefe La- 
dies, than his Wife's ill Temper had given them 
Chagrin ; who made an Excufe, after Dinner, to go 
ijito her Chamber for fomething (he had forgot. 
But as they talked on various Subje6ls, at laft the 
Difcourie happening to fall on Datuirnardierg^ the 
Prior -told very agreeably all his Quarrels with, his 

I Neighbour and ivir. Roherty and his great Inclinati- 
ons to Don ^>ufxo/:j'm ; and wc may be fure AUun^% 
Fooleries were not forgot. 

The Stories that were told, of him, raifed in 

thefe Ladies a great Defire to fee him r Which the 

Baron told them might be eafily done, if they 

woufdgive themfdvcs the Trouble to go up into 

""Jiis- Chamber. • Well, faid the Prior, Til go and 

,** tell him of the Viiit you intend him, that he may 

■ *: be prepared, and arm himfelf.' • What, Sir, re^ 

* piydtbeH^idow, muil he arm to receive us ? Sure 

•he 
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* he will not fight with Women.' • ^o^ faiti ha 

* he is far from doing that, for he is as courteous 

* a.i any Knight Errant.' Then he left them, to 
tell D,'4nMnardiere what charming Ladies they were, 
and charged him above all Things, not to find 
fault with their Diale6l, fioce they came from Pa* 
rit ; where four and twenty Hours Reftdence was 
fuificient to fupply them with Wit all the reft of 
their Lives, and that they could not have a more 
competent Judge than ^himfelf, who having been 
born there, muft have fucked in with his Nurfe's 
Milk, Wit and Politenefs, and the Loves and 
Graces. * I don't know whether you may believe

* for, in my Opinion, I have fuch Thoughts as no

* What, Sir, reply d the Valet, have you a mind to

^ has almoft flea?d you already; and when you have 

* thofe Bodice on, you will be * Wretch, 

* crfdbiiMafter^ thou wilt never be fit to gather 

* any Thing but Thiftles in the Field of Mars^ fince 

* thou 
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thou calPft thofe Military Arms* which are to 
adorn me like a Roman Didator, fiodice : How 
canft thou fpeak in fo low a Style V ' i beCeech 
yon. Sir, /aid the Prior, not fo much of yoor 
lolty Expreifiont ; the Ladies wait.' * Alas ! Sir, 
^xr/W;rrVDandinardiere; what Ears have you, that 
nothing can offend them ? For my Part, my Va- 
let's Abfurdities ftun me as much as an Alarm* 
Bell ; I cannot bear a wry Word : And, was I to 
merit a Kingdom to hear Words ill>app]y*d, and 
all manner of Barbarifms, I ihould renounce it/ 
O ! Sir, /aid the Frior, the Languages are infi" 
nitely obliged to you ; and I hope you will meet 
witn no Ingratitude ; for, in (hort, J uoderiland, 
(but I'd have you be fecret) that the Learned in- 
tend to write your Life.* • O .' Sir, /aid Oandi- 
na diere, t ran/ported nuith the mafi/enfible Piea/ure 
Man covld he capable y*, 1 cannot doubt, but what 
you fay is 1 ruth, fince 1 liave alwa s received 
thofe Gentlemen handfomely at my Table. It 
is certain, that Hemsr, Hercdotusy Plutarch, Seneca, 
Voiture, Corncille, and even Harlequin \i\vci\t\f, have 
dined above thitty Times with me, and have 
made me ready to die with Laughter ; besides, I 
took their coming without C'eremony, as a parti- 
cular Favour ; and always left Orders with my 
Steward, when I was either with the Army, or 
at Verfailles^ to keep the fame Table : But is ic 
podibie that they (hould remember fi» flight a 
Mark of Friendftiip ? Well, I think I am well 
rewarded ; and indeed, I cou!d not have thought 
they would have remembered a Country Fhilofo* 
pher, like me.* • The Reafon is, rtplfd tbeP .^

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is one Thing they boggle at, and that is, you arc 
too covetous.' • As Times go now, reply d the 
other ifeme-wh at chagrin^ dy it is no Fa a! t ; jfor if I 
(hould tfirow away all I ha^e, I might hang my- 
fclf afterwards. Believt me, Sir, Heroes neither 
fow nor fpin ; they know not that happy Arith- 
metic of rilaking Four of Two, therefore they 
ought to keep what they have.' • Prudence, faid 
the Priory muft be commended by all the World, 
and your Hillorians will be fure not to forget 
yours ; but when they come to fpeak of your Mar- 
riage, how would yon have them to mention it ? 
Shall they fay, you were defpcratcly in Love with 
a Lady of great QiJality and Worth ; but that, 
becaufe <he had not a great Fortune you would 
not have her ?

^ I underfland yon, Mr. Dandinardiereyfaid the Priori 
this Freedom of mine is no way plea/ing to yon : 
But it is owing to my Refped for you ; I would 
wilh you a compleat Gentleman, which you nc- 
* ver can be, with that Foundation ofCovetoufnefi, 
which' — ■' Here Dandinardierey vex*d to the 

Soul, interrupted him, and told him, that he had 
forgot the Ladies, who fent him^ and defired him to 
conduct them to him^ that their Difcourfe might be 
more pTeafant and diverting. 

The Prior ran immediately to them, who waited 
with Idtpatience ; and told them wixh a ferious Face, 
grea't Part of their Con verfaiion, but durft not make 
too great a Jelf of the Cit before Madam de St. 
'^homoJx who would have taken his Patt^ B^ick^ i.^4 
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Edge. The Vifiters went prefently to DatuUtuBr* 
tliere\ Chambei, who made fo ridiculoat a Figure, 
that the graved Per/on would have found it an hard 
Ta(k, to have preferved a ferions Countenance : 
His Nofe and Cheeks were cruelly fcratch'd, and 
wiihal, ^ red and bloated, tbat he looked like a 
Trumpeter after a long Blaft : Befide^tf his Furban 
was no lefs to be admiPd than his Armour. As Ma- 
dam de Rouet was the firft that entered the Room, 
(he made him a very low Conrtefy, but when 
(he caft her Eyes upon him, (he was furpri^ed to 
find him to be her Couiin Crifir.flet^ aTradefmao in 
St. DcHKtS' Street, They both feem'd to expreis a 
great Joy, and embracing each otheri^ whifper'd Si- 
fcucc , for the Couiin Rouet was as xbuch afraid of 
being known, as Coufin Criftoflet. But as (he bad 
been informed of his Maggots a long Time, and 
had heard that, in fpite of all his Friends could fay 
to him, he was nfolv'd, after Fortune had cad an 
aufpicious Look on him, to fet up for a fine Gen- 
tleman, and being herfelf no lefs guilty of the fame 
Folly, (he was the more inclin'd to cxcufe him. 
They both talked of nothing but their Ancedors* 
how one's Great Uncle was a Duke, the other's 
a Marquifs, ^c. which was as much Matter of 
Fadt, as Dandtnardiere^ entertaining the fevcn Sages 
of Greeee, 

All the Company was vtry much furprized, to 
fee Dandinardiere and the Widow fo great : 'I he 
Baron was vexed at what he lold her, fearing it 
might be fome Obdacle to the Marriage ; for tho* 
he feem*d to be -vtry indifferent, yet in the main 
he was very defirous it might be : Heexptefs'*! v 
grifat Joy to fee them at a Time when he fo little 
expedled them. ' I n deed, ^/V Dandinardiere, whea. 

• 1 left the Court, I took care to conceal my Re- 

< treat from my dcared Fiiends, who I knew would 

< be concerned for my Abfence; and I mud needs 

• fay, I was grieved myfelf.' • You cannot ima- 

• gine, faid tbt ^VidoiAj,, how much it was regretted^ 

* 1 know-^ 
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* I know fomc of the fined ladies of the Courf» 
« who wore the reft of the Year no Ribbands, Laces* 

* or coloured Clothes.* * Alas ! /aid Dandinar- 
< dicrt, fetching a deep Sigh ; poor Ladies ; it grieves 

* nty Heart.* * There appear'd as much Mourning 

* in their Faces, tmtinued flje^ as ff it had been for 
*• an Hufband' < Ha! ha ! ha! cryed the City what 

* is this you tell me ? Well, I am in pain for that 

* fair young DncheA ; T (hould be inconfoleable, if 

* I have difturbed her Repofc : For hitherto, con- 

* tinned he^ you muft own, Madant, we have ma- 
' naged Matters fo well, that the World has not 

* been able to penetrate into the Secrets of our 

* Hearts.' Madam de St. Thomas liften'd fome Time 
to their Converfation, but at laft grew impatient* 
and approaching the Vifcount, faid foftly to him ; 

* What a Son- in-law is this you would perfuade us 

* to? Don't you find that he has five hundred In- 

* trigues on his Hands ? it will be an hard Matter 

* to fix him.* * Don't be difgufted, Madam, r*- 
^ pl/d/je, an Ai* of Gallantry is agreeable to Cour- 

* tiers; don't think that they love, more than other 

* People ; their Afu^lionsare the hardeft to fettle: 

* They know all the f\ng Terms of Gallantry ; figh 

* and perfuade, and yet do not love one whit the 

* better.' * So nruch ihe work ^ /aid the Bar onefs^ 

* he will deceive us. • No, Madam, tontinued the 

* Vi/cQunt^ he is bred in a Court of more Sincerity.* 

* What. Paris? /aid fie,'' Here the Vifcount wa» 
puzzlAl, what Court he (houjd call St. Dennis-Street ; 
when he was freed from the Perplexity he was in, 
by the Arrival of the two young Ladies, vho had 
been alk'd after by thefe Vifiters, but could not get 
themfelves drefs'd ready by Dinner- time. They 
were, without Difpute, beautiful; and if they had 
not afi^LAed fantaflical and romantic Airs, were very 
amiable Dandinardiere feeing them, made a Sign 
to his Coufin Rouet^ that Virginia had made a cruel 
Rent in his Heart ; which engaged her to look more 
favourably on her, than on Marthonida ; who would 

not 
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not have been xtxy well pleas'd, if Madam £,v>v}iad 
not paf&'d a thoufaad Compliments upon her. ' I 

* ought not to complain. Madam, fiudjbe to her, 

* of leaving the Couit as I have done, to come into 

* the Country ; where I have the Happinefs of meet- 

* ing with a Perfon fo charming as yourfelf.' * Ma- 

* dam, replfdjbe, we drive as mbch ai poflible, to 
' imitate you ; but our Endeavours are all in vain.' 

* Ah ! what is it you teil me, my Fair, crfd Madam 

* de Lure, you are altogether ajniable ; I fee Rays 

* of Wit dart from your Eyti^ which ravilh mc.* 
The Widow faid a great many fine Things to Firgi^ 
nia \ and, in fliort, they both talked fo together, 
that they confounded each other. Never were Praiies 
delivered with abetter Air; Dandinardiere triumpb'd, 
and gave his Sentiments open mouth'd : He wa$ 
ovejoy'd^ that the Widow applauded his growing 
PaiHon ; and Virginia^ for her Part, ufed all her 
Eloquence. 

The reft of the Company liften'd with great At- 
tention ; but the Baronefs was not over-well pleas'd 
that her Daughters ihould engrofs all the Praifes ; 
for fbc was one that thought all was her Due, and. 
loolt*d upon all the Compliments paid to others, as 
injurious to Kcrfclf : Which put her into fo ftrans^e 
a Moodji that (he would (ay nothing but Yes, at.d 
No. In the mean Time the bnverCation, which 
could net always be on the Advantages of Beauty, 
turn'd upoii thofe of Wit ; which raifed new De- 
fires in rvTadarn ds Rouet and Dandinardiere^ to offer 
up their Incenfe j who looking at each other, ad- 
mired that inexhaufrible Soaice of great Wordy 
which fignified little or nothing ; when, to mak^ 
fome Divcrfjon from the Subji^d they were gol into, 
the Vifcount told Madam de St, Thomas, that they 
two were great Lofcrs by not being in the Wood 
when the Ladies read one of the fin^ft Stories of th« 
Fairies that ever was made. * What, /aid the fT/- 
•^ do^u, are thefe Ladies acquainted with thefe Sorts 

• of 
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* -<jf Ainurements ? have they got into the Country 

* already V ' Aod what do you take us for, Ma'- 

* dam ? anfiwer^d Virginia ; do you think that our 
' Climate wants fo much the favourable Influences 
' of feme benevolent Star ? and that we are fo very 
' ignorant of what palTes under your ccleftial vaulted 

* Roof? Indeed our Sphere is not fo much limited 

* as you imagine : We know how to lay our Sceoea 
' Hq welly as that the Author need not be a(hamed%' 
' I muft confefs, /aid the ne<w married Ladjy that I 
' did not expe^ co find the Mufes and Fairies ia fa- 
' miliarly ufed here in the Country ; I ihould be 
' overjoyM to hear how they are handled.' Upoa 
this, Mairthanida% who wanted not Merit and a good 
Opinion of he/ielf, offered to read a Story which 
(he bad juft made an End oC ' Nothing can bo 

* mort new, /aid Virginia, for it has not yet bcei^ 

* correfted ' All the Company accepted of the 
PropoGdon ; and Zh (he had it about her, (he puii'd 
it out and began thus : 
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IN one of thofe agreeable Countries that^epend 
on the Empire of the Fairies, there reigned the 
formidable Danamo, who was as knowing in her Art, 
as cruel in her A£lions, and boafted of the Honour 
of being defcended fronv the celebrated Calipfoy 
whofe Charms had the Glory and Power of Haying 
the famous UiyJ/esj and triumphing over the Pru- 
dence of the Conquerors of Trty, 

She was lufty, had a wild Look, and her Pride 
made her with fome Difficulty fubmit to the hard 
Laws of Matrimony ; for Love was not able to 
reach her Heart : But the Defign of uniting a floiu 
riihing Kingdom to that (he was Queen of, and 

another 
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another (he had ufurpcd, made her conlenc to marry 
^n old neigiibouriiig King, who died (bme few Years 
afier their Marriage, and left the Fairy a Daughter 
called . xira^ who was very ugly ; but appeared not 
fo in the Eye of Danamo^ who thought her charmiog, 
perhaps, becaufe like herfelf She was to be the 
Qgcen cf three (kingdoms, which Circomftance qua- 
lified all her \>^Uf\u and caufed her to be aiked in 
Marriage by the mod powerful Princes of the neigh- 
bouring Countries. 

This, together with the blind Friendftiip of D*- 
namo^ rendered her Vanity infupportable, fince (he 
was delired with an Ardour which fhe did in no wiie 
deferve. But as Danamo thought of nothing boi; 
rendering the Princefs's Happinefs complete, fli 
brought up in her Palace a young Prince, her Bro- 
ther's Son, who was called Parcinus : He had a no- 
ble Air, a delicate Shape, a fine Head of Hair, fo 
admirably white, that Love himfelf might have 
been jealous of his Power ; for that God never had 
golden Shafts more lure of triumphing over Hearts 
without Ref^ftance, than the Eyes oi Parcinus. He 
did every Thing well, danced and fung extraordi- 
nary fine, andgain'd all the Prizes ac'i ournaments, 
whenever he contendtd for them. 

Thi.^ young Prince was the Delight of the Court; 
and Danamo^ who had her Defigns, was not againll 
the Rcfped and Value they (hew'd him The King, 
jiis Fatlier, was the Fairy's Brother, whom (he de- 
clared War againfl without any Pretence whatfo- 
ever. This King fought courageoufly at the Head 
of his Troops ; but what could an Army doagaiafl 
fo powerful a i airy as Danamo? who fuffcring the 
Vidlory not to balance long after her Brother's 
Death, who was kill'd in the Adlion, with one 
Stroke of her Wand difperfed her Enemies, and be- 
came Miftrefs of the Kingdom. 
Parcinus was then an Infant in Arms ; they brought 
him to Danamo ; for it would have been in vain to 
have concealed him from a Fairy : He had then fuch 

engaging 
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engaging Smiles, that they won all Hearts ; and 
Danamo carefling him, in a few Days after carried 
liim Home with her to her own Kingdom. 

The Prince was about eighteen Years old, when 
the Fairy, willing to execute what (he had fo long 
defigned, refolved to marry him with her Daugh- 
ter; and not doubting but the Prince, who was 
born one, but by his Misfortunes made a Subje^, 
would be overjoy'd to become one Day a Sovereign 
of three Empires, fent for the Princefs, and difco- 
vcred to her the Choice (he had made. 

The Ptincefs hearkened to this Difcourfe with an 
Fmotion that made the Fairy think that this Refo- 
lution in favour of Parcinust difpleafed her Daugh- 
ter.* * I fee, /aid fie to bety ohjerving her Di/order 

* increafe^ that your Ambition carries you (o far, 

* that you would add to your Empire the Domini- 

* ons of one of thofe Kings, who have demanded 

* you fo often. But what Kings may not Parcinug 

* overcome ? his Courage is beyond every Thing ; 

* the Suhjedls of a Prince fo accompli (h'd, may 

* fometime revolt in his Favour; and by giving you 

* to him, I make furf of the Po(re(Eon of his King- 

* dom. And for his Perfon, we need not fpeak of 
^ that ; you know the proudcil Beauties are not 

* able to refift his Charms.* 

The Princefs, ca(Ving herfelf fuddenly at the 
Feet of the Fairy, interrupted her Difcourie, and 
confefs'd to her, that her Heart had not the Power 
to withftand that young Vidor, fo famous for his 
Conqueft : * But, added fie, hlufiing, I have given 
theinfeniiblc Parcinui a thoufand Marks of my 
Tendemeft, which be received with a Coldneis 
that makes me defpair.' * 'Twas becaufe he durft 
not raife his Thoughts up to you, reply d the proud 
Fairy ; lie was-without doubt afraid of diiplea- 
fing me; 1 know hi« Refpeft.* 
This flattering Opinion was too agreeable to the 
Princefii's Inclination and Vanity^ for her not to be 
perfuaded toit. In (hort, the Fairy Qsni for P ar- 

ci flit If 
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«»«*, who came to her in a magnificene Clofct^ 
where {he, and the rrincefs her Daughter, waited for 
him ; where (he faid to him, as foon as (he faw kiffii 
' Call all your Courage to your Aid ; I fentforyoa 
< not to continue your Misfortune, hut for yoir 
« Good: Reign, Parcinus i and to compleat yov 

* Happinefs, reign by marrying my Daughter.' « I, 

* Madam ! cryd the yeting Prince in mn Amaxtment^ 

* nvheran it ^vas eajy to fercci*ve bis Joy had net tbt 

* greatefl Share ; 1 marry the Prince^, c^minned k% 
' faliinjr hi'ick feme Eteps^ alas ! what God conceras 
« himfclf in my Fate, not to leave it to him alone 
■ from whom I aflc Afliftance V 

"Ihefe Words were pronounced by the Prince 
with an Heat which his Heart had too great a Share 
in, to be wiihllood by his Reafon. The Fairy 
thought that this unlooU'd-for Happinefs had pot 
him "befjde himfclf; but the Princefs loved, and 
Love makes Lovers more penetrating than Wii<lon 
itielf. * What God, Farcinuj, feddjhe to him with 

* Diforde^-f do you fo tenderly implore the Aflift- 
^ ance of; I know too well I ha\'e no Share in the 

* Vows you offer up to him.' The youn? Priace, 
who had had Time to recover his fir A Sa''priz> 
and who knew he bad been guilty of an iflrpradence 
in what he had faid* fumnK>D'd all his Wit to the 
Aid of his Heart, and anfwer'd the Priocef» more 
gallantly than fhe hoped for ; and vhank'd the Fai- 
ry with an Air of Grandeur, that (hew'd him not 
only worthy of the Empire offct^d himy but that 
of the whole World. 

Danamoy and her proud Daughter, vrho were both 
fatidfied with this Difcourfe, fettled all Things be- 
fore they went out cf the Cloiht : The Fairy de- 
ferred the Day of the Nuptials, only tO give the 
Court Time to prepare thcmfelves on fo great ao 
Occaficm. After this, the News oi Pareintts^i Mar- 
riage wiih Adra, was ipread all about the Court; 
and the Courtiers came in Crouds to congratulate 
tlic Prince.

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Parcinus receiv'd all their Compliments with an 
Air of Coldncfs, which very much furprized Kis 
new Subje6ls, that he Ihould appear chagrin'd and 
out of Humour : All the reft of the Day he was 
perplcxM with the Congratulations of the whok 
Court, and the continual I>cclamtion8 of jhird'% 
Failion. 

What a Condition was the young Prince in, who 
was feiz'd with a lively Grief? 'I he Day feem'd to 
him a thoufand Times longer than ordinary. The 
impatient Parcinus longM for Night, which at laft 
came; when with Hafte he left that Place where he 
bad fuflTsr'd fo.much, and went to his own Apart- 
ment ; and after having fent all his Attendants 
away, openM a Door that went into the Gardens of 
the Palace, which he crofs*d, followed only by a 
young Slave. 

A fine, but fmall River ran at the End of thcfc 
Gardens, and feparated the Fairy's Palace i\^m a 
Caflle flanked .with four Towers, and furroundcd 
with a deep Ditxrh that was fill'd by the River : Thi- 
ther flew Farcinui*h Wiihes and Deflres. 

A Wonder was fliut up in it ; which Trcafure, 
Danamo had carefully goarded. It was a young 
• Princcfs, her Siller's Daughter, who when Ihc died 
left her to the Care of the Fairy ; her Beauty, wor- 
thy of the Admiration of the whole World, ap- 
pearing too dangerous ^ot Danamc'xo permit her to 
be fecn nigh Axira. Sometimes the charming /ro- 
Utay which was her Name, was fufiTcr'd to coipc to 
the Palace to fee the Fairy, and the Princefs her 
Daughter; but was never allow'd to appear jn pub- 
Ilck : Yet her Charms, tho* concealed, were not un- 
known to the World. 

The Prince Parcinus had fecn her with the Prin- 
cefs Jziraf and adored her from that very Moment. 
Their Nearoefs of Blood gave this young Prince no 
Privilege with/rcA'/tf ; for after flie was grown up, 
■ the mcrcilefs Danamo permitted none to fee her. 

In 
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In the mean Time, Parcinus burnt with aragiQff 
Flame, which the Charms of Irolita had kiadled. 
She was about fourteen Years old ; her Beauty wai 
perfefl, her Hair of a fine brown, her Complexion 
blooming as the Spring ; her Mouth delicate, her 
'1 ecih admirably white and even ; and her Smilei 
enframing, her Eyes were of a fine hazel Colour, 
and piercing, and her Looks fecm'd to /peak a thoa- 
fand Things her young Hea t as yet koew nothing 
ef. 

She had been brought up In great Solitude, niffh 
the Fairy's Palace, in the Caftle where ihe Xvi^\ 
but faw no more of the World than if (he had been 
i'l a Defart. Danamo*^ Orders were fo exactly obey- 
ed, that the hir Iroltf a pafs*d her Days only among 
thofe Women appointed her, whofe Number was 
very fniall, but yet as many as were nece£ary inib 
lonely and retired a Court : However, Fame, which 
regarded not Danamo, pubJifh'd fo many Wonders 
of this young Princefs, that Perfons at the greateft 
DiHance from the Court, offered themfelves to be 
with the young Iroiita* And her Piefence bely'd 
not what Fame had reported, fince they always 
fvjufid her worthy of their Admiration. 

A Govern ante of great Wit and Knowledge, fbr-^ 
it\GT\y attached to the Princefs her Mother, lived* 
wiph her, and often groan 'd under the Rigou 8 of 
Danamo towards the charming Irolita : She was cat- 
led Mana \ and her Defire of fetting the Princefs at 
Liberty and reftoring her to her Right and Dignity, 
niade her yield to Parcinush Love. It was then 
three Years iince he was firft introduced into the 
Cadle in the Habit of a Slave; at which Time \i% 
found her in the Garden, and difcover'd to her his 
Paifion ; and as ihe was then but a Child, (he lo- 
ved Pardnus only as a Brother. Mana^ who was 
never abfenc long from her, furprized the young 
Prince in the Garden one Day, when he acquainted 
her with his Love for the Trincefs, and the Defign 
he had form'd to lofe IjIs Life, or reilore her Liber- 
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ty ; and feeking, by fliewinghimfelf to his SaDjf^^^ 
a glorious Revenge on Danamoy and placing Iroffi^ 
on the Throne. As the rifing Merit of rarcinus 
was capable of rendering the mod difficult Pro- 
jects credible, and was the only Means to deliver /ro* 
iitay Mana fuiFer'd him to come fometimes to the 
Caille when it was Night ; but never let him fee the 
Princefs, except in her Prefence. He, with his ten- 
der Difcourfe, and his conRant Sedulities, endea^ 
▼oared to infpire in her as violent a Paffion as his 
own. Thus employed for three Years, he went almoil 
every Njght to the Caftle, and fpent all the Days in 
nothing but thinking of his Princefs. But to return 
to where we left him croffing the Gardens, follow'd 
by a Slave, and pierced with Grief at the Refoluti- 
pns of the Fairy : When he came to the River-fide, 
a gilded Boat which Azira fometies took the Air 
in, that was faden'd to the Bank, ferved to carry this 
amorous Prince over. The Slave row'd, and as foon 
as Parcinus had got up a filken Ladder,' that was 
thrown out from off a little Terrafs, that fronted 
the Caftle, the faithful Slave row'd the Boat back 
again, where he waited for a Signal he made him^ 
which was to (hew him a lighted Flambeau from 
off the Terrafs. 1 hat Night the Prince took his 
nfual Tour ; the filken Ladder was let down, and 
he enter'd without any Obftacle the young IroUta's 
Chaihber, whom he found laid on the Bed all in 
Tears : But the-Beauty that appeared in that melan- 
choly Pofture, had an extraordinary EfFcA on the 
Prince ! 

* What ails my Princefs ? /aiii he, falling on his 

* Knees by the Bed'Jide nuhereon Jhe lay \ what could 

* Caufe thefe precious Tears \ Alas ! continued he, 

* figbtngj have {.yet new Misfbrtunfes to hear V The 
Tears and Sighs of thefe young Lovers were inter- 
mix'd, and they were forced to vent their Palfion, 
before they could tell the Caufe of their Grief. 
At length the youn^ I'rince defired Irolita to tell 
faiffl what new Seventy the Fairy had ufed to her.

lengtlj to recover. thofe Diforders faithful J-overs

When every body was retired, he left his Apart- 
ment as ufual, and croifing the Gardens alone, went 
into the Boat, without knowing whether he could 
row, or not ; but what will not Love ceach us ? He 
row*d as. well as the mod. expert Seaman, and got 
into the Caftle, w^Str.e he yyas very much furprized 
to find Man^ on\yi '^jadihe a)l i\\ Tears, in the

* cefs you adore.* After this Advice, the PriAce 
went away, and returned to his own Apartment 
with all the Grief kt unhappy and tender a. Paflion 
could infpire. He pafsM the Nigfktpnfa CoB€fi( ImI 
threw himfeif on when he went in, iivlie)re Diif. 
furprized him ; which had appeared (enie HoMkri^ 
when he heard a Noife at his Cham^t I>6oi'. He 
ran with that eager Impatience we generalhr ejt- 
prefs, when we expeft News, wherein our Heafta 
are fo fuch concerned ; and found, that his People 
had brought a Man who wanted to (peak with him 
in hailC and whom he knew to be one ^f Mana\ 
Relations : He gave Farcinus a Letter, who went in* 
to his Clofet to hide the trouble it might give him %. 
where he opeh'd it, and found thefe Wofds :

At the bottom of the Letter the fe Words were' 
writ blotted^ and with a trembling Hand*

What Joy and Grief did the PriAce fW ? What 
£ifles he gaiw this irtvaloable Token of the Divine? 
/r#/tfa's Love ? He v^as fo much befide hini-felf, thai? 
he had much ado to return a fuitable Anfwcr; he 
Chank'd the prudent Ma/^Oy infornv'd the Princef* of 
the Afliftancc he cxpedted from the Fairy Fa'voura^ 
hle^ and faid a thoufand Things on his Grief and 
Love : afterwards hd gave the Letter to Mam^ Re- 
lattOD) and with it a Prefent of fine Jewels of art in-' 
eflimable Value, torecompenfe him fo^thePleafdre 
he had donehi^. He was fcarccly eofte, when iht 
Queen and Princefs ^aira fent to kntt^ hoiii^ the 
Prince did. It was eafy to know,' by h\i Looks, that 
he was not well; they prefs'd him to go to Bed^ 
which he agreed to, thinking he (hould be lefs con* 
ftrain'd than if he \Vent to the Fairy. * 

After Dinner the Qj^en went herfelf to (eb himi' 
and fpoke to him of Irdlttaa Marriage v^ith tlifi 
Prince Brutus as a Thiftg rifelved on. Patchius\ Wh* 
had at laft refolved to reftriin himfelf, to cafryen* 
his Defigns the betted, feem*d to approve of tti«f 
Fairy's intentions, and defired her only to ftay 'till 
he was recovered, becanfe he had a great mind to*

be at the Solemnity. The Paity and /sdra^ who 
defpair'd at his Sicknefs, promifed him what he 
ai)ced : by which Means he retarded the .diiinal Nup- 
tials of Irclita for fome Days. The Converfation 
he had on the Water with /^s^/Va forwarded theMif- 
forttJtie of the Princefs he loved fo tenderly ; for A- 
zira had given the Queen an Account of his Dif- 
courfe and his Companion for Irolita» And the 
Queen, who never delay'd the execution of her Will, 
fent that evening for Irol'ita^ and rcfolved with Avd- 
ra^ to finiiih the Marriage of that Princefs, and to 
hailcn her departure before Farcinus had a more ef* 
tabliihed Authority ; but in the mean time, before 
the I'^xpiration of the Time, the faithful Slave ar- 
rived. How great was Para fws^s Joy ^ to find in the 
Letter r^veuraSk had writ, Marks of herCompaP 
fion and Friendfhip for him and Irolita ! She lent 
him a little Ring, compofed of four different Me- 
tals, Goldf Silver, Brafs, and Iron : This Ring bad 
the Power of fecuring them four Tiroes againll the 
Perfecutions of the cruel Danamoi And fa*vourahU 
.ifTated the Prince, that the wicked Fairy could not 
purfue them of;ner than the Ring had Power to favQ 
them. This good News rellcred the young Prince to. 
his Health : He fent in all hade for Mana^s Relati- 
on, and gave him a Letter, that inform'd Irclita of 
the happy Succefs they might flatter themfelvesr 
withal. They had no 1 ime to lofe, the Queen was 
fof.confumroating Prince Brutus's Marriage in three 
IXay.s. and that fame Night Ascira made a Ball, 
and Irolitavf?iS to be there. Harcinus could not think 
of being negligent on that Occafion • He drefs'di 
himfelfin a magnificent Suit, and appear'd a thou- 
f^nd. times brighter . than the Day ; bat duril not 
ipeak tojrolita^ except with his Eyes, which often 
m^t thoib of that fair Princefs. Irolita had on the no- 
bleft Drpfs imaginable : The Fairy had given her 
yery fine Jewels ; and as fhe had but four Days to 
liay in her Palace^ refolved to treat her as fhe ought 
to be. Her Beauty, not ufed to be fet ofiT with fuch 

Ornaments, 
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Ornaments^ feemed wonderful to all, and much 
more to the amorous Pardnus, who thought, by the 
Joy that he faw in her bright Eyes, fhe had re- 
ceived . his Letter. The Prince Bri^tus talked often . 
with Irolita ; but he appeared of fp ill a Mien under 
the Gold and jewcls.he w^S; loaded wich, tliat he. 
was not a ^ival worthy of the young Piince^s Jea- 
louiy. The Ball was almoll over, when Pardnus, 
tranfported with his Love, deiired, with great Ar- 
dour, the liberty of talking a Moment with the 
Princefs.. * Cruel Queen, and thou hateful ^«/>/?> 

* faidheto.bimfelfi will you deprive me yet longer 

* of the charming Pleafure of telling the fair /r^- • 
« litat a thoufand times. how I. adore her ? Why 

* leave you not, you jealous WitnefTes of my Hap- 

* pinefs, the Place, fince Love can only triumph in 

* your Abfence ?' He had hardly form'd this Wifh, 
but the Fairy, finding herfclf a little out of order 
calPd Aziray and went vyith herint9 the next Roomi 
whither Prince Brutus followed them ; Pdrcinus had. 
then the Ring on his Fingeritjife Fairy S^'vourabk 
had fent him. lie ought to have preferved the 
Succours given him for more preffing Occafions, 
but violent Love and Prudence are . feldom Com- 
panions ; the young Prince thought, by the Fairy's 
and Azira^ Departure, that the Ring began to fa- 
vour his Love : He flew to the charming Lolita, and 
fpoke to her of his Paflion in the moft touching and 
eloquent Expreflions ; when he preceived that he 
had in?de ufe of Famurable's Charm fillily, but 
could not repent of an Imprudence which gained 
him the Plcafure of entertaining his dear Irolita ' 
They refolved on the Place and Hour to put an end 
to their cruel Slavery the next Day. The Fairy and 
Jzira returned again fome tipie after, Paranus part- 
ed with no fmall Regret fipm Irolita^ and looking on 
his Ring, perceived the Iron was mixed with theo- 
ther Metals, and faw very w^ll that hehadJbutthrcte 
Wiihes to make, which he refolved to employ bet- 
ter than the firft for his Princefs j.but trailed none 
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with his Departure, bat his faithful Slave. The 
next Day he appeared to the Queea very eafy, and 
snore pleafant than ordinary ; he pafsM fbme Com- 
pliments on the Prince Brutus upon His Marriage^ 
and did it in a manner capable of removing all Saf- 
picions they might entertain of his Paflion. At t««^ 
o'clock in the Morning he went to the Fairy's 
Park, where he found his faithful Slave, who, ac- 
cording to his Mafier*s Orders, had brought four of 
his Horfes. The Prince waited a little, when thr 
lovelv IroUta came wearied, and leaning on Mana i 
for tnat young Princefs- endured fo much in the 
Walk, that Love alone, without Datiamo^s Cruel- 
ties, and the ill Qnalities of Prince Jirutus, would 
not have been capable to have made her undertake 
it» It was then Sommer, the Nieht was clear, and 
the Moon and Stars fhined fo bright, that it was 
as light as day. The Prince made up in hafle to- 
wards her, ki(sM her hand, for 'twas not a Place 
to talk in, and helped heron her Horfe, for (he rid 
wonderful well, it being one of her Amufements. 
to take Horfe with her Maids, and ride into a Irttle 
Wood, fome Diftance from the Cafilcj which the 
Fairy fuffcrcd her to take the Air in. Afterward 
Pareinus mounted his horfe. and Mana and^the 
Slave theirs. Then the young Prince drawfng the 
BrilHaiTt Sabre the Fairy gave him, fwore to the fair 
Irolitay to adore her all his life, and to die, if ne- 
ccffary, in her Defence. After thefe words they went 
away, and the Zephirs ieem'dto correfpbhd.with 
them, or to take Irol/ta for F/fira, by always attends 
ing them. 

in the mean time. Day difcovered to Danamo a 
Piece of News flie little expe^ed. The Ladies who 
were abour Irolitay were amazed that fhe flcpt {of 
long ; but obeying the Order the prudent ^a«a had 

fiven them the night before, durfl not go into the 
rincef^'s Chamber 'rill fhe call'd them. Mana lay 
in the fame Chamber with Irolita^ from whence they 
went out at a Uule B^ck-dociT vVi^^ kt thetn into a 
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Court of the Palace, yery little fi'equentcd, by a 
l>oor that was In Irolita*s Clofer» and was nailed up;- 
but in two or three Nights^ they found out the 
K4eans to open it. In fhorf, the Queen fent for 
Jrolitd: In obedience to the Fairy, they knocked at 
the Princefs's chamber door, an<l nob6dy anfw^rd. 
But when the Prince Brutus arrived, who came tat 
condadt the Princefs to the Queen, he Wa^ ^ery 
much furprized ; he broke open the Door, andivcnt 
in, and feeing the little Door iA the Clofet forced^ 
he' no longer doubted of the Princefii's Flight. 
When the News wa§ carried to the Queen, ihrf 
ihaked with anger, and ordered them to fearch ev^ 
ry where for Irolita ; but it wa^ all vet valh, n6«B^ 
dy could give any Account of her. - The PMn<SSP 
Brutus himftflf went to feefc after her, and* fent th^fe* 
Fairy^s Guards with dl fpeed on the Roads h^ 
thought they might take. In the mean time, Asdra 
obferved that Parcinus did not appear in -this gene^i 
ral Conftemation, and Jealoufy opening ht§i<^Eyeftr 
fhe fent in hade to him, and began to' thirik- tfidtf 
Prince had taken Irolita away. The Fairy hepfeliC 
could not believe it ; butupon-confuhing'lierBbektfir: 
fhe found Jscira^s Sufpicion to be Matterof fad. liy 
the mean Time, the Princefe hdVing Itfarn'd thatf 
Pardfius wsLs not in his Apartment^ nor- the Falaoe-,' 
fent to the Caftle where Irolita had- been (bloflg, td^ 
fee if (he could find any thing" whereby flie niigilf 
juflify or condemn the Prince. The prtfdent Mdns 
had taken care to leave nothing that thight difco* 
ver IroIita*i Correfpondence with Pnrdnns^^MtAxi^ 
ra*s Scarfy which was found on the Couch- he fwoon* 
ed on, and had been untied while he was in that= 
Condition ; and which neither the Prince, nor Mtf- 
t/a^ who were full of Grief, per«eiv'd. What did not? 
the haughty /^idra feel at the fight of that Scarf? 
Her Love and Pride fuffer'd both alike ; fhe tilffli£t- 
ed herfeif to exoefs, and' fent all the Servant! of Iro- 
Httt and the- Prince lo Prifon. The Ingratttudrthd 
C^eu thought PiurcinusloidL fhew'd her, pufh«d'ket 
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inataral Rage to the laft extremity. She would wil- 
lingly have given one of her kingdoms to have been 
revenged of thofe two lovers, who at the fame time 
were purfaed on all Sides : Prince Brutus and his 
Troop met with frefh horfes every where by the 
Fairy's Order, whereas thofe ofParcinus were tired»" 
^nd anfwer.ed not the impatience of their Mailer. 
At the further Side of a Foreft he overtook them : 
T'he firft motion of the Prince was to go and fight 
that unworthy Rival ; he was riding up to him with 
his Sabre drawn, when Irolita cry'd out, • Prince, 
\ feek not an unprofitable Danger, obey the Orders 
*. of |he Fairy FarvwrahU' Thefe Words gave a 
Check .to Par,cinus^s Rage, who, to obey the Prin- 
qefii^aiid th^ Fairy, wifhed the Princefs was in Safe- 
ty, ^gaiii ft the Perfecutions of the cruel Queen. 
He had fcarcely made this wifli, but the Earth 
open'd . between him and his Rival ; a little ugly 
Many magnificently drefs'd, appeared, and made a 
§igi\ to him to follow him. The Defcent was eafy 
^n.^theif Side, he went down on Horfeback, with 
jKofitat sknd Maftay and the Slave, and the Earth 
clojfei}.. BrutuSf furprized at fo extraordinary an 
Invent, went in hafte to give Danamo an Account of 
iCi and in the mean time our young Lovers fol- 
lowed the little Man thro* a dark Road, that led to 
a large Palace, lighted by a great many Flambeaus 
^od Lamps. They alighted from off their Horfes, 
^ent'iiHoa prodigious large Hall, fupported by 
. Pillars of fhining Earth, cov^r'd with Ornaments 
of Gold ; a little man loaded with Jewels, fat on 
a Throng of Gold at the Bottom of the Hall, with 
a great number of People like himfqlf about him, 
who conduced the Prince to that Place ; who, as 
fpon as he appcare<%with the charming Irolita^ the 
little Man arofe from his Throne, and faid to him» 
* Cdme, Priijce, Uie great Fairy FaiHmrable^ who. 
*• had been a long time one of my Friends, hathde- 
i ^red me to.fecure you againft the Cruelties of. 
1 Daiidmo* I am King of the Guomfs, you and the

• Princefs are welcome to my Palace/ Parcitms 
thank'd him for his Ailiftance. The Kiog and all 
his Subjeds were inchanted at the Beauty of Irols' 
ta ; they took her for a Star that came to brighten 
their Abode, and ferve up a magnificent Entertain- 
ment. The King of the Gnomes paid them all Man- 
ner of Refpedt, an harmonious Concert, but fome- 
what wild, was the Diverdon of the Night, where 
they fang the Charms of Irolitat and repeated feve- 
ral Times thefc Verfes: 

What Star is this that thus our Sight invades ^ 
And darts fuch Beams on thefe our gloomy Shades ^ 
Which^ twhile its Luftre fondly ^we admire^ 
Dazzles our Eyes, and fits our Hearts on Fire. 

After the Mufic was done, they led the Prince 
and Princefs, each into a magnificent Room, and 
Mana and the faithful Slave follow'd them. The 
next Day they ihew*d them the King's Palace, who 
difpofed of all the Riches of the Earth; nothing 
could be added to that Treafure, which was a con* 
fufed Mafs of fine Things unformed. The Prince 
and Princefs remained eight Days in this fubterra- 
neous Abode : Fa'vourable had ordered the King of 
the Gnomes J during that Time, to make the Prin- 
cefs and her Lover gallant and magnificent Enter- 
tainments. The Night before their Departure, the 
King, to immortalize the Memory of their Refi- 
dence in his Empire,. had their two Statues ere^ed 
in Gold on each Side his Throne, on Pedeflals of 
white Marble, with thefe Words writ in Letters Of 
Diamonds on the Pedeital of the Prince's Statue :

The ninth Day the Prince had very fine Hofte 
given him, whofe Trappings wcite of Gold, laid 
over with Diamond';, and left, with his fmall Troopy 
the dark Abode of the Gmmes^ after havkg paid his 
Acknowledgments to their King» and found hiiAlelf 
in the fame Place where Prince Brutut atuck'd 
him ; and looking on his Ring, perceived only the 
Silver and the Brafs. He purfued his way with the 
charming.irdi/^Vlii, and haften'd to arrive at the Ha- 
bitation of the Fairy FavottrahUy where they wfere 
to be in Safety : When all on a fudden, coming 
out of a Vale» they met with a TrOop of Ehfrnand's 
Guards*/ who were ftill in fearch aftier them, and- 
wore jud ready to falloo them ; wh)en the Prince 
wifh'd, and' prefently there appeared a great Space 
of Water between them and the Fairy's Troop. A 
beautiful Nympb» half naked, rofe up in the Mid- 
dle of the Water, in a Boat of Ruihes laced toge- 
ther, and making towards the Shore, defired the 
Prince and his. beantiful Miftreis to come into- it ; 
who, with Mana and the Slave, lefc their Horfes ia 
the Fieldt and went into the Boat, which funk un- 
der Water, and made the Guards think they chofe 
rather to drown themfelves, than fall into the?f 
Hands. Immediately they found themfelves in 9.-. 
Palace, the Walls of whidh were great Drops of 
Water, which falling continually, made Halls, 
Chambers, Clofets, and encompafs'd Gardens, where 
a thoufand Spoutings of Waiter, of odd Figures, 
form'd the Defign of Parterres. None but Naiads 
could live in this I^alace, fo fine and fingular as it 
was ; therefore to afi^brd the Prince and the £dr ^ 

Irolita 
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IroUfa a more Iblid Habitaticn, ch«^ Natad that con* 
duded them, carried them into GrottdB of Shell- 
work, compdedof Oval, Pearls, and all tlw Richer 
of the Sea. Their Beds were of Mofs^ a h4iiidr6d 
Dolphins goarded Irciitif^ Grot, and twenty Whalea 
^e Prince's. The i^aiadi admired at th«ir Return, 
the Beautv of holita \ and moreover,, a Triion gMVi^ 
jealoQs of the Prince's Looks and Care : They gave 
them in the Prince's Grotto^ a Collation of £ne 
Fruits ; twelve Syrem came to chavan,. by their fweet 
Voices^ the Trouble of the Prince and IroUuiy and 
fung the following Song : 

IVherevir iMfi »ur MeMTf iotneySy 
He maker us hupfy differiM Wtt^ : 
PtrfeS Lettersy triumph inywr Chains^ 
And let your PaJJUnftulfurmount your Pains. 

At Night there was an Entertainoynt conAfling 
wholly of Fifli, of an extf aofdinary' Size, and ex- 
quifite Tafte. After this Repdft, the Naiads danced 
in Habirs of Fifli Scales of dif{«rent Colours,, which- 
was vety fine ; Bodies of Tritons^ with Inilrnmenta 
unknown to Men, compoied a Symphony, which. 
was odd, but new and very agreeable. Parcinu» 
and the fair Irolita were four Days in. this Empire ; 
the fifth Day the Naiads came in Crowds, to condu^ 
tbe P)*iRce and Princefs r which two 'Lo}rtx% went 
into a Boat of one entire Shell, and the Aieu>^ half 
out of the Water, accompanied them to the River* 
fide, where Parcinus found his Horfes agaip, and 
iet forward with Speed ; when looking on iii^Ring,. 
he perceived only the Bra^; hut .they were then 
nigh Fafvourahh\ Palace. They.travelled three^Days, 
when on the fourth, at Sun rifing^ they perceived 
Men in Arms, who, when* they came near, appeared 
to be the Prince Brutus and his Troop,^ whonr Da^ 
ir^Mra had ient again to purfue them, with Orderr 
not to leave them> if they found them, not to flit 
qS the Spot;- wher«^ any Thing extraordinary, ihoald 

fall 
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fall out ; and above all, to endeavonr to engage the 
Prince to fight. Danamo know very well, after 
what Brutus had told her, that a Fairy protefled 
the Prince and Princefs ; bat her Knowledge was* 
fo great, that (he defpaired not of overcoming them 
by oiofe powerful Charms. Prince Brutus overjoy'd. 
to fee the Prince and Irelita again^ whom he iboght 
after with fo much DDigence, rode with his Sword 
in his Hand up to Parcinus, to endeavonr to fight 
him, according to Danamo's Orders. The young 
Prince drew his Sword with fo fierce an Air» that 
Brutus repented more than once of his Undertaking; 
but Parcinus perceivine Irelita all in Tears, moved 
with Compaifion at tnat Sights made his fourth 
Wi(h, and prefently there arofe a great Fire up to 
the Skies, which feparated Parcinus from his Ene- 
my. This Fire made Prince Brutus and his Troop 
fall back. The young Prince and Irolita, who were 
always attended with .the faithful Slave and Mana, 
found themfelves in a Palace, the Sight of which, 
being all Fire, at firft frighteu'd JMita ; but (he was 
foon encouraged, when (he perceivetj (he felt no 
greater Heat than that of the Sun, ii^nd that this 
Fire had only the flaming Quality, and not thofe 
others, which render it infupportable. A great 
many young and handfome Perfons, richly clothed, 
came from whence the Flames feem'd to rife, to 
receive the Princefs and her Lover. One of them, 
whom they judged to be the Queen of that Place, 
by the Reipe^s paid to her, faid, < Come, charm - 

* ing Princefs, and you lovely Parcinus^ you are in 

* the Kingdom of the Salamanders : I am the Queen, 

* and with Pleafure am charged by Fa'vourable to 

* conceal you feven Days in my Palace : I wi(h 

* only" your Abode here Was to be longer.* After 
the(e Words (he carried them into a large Apart- 
ment all of Fire, like the reft of the Palace, and 
which gave as great a Light as the Sdn. That 
Night they fupped with the Queen, and had a no- 
ble Entertainment : After it was oveir^ they went 

on 
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on a Terras, to fee an artificial Fire of wonderful 
Beauty, and a very Angular Dcfign, which was pre- 
})ared in a great Coul't before the Salamander's Pa- 
lace. Twelve Loves were on Pillars of Marble, of 
different Colours : Six of them feem'd ready to 
draw their Bows, and the Six others held out a 
great Plate, whereon thefe Words were written in 
Charaders of Fire : 



Where'er fair Irolite appeals, 
ji glorious Conqueft there Jhe bears : 
Our raging Flames ^ emd hotteft Fire^ 
Falljhort of nuhat her Eyes infpire ; 
So great"* s the torment of Dejire,

The young /r©///« blufh'd at her own Glory, and 
Pareinus was overjoy'd that fhe was thought ai 
handfome as (he appeared to him* In the mean 
Time the Cupids drew their Arrcv.'s of f ire^ which 
croiling in the Air, form'd in a thoufand Places the 
Cypher and Name of Irolita, and carried it up to 
the Heavens. The feven Days they Aayed in this 
Palace were fpent in Pleafures and Diverlions. Par^ 
cinus 6b{^TStdt that all the Salamanders had a great 
deal of Spirit, and a charming Vivacity, were all 
gallant and amorous, and that the Qneen herfelf 
was not exempt from that Pafiion, fince fhe was in 
Love with a young Salamander of extraordinary 
Beauty. The eighth Day they left with Regret an 
Abode fo agreeable to their Tendernefs, and found 
themfelves in a fine Field ; where Parcinusy looking 
on his Ririg, found on the four Metals, mix'd to- 
gether, thefe Words engraved : 

You nuijk^ d too foon. 

Thefe Words afiiifted the Prince and young Pnn* 
cefs, but they were fo nigh Fa'vourable'% Hab$tatioD» 
that they hoped to reach it that Day. This Thou|;ht 
faipended jtheir Grief, they went forwards, calling 

on 
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on FortuDe and Love, too often deceitful Guides. 
The I'riDce Brutus foilowing the Fairy's Orders^ 
never (lirred from the Place where the Fire feparated 
theniy but lay eucamped behind a Wood, wheo bii 
Centinels, who kept continual Watch^ infontl'4 
kini chat the Prince and Princefs appeared on the 
Plain again. He mounted his Troop, and came 
up by Night with the nnfortunate Prince and divine 
Irolita. Parcinus wfis not in the leaA difmay'd at 
the great Number of thofe who attacked him all 
at once ; he flew on them with' a Courage that ter- 
rify'd them : * I fulfil my Promife. fair Irolita^ /aid 

* he^ drawing bis Sabre \ I will die for yoa, or de- 

* liver you from your Enemies.' Aftej thefeWoi ds, 
lie ftruck the &t^ he met, and fell'd him at his 
JPcet: But, O Grief unexpefted ! That Sabre 
which he had of the Fairy, broke into a thoafand 
Pieces. *Twas what* the Fairy expeded from tha 
Combat with th^ yoang c^rincc ; for when (be gave 
any Arms, flie charm'd them in fuch aManner^ 
that when they were made ufe of againft herfelf^ 
they ihould break at the firH Blow into a thoafand 
Pieces, Parcinus thus difarmM, could not long re- 
fill the Numbers that furrounded him: They toob 
him, loaded him with Chains, and made the young 
Irolita undergo the fame Fate, * O ! Fairy Favow 

* rabUi cryd the Prince melancholy^ abandon me to 
' all the Rage of Danasne^ but fave the fair hr^lita, 

* You have difobey'd the Fairy, anfauered a young 

* Man of fiirprijing Beauty^ ivho appeared in the Air^ 

* you mu^ endure the Punifhment ; if you had nof 
« been fo prodigal of Fa'veurable^s Aififlance, wf 

* had preferved you againft the cruelties of Dartamo, 

* The whole Kingdom of the Silphs are vex'd that 
« they had not the Glory of rendering fo charming 

* a Prince, and fo beautiful a Princefs, happy.* 
After tjiis he difappear*d. Parcinus groaned at ni« 
Imprudence ; he appear'd infenfible of his own 
Misfortunes, but was cruelly agitated with thoie of 
Jrolita : And the Regret of hs^ving coatrrbuted t<^ 

them. 
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fhem^ had made him to die away for Grief, if Fate 
bad not piepar'd more cruel Torments for him to 
undergo 'fhe yonng Iroiita fhcwed a Courage 
worthy her iilnftrioos Blood ; and the mercilefi 
Brutus i far from relenting at fo moving a Sight, re- 
doubled their Calamities, which he was partly the 
Caufe of. He feparated them, and deprived them 
of the Pleafure of complaining ta each other with- 
00 1 Redrefs. After a cruel ^omey, they arrived 
at the wicked Fairy's, who exprefs'd a malign Joy 
to lee the< Prince and young Pnncefs in a Condi tioa 
fo worthy of creating Pity in any other Breafi; but 
her's ; however, Jxira had fome for Farcinusy but 
durft not fhew it before the Fairy : * I will, /aid 

* thai em4l ^unn^ adJrtffing her/elf fo tke young 

* Fnncsy kaVe the Pleafe^ ol revenging myfelf on 
S ^ Ingratitttde : tSo, inftead of afcending the 
'•'Tofone' my Bounty defigned yoii> to the Pi:iion oF 
•• tie 5ijar where I wiU tr*t an End tc thy mifer^Kie 

* lAit by the mod f^orriUePunifliidents.' * I chafe' 

* ratlwr the moft wetched Prifon, reply d tks Prinze ^ 

* looking on hefjiereetyt than the Favours of fo nnjuft 
' a Queen/ Whith Words provoked her much 
mot^j who expelled to have kfii him proftratc at 
her Feet. She made him be cifi^ied away to the 
appointed Prifon. Irolita cry'd ih feeing him go 1 
^jc/Vtf could not retain hef Sighs ; and all the Court 
groaned fecfetiy at fo cruel an Oifder. For the fair 
Irolita^ the Queen fent her to the Caftle whefe Ihe 
had been kept (o long, had her carefully guarded^ 

>«nd ufed her as inhumanly as (he was capable of. 

The Prince's Prifon was in a Tower iii the Midft 
of the Sea, built in a fmall defart Ifle : There he 
was kept loaded with Irons, and ariderweiit all 
imaginable Hardfliips. What 4 Pla€d ^as this foir 
a Prince fit to rule the wholfr Wo* M l The ftemeA- 
brance of Irolita was his ibie %tA'p)^y : He Called dA 
Favourable only to her Afliftance, and wJfh'rf a thott- 
fand Times to die, to expiate the Cwme he had 
committed : His fsnthful Slave wai f^ ifit6 the fame 

Prifon» 
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PrifoDy but had not the SatisfaAion of fifrvlng his 
iliuftrious Mader, who had none but rude ^Soldiers 
about him, devoted to the Fairy ; who, ttio' obe- 
dient to her, could not bat lefpedk the unhappy 
Prince. His Youth, Beavty, and above all his Cou- 
rage, touched them with an Admiration that made 
them look on him as a Man fuperior to all others. 
The prudent Mana was created in the Caftle witlr 
Jralita, in the fame Manner as the faithful Sfave.> 
None but Danamo's Creatures came nigh the Prin-: 
ce(s, who, by her Order, excited in her .a fre(h' 
Grief tvtry Moment, by telling her what the 
Prince fuffer*d. The Calamities of Parcinus made- 
the Princefs fometimcs forget the Remembrance of 
her own, and renewed her Tears in a Place where- 
ihe had io often heard that charming Prince fvne^- 
to her an eternal Fidelity : ' AlzitlfaiJJbe t9 herftlf^' 
' why was youfo conftant, my dear Prince^ kideed* 
*- your Infidelity would have coH me my life-; but* 
^ what lignified that ? you would after that, have* 

* been happy.' Danamo^ who took fome Time to- 
prepare a Charm of extraordinary Force, fent Jro" 
lit a in the Morning, two Lamps ; one of Gold, the- 
other Cryilal ; the Gc^den one was lighted, Dana* 
W0 ordered her not to let. one of thefe two Lamps 
go out, but told her, ' She might keep which ihe 

* pleafed lighted.' /ro///^ anfwer'd, with her natural 
Sweetnefs, (he (hpuld obey her, without fearching 
into the fignification of it. Jahe carried the two 
Lamps caiefuUy into her Clofet, and as the Gol- 
den one was lighted, fhe put it not out all that 
Day, and lighted the other the, next Day, and fo 
continued to obey the Fairy. She had kept thefe 
Lamps fifteen Days, when her Health began to di- 
miniih,' which (he thought might be occafion'd by 
her Grief; but when they told her Parcinm was 
very ill, her piercing Grief, and violent Opprcflion 
raifed Pity in all the Women about her. One 
Night, when they were all afleep, one of them 
went foftly to the Princefs, and feeing the Cryftal.

* overf' * Pareinush» reply^dD^cddLmo^sConfidantit 
who fpoke to the Prrncefs by her Order ; for that 
wicked Fairy had a Mind to torment her, by letting 
Ser know how cruel her Fate was. At this News

During this Time the Fairy Fanfourahle, who *till 
then had boafled of the Infen Ability of her Heart* 
was not able to refill the Charms of a young Prince 
in her Court, who was in love with her ; and this 
Fairy could not have refolved to liften to him, had 
not the Pride of her ^oul been overcome by this 
Violence of her Paffion.
